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PEEAMBLE. 

The  end  of  the  institution,  maintenance  and  administrar  objeecs  of  coi- 
tion of  government,  is  to  secure  the  existence  of  the  body  •™"®'* 
politic,  to  protect  it,  and  to  furnish  the  individuals  who  com- 
pose it  with  the  power  of  enjoying,  in  safety  and  tranquillity, 
their  natural  rights,  and  the  blessings  of  life :  and  whenever 
these  great  objects  are  not  obtained,  the  people  have  a  riglit 
to  alter  the  government,  and  to.  take  measures  necessary  for 
their  safety,  prosperity  and  happiness. 

The  body  politic  is  formed  by  a  voluntary  association  of  Body  poutio, 
indiyiduals :  it  is  a  social  compact,  by  which  the  whole  people  luns^m, ' 
covenants  with  each  citizen,  and  each  citizen  with  the  whole 
people,  that  all  shall  be  governed  by  certain  laws  for  the  com- 
mon good.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  people,  therefore,  in  framing 
a  constitution  of  government,  to  provide  for  an  equitable 
mode  of  making  laws,  as  well  as  for  an  impartial  interpreta- 
tion and  a  faithful  execution  of  them ;  that  every  man  may, 
at  all  times,  find  his  security  in  them. 

We,  therefore,  the  people  of  Massachusetts,  acknowledging, 
with  grateful  hearts,  the  goodness  of  the  great  Legislator  of 
the  universe,  in  affording  us,  in  the  course  of  his  providence, 
an  opportunity,  deliberately  and  peaceably,  without  fraud, 
Tiolence  or  surprise,  of  entering  into  an  original,  explicit 
and  solemn  compact  with  each  other ;  and  of  forming  a  new

constitution  of  civil  government  for  ourselves  and  posterity  ; 
and  devoutly  jmploring  bis  direction  in  so  interesting  a 
dtsign,  do  agree  upon,  ordain  and  establish  tbe  following 
Declaration  of  Rights  and  Frame  of  Government,  as  tho 
Constitution  of  tbe  Commonwealth  of  MASSACHUSErrs.

lY.    The  people  of  this  Commonwealth  have  the  sole  and  mghtofMif- 
exdnBive  right  of  governing  themselves  as  a  free,  sovereign  fSJSST^' 
and  independent  State ;  and  do,  and  forever  hereafter  shall, 
exercise  and  enjoy  every  power,  jurisdiction  and  right,  which 
is  not,  or  may  not  hereafter,  be  by  them  expressly  delegated 
to  the  United  States  of  America,  in  congress  assembled. 

Y.    All  power  residing  originally  in  the  people,  and  being  AoooantaMUty 
derived  from  them,  the  several  magistrates  and  officers  of  SSiJ'^®®^"' 
government,  vested  with  authority,  whether  legislative,  .exec- 
utive or  judicial,  are  their  substitutes  and  agents,  and  are  at 
all  times  accountable  to  them.

All  warrants,  therefore, 
are  contrary  to  this  right,  if  the  cause  or  foundation  of  them 
be  not  previously  supported  by  oath  or  affirmation,  and  if 
the  order  in  the  warrant  to  a  civil  officer,  to  make  search  in 
suspected  places,  or  to  arrest  one  or^ore  suspected  persons, 
or  to  seize  their  property,  be  not  accompanied  vnth  a  special 
designation  of  the  persons  or  objects  of  search,  arrest  or 
seizure :  and  no  warrant  ought  to  be  issued  but  in  cases,  and 
with  the  formalities,  prescribed  by  the  laws.  - 

XV.  In  all  controversies  concerning  property,  and  in  all  j^'^iiSSf  JjJ 
suits  between  two  or  more  persons,  except  in  cases  in  which  ^p^  ^' 

it  has  heretofore  been  otherways  used  and  practised,  the 
parties  have  a  right  to  a  trial  by  jury ;  and  this  method  of 
procedure  shall  be  held  sacred,  unless,  in  causes  arising  on 
the  high  seas,  and  such  as  relate  to  mariners'  wages,  the 
legislature  shall  hereafter  find  it  necessary  to  alter  it. 

XVI.  The  liberty  of  the  press  is  essential  to  the  security  Libertjrof  tiM 
of  freedom  in  a  state :  it  ought  not,  therefore,  to  be  restrained  ^'^'** 

in  this  Commonwealth. 

XVn.    The  people  have  a  right  to  keep  and  to  bear  arms  niffhttokeep 
for  the  common  defence.

good  administration  of  the  Commonwealth.

objection  to  the  passing  of  such  bill  or  resolve,  he  shall  return 
the  same,  together  with  his  objections  thereto,  in  writing,  to 
the  senate  or  house  of  representatives,  in  whichsoever  the 
same  shall  have  originated,  who  shall  enter  the  objections 
sent  down  by  the  governor,  at  large,  on  their  records,  and 
proceed  to  reconsider  the  said  bill  or  resolve ;  but  if,  after 
such  reconsideration,  two-thirds  of  the  said  senate  or  house 
of  representatives  shall,  notwithstanding  the  said  objections, 
agree  to  pass  the  same,  it  shall,  together  with  the  objections, 
be  sent  to  the  other  branch  of  the  legislature,  where  it  shall 
also  be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present,  shall  have  the  force  of  a  law :  but  in  all 
such  cases,  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  determined  by 
yeas  and  nays ;  and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for  or 
against  the  said  bill  or  resolve,  shall  be  entered  upon  the 
public  records  of  the  Commonwealth. 

And  in  order  to  prevent  unnecessaxy  delays,  if  any  bill  or 
resolve  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  governor  within  five 
days  after  it  shall  have  been  presented,  the  same  shall  have 
the  force  of  a  law. 

III.  The  general  court  shall  forever  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  erect  and  constitute  judicatories  and  courts  of 
record,  or  other  courts,  to  be  held  in  the  name  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, for  the  hearing,  trying  and  determining  of  all 
manner  of  crimes,  offences,  pleas,  processes,  plaints,  actions, 
matters,  causes  and  things,  whatsoever,  arising  or  happening 
within  the  Commonwealth,  or  between  or  concerning  persons 
inhabiting  or  residing,  or  brought  within  the  same ;  whether 
the  same  be  criminal  or  civil,  or  whether  the  said  crimes  be 
capital  or  not  capital,  and  whether  the  said  pleas  be  real,

CHAPTER   III. 
JTTDIGIAET     POWEE. 

Abt.  I.  The  tenure  that  all  commission  officers  shall  by 
law  have  in  their  offices  shall  be  expressed  in  their  respectiye 
commissions.  All  judicial  officers,  duly  appointed,  commish- 
sioned  and  sworn,  shall  hold  their  offices  during  good  be^ 
havior,  excepting  such  concerning  whom  there  is  different 
provision  made  in  this  constitution :  provided,  nevertheless, 
the  governor,  with  consent  of  the  council,  may  remove  them 
upon  tho  address  of  both  houses  of  the  legislature. 

II.  Each  branch  of  the  legislature,  as  well  as  the  governor 
and  council,  shall  have  authority  to  require  the  opinions  of 
the  justices  of  the  supreme  judicial  court,  upon  important 
questions  of  law,  and  upon  solemn  occasions. 

III.  In  order  that  the  people  may  not  suffer  from  the 
long  continuance  in  place  of  any  justice  of  the  peace,  who 
shall  fail  of  discharging  the  important  duties  of  his  office 
with  ability  or  fidelity,  all  commissions  of  justices  of  the 
peace  shall  expire,  and  become  void  in  the  term  of  seven 
years  from  their  respective  dates ;  and,  upon  the  expiratioa 
of  any  commission,  the  same  may,  if  necessary,  be  renewed, 
or  another  person  appointed,  as  shall  most  conduce  to  the 
well  being  of  the  Commonwealth. 

IV.  The  judges  of  probate  of  wills,  and  for  granting 
letters  of  administration,  shall  hold  their  courts  at  such  place 
or  places,  on  fixed  days,  as  the  convenience  of  the  people 
shall  require ;  and  the  legislature  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
hereafter,  appoint  such  times  and  places;  until  which 
appointments,  the  said  courts  shall  be  hplden  at  the  timed 
and  places  which  the  respective  judges  shall  direct. 

[V.  All  causes  of  marriage,  diyorce  and  alimony,  and  all  appeals  from 
the  judges  of  probate,  shall  l^  heard  and  determined  by  the  jgovernor  and 
council  until  the  legislature  shall,  by  Law,  make  other  provision.]

CHAPTER    IV. 

DELEGATES    TO     CONOBESS. 

[The  delegates  of  tifais  Commonwealth  to  the  congress  of  the  United 
States  shall,  some  time  in  the  month  of  June,  annually,  be  elected  by  the 
joint  ballot  of  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives  assembled  together 
in  one  room ;  to  serve  in  congress  for  one  year,  to  commence  on  the  first 
Monday  in  November  then  next  ensuing.

their  officers  and  servants,  shall  have,  hold,  use,  exercise

institutions,  rewards  and  immunities,  fqr  the  promotion  of 
agriculture,  arts,  sciences,  commerce,  trades,  manufactures, 
and  a  natural  history  of  the  country ;  to  countenance  and 
inculcate  the  principles  of  humanity  and  general  benevo- 
lence, public  and  private  charity,  industry  and  frugality, 
honesty  and  punctuality  in  their  dealings;  sincerity,  good 
humor,  and  aU  social  affectionsi  and  generous  sentiments, 
among  the  people.

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THE  FRAMING  AND  POPULAR  ADOPTION  OF  THE 

CONSTITUTION. 

The  GoDstitiitioii  of  Bianachaaetts  waa  agreed  upon  by  delegatea  of 
fbe  people,  in  ccmTention,  began  and  held  at  Cambridge,  on  the  first  day 
of  September,  1779,  and  continued  bj  adjournments  to  the  second  day 
of  March,  1780,  when  the  conyention  adjourned  to  meet  op  the  first 
Wedneadaj  of  the  ensuing  June.  In  the  meantime  the  constitution  was 
mbmitted  to  the  people,  to  be  adopted  by  them,  provided  two-thirds  of  the 
Totes  given  should  be  in  the  afiirmatiye.  When  the  conyention  assembled, 
it  was  found  that  the  Consdtutton  had  been  adopted  by  the  requisite 
■amber  of  yotes,  and  the  conyention  accordingly  Resolved  **  That  the  said 
CoDstitation  or  Frame  of  €k>vemment  shall  take  place  on  the  last  Wednes- 
daj  of  October  next;  and  not  before,  for^my  purpose,  saye  only  for  that 
of  making  elections,  agreeable  to  this  resolution."  Hie  first  legislature 
aaemUed  at  Boston,  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  October,  1780. 

ARTICLES  OF  AMENDMENT. 

The  fiist  nine  Articles  of  Amendment  were  submitted,  by  delegates  ili 
eoDTcntion  assembled,  Noyember  15, 1820,  to  the  people,  and  by  them 
tpproTod  and  ratified  April  9, 1821. 

Tbo  tenth  Article  was  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  political  years 
1829-90,  and  1830-81,  respectiyely,  and  was  approyed  and  ratified  by  the 
people.  May  11, 1881. 

The  eleyenih  Article  was  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  political 
yean  1832  and  1883,  and  was  approyed  by  the  people,  Noyember  11, 
1833. 

The  twelfkb  Article  was  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  political 
7081^835  and  1830,  and  was  approyed  by  the  people,  the  fourteenth  day 
of  HoAmber,  1830. 

The  thirteenth  Article  was  adopted^  by  the  legislatures  of  the  politloal 
Tean  1639  and  1840,  and  was  approved  by  the  people,  the  sixth  day  of 
April,  1840. 

Tbe  foorteentfa,  fifteenth,  sixteenth,  seyenteenth,  eighteenth  and  nine- 
teenth Articles  were  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  political  yean  1864 
and  1855,  and  ratified  by  the  people,  the  twenty^^hird  day  of  May,  1855. 

The  twentieth,  twenty-first  and  twenty-second  Articles  were  adopted 
bjthe  kgidatures  of  the  political  years  1856  and  1857,  and  ratified  by  tha 
people  OB  the  first  day  of  May,  1857. 
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The  twenty-third  Article  was  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  political 
yean  1858  and  1850,  and  ratified  by  the  people  on  the  ninth  day  of  May, 
1859.

The  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Fitchburg 
shall  continue  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the 
name  of  the  City  of  Fitchburg,  and  as  such  shall  have, 
exercise  and  enjof  all  the  rights,  immunities,  powers  and 
privileges,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obliga- 
tions now  incumbent  upon  and  pertaining  to  the  said  town 
as  a  municipal  corporation.

according  to  the  census  to  be  taken  in  the  month  of  May  or 
June  in  said  years. 

Section  4.  The  election  of  city  and  ward  officers  shall 
take  place  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  December,  annually,  and 
the  municipal  year  shall  begin  on  the  first  Monday  of  Jan- 
uary following. 

Section  5.  On  the  first  Tuesday  of  December,  annually, 
there  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  in  each  of  said  wards,  a 
warden,  clerk^  and  three  inspectors  of  elections,  who  shall 
be  different  persons,  residents  in  the  ward,  who  shall  hold 
their  offices  one  year,  and  until  others  shall  be  elected  and 
qualified  in  their  stead.  Said  wardens  shall  preside  at  all 
ward  meetings,  with  the  powers  of  moderators  at  town 
meetings ;  and  if  at  any  meeting  the  warden  is  not  present, 
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tiie  derk  shall  preside  until  a  warden  pro  tempore  is  elected 
by  ballot ;  if  both  the  warden  and  clerk  are  absent,  the  sen- 
ior in  age  of  the  inspectors  present  shall  preside  until  a 
warden  pro  tempore  is  thus  elected ;  and  if  all  said  officers 
are  absent,  any  legal  voter  in  said  ward  may  preside  until  a 
warden  pro  tempore  is  elected.    When  any  ward  officer  is 
absent  or  neglects  to  perform  his  duty,  his  office  shall  be 
filled /yro  tempore.    The  clerk  shall  record  all  the  proceed-  ^ton.*^' 
ings  and  certify  the  votes,  and  deliver  to  his  successor  in 
office  all  the  records,  journals,  documents  and  papers  held 
by  him  in  his  said  capacity.    The  inspectors  shaU  assist  the 
warden  in  receiving,  assorting  and  counting  the  votes.    All 
said  officers  shall  to  sworn  to  a  faithful  discharge  of  their  wardoffloento 
duties,  said  oath  to  be  administered  by  the  clerk  to  the     '^^"^' 
warden,  and  by  the  warden  to  the  clerk  and  to  the  inspect- 
ors, or  to  either  of  said  officers  by  any  justice  of  the  peace 
for  the  county  of  Worcester.     Certificates  of  such  oaths 
shall  be  made  by  the  clerk  upon  the  ward  records.     All  ¥^<>s«of 
warrants  for  meetings  of  the  citizens  for  municipal  purposes,     '^°*' 
to  be  held  either  in  wards  or  in  general  meetings,  shall  be 
issued  by  the  mayor  ^and  aldermen,  and  shall  be  in  such 
form,  and  served  and  returned  in  such  manner,  and  at  such 
times,  as  the  city  council  shall  direct.    The  compensation  of 
tiie  ward  officers  shall  be  fixed  by  concurrent  vote  of  the 
eity  council. 

Section  6.     The  mayor  and  aldermen  are  authorized,  ward  meetings 
▼hen  no  convenient  ward-room  for  holding  ward  meetings  wi'Sioiit^e 
for  tiie  citizens  of  either  wards  of  the  city  can  be  had  within  S^S^ Voider 
the  territory  or  limits  of  such  ward,  to  appoint  and  direct,  ^d^^JJS^i 
in  the  warrants  for  calling  the  ward  meetings  of  such  wards, 
die  said  meetings  to  be  held  in  some  convenient  and  approx- 
ioiate  place  within  the  limits  of  any  other  of  the  wards  of 
said  city ;  and  for  such  purposes  the  place  so  assigned  for 
the  meetings  of  such  ward  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be 
indnded  in  and  part  of  said  ward,  as  though  the  same  was 
witiiin  ^e  territorial  limits  thereof. 

SicnoN  7.    The  mayor  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  ^^or. 
voters  of  the  city  at  large,  voting  in  their  respective  wards, 
and  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  municipal  year  next  follow- 
ing his  election,  and  until  another  shall  be  elected  and  qual- 
ified in  his  place. 

Sechon  8.    Six  aldermen,  one  alderman  being  selected  Aldermen. 
from  each  ward,  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of 
fte  city  at  large,  voting  in  their  respective  wards,  who  shall 
hold  their  offices  for  the  municipal  year  next  following  their 
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election,  and  until  a  majority  of  the  new  board  shall  be 
elected  and  qualified  in  their  places. 

Section  9.  .Three  conunon  councilmen  shall  be  elected 
by  and  from  the  voters  of  each  ward,  and  shall  at  the  time 
of  their  election  be  residents  of  the  wards  respectively  in 
which  they  are  elected ;  they  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the 
municipal  year  next  following  their  election,  and  until  a 
majority  of  the  new  board  shall  be  elected  and  qualified  in 
their  places. 

Section  10.    On  the  first  Tuesday  of  December ,  annu- 
ally, the  qualified  voters  in  the  several  wards  shall  give  in 
their  votes,  by  ballot,  for  mayor,  aldermen  and  common 
councilmen,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act ; 
and  all  the  votes  so  given,  shall  be  assorted,  counted,  de- 
clared and  recorded  in  Open  ward  meeting,  by  causing  the 
names  of  the  persons  voted  for,  and  the  number  given  for 
each,  to  be  written  in  the  ward  record  at  length.    The  clerk 
of. the  ward,  within  twenty-four   hours   thereafter,  shall 
deliver  to  the  persons  elected  members  of  the  common 
council,  certificates  of  their  elections,  respectively,  signed 
by  the  warden  and  the  clerk  and  a  majority  of  the  inspectors 
of  elections,  and  shall  deliver  to  the  city  clerk  a  copy  of  the 
record  of  such  elections  certified  in  like  manner.    The  board 
of  aldermen  shall,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  examine  the 
copies  of  the  records  of  the  several  wards,  certified  as  afore- 
said, and  shall  cause  the  person  who  shall  have  been  elected 
mayor,  to  be  notified,  in  writing,  of  his  election ;  but  if  the 
person  elected  shall  refuse  to  accept  the  office,  the  board 
shall  issue  warrants  for  a  new  election,  and  the  same  pro- 
ceedings shall  be  had  in  all  respects  as  are  herein  before  pro- 
vided for  the  election  of  mayor,  and,  from  time  to  time,  shall 
be  repeated  until  a  mayor  shall  be  elected  and  shall  accept 
said  office.    In  case  of  the  decease,  resignation,  or  absence 
of  the  mayor,  or  of  his  inability  to  perform  the  duties  of  his 
office,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  mayor  from 
any  cause,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  aldermen 
and  common  council  respectively,  by  vote,  to  declare  that  a 
vacancy  exists,  and  the  cause  thereof;  and  thereupon  the 
city  council  shall,  by  concurrent  vote,  elect  a  mayor  to  fill 
such  vacancy ;  and  the  mayor  thus  elected  shall  hold  bis 
office  until  the  inability  causing  such  vacancy  shall  be  re- 
moved, or  until  a  new  election.    Each  alderman  shall  be 
notified  in  writing  of  his  election  by  the  mayor  and  alder- 
men for  the  time  being.    The  oath  prescribed  by  this  act 
shall  be  administered  to  the  mayor  by  the  city  clerk  or  by 
any  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  county  of  Worcester.    The 
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aldermen  and  common  councilmen  elect  shall,  on  the  first 
Monday  of  January,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  meet  in 
ooBTention,  when  the  oath  required  by  this  act  shall  be  ad- 
ministered to  the  members  of  the  two  boards  present,  by  the 
mayor,  or  by  any  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  county  of 
Worcester;   and  a  certificate  of  such  oath  having  been 
taken,  shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal  of  the  mayor  and 
aldermen  and  of  the  common  council,  by  their  respective 
clerks.

In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  mayor  elect  on  the  first  cityooanciito 
Monday  of  January,  or  if  a  mayor  shall  not  then  have  been  moe  or  non^ 
elected,  the  city  council  shall  organize  itself  in  the  manner  ^yo?,Vho 
herein  before  provided,  and  may  proceed  to  business  in  the  Serwipda^™  ' 
same  manner  as  if  the  mayor  was  present ;  and  the  oath  of 
office  may  at  any  time  thereafter,  in  convention  of  the  two 
boards,  be  administered  to  the  mayor,  and  any  member  of 
the  city  council  who  may  have  been  absent  at  the  organiza- 
tion.   In  the  absence  of  the  mayor,  the  board  of  aldermen  Prettdent  or 
may  elect  a  presiding  officer  pro  tempore ,  who  shall  also  pre-  ^^ro  timr 
side  at  the  joint  meetings  of  the  two  boards. 

Each  board  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  own  proceedings,  Each  board  to 
and  judge  of  the  election  of  its  own  members ;  and,  in  case  proo^^l^.^' 
of  vacancy  in  either  board,  the  mayor  and  aldermen  shall 
isEue  their  warrants  for  a  new  election. 

SEcmoN  11.    The  mayor  shall  be  the  chief  executive  offi-  ^iJf  J^^^tive 
cer  of  the  city.    It  shall  be  his  duty  to  be  active  and  vigi-  officer  of  dty. 
lant  in  causing  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  city  to  be 
enforced,  and  to  keep  a  general  supervision  over  the  conduct 
of  all  subordinate  officers ;  and  he  may,  whenever  in  his  Hay  remoye 
opinion  the  public  good  may  require,  remove,  with  the  con-  ^^"tTf  the 
sent  of  the  appointing  power,  any  officer  over  whose  appoint-  appointing 
ment  he  has,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  May  caiispecui 
charter,  exercised  the  power  of  nomination.    He  may  call  boudjP  ^^ 
special  meetings  of  the  boards  of  aldermen  and  common 
council,  or  either  of  them,  when  in  his  opinion  the  interests 
of  the  city  require  it^  by  causing  notices  to  be  left  at  the 
usual  place  of  residence  of  each  member  of  the  board  or 
boards  to  be  convened.    He  shall  from  time  to  time  commu- 
nicate to  both  boards  such  information,  and  recommend 
such  measures  as  the  business  and  interests  of  the  city  may 
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in  his  opinion  require.  He  shall  preside  in  the  board  of 
aldermen  and  in  convention  of  the  two  boards,  bat  shall 
haye  a  casting  Tote  only.  His  salary  for  the  first  five  years, 
under  this  charter,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  city  council,  but 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  fire  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 
Afterwards  it  shall  be  fixed  by  concurrent  TOte  of  the  city 
council.  It  shall  be  payable  at  stated  periods,  but  shall  not, 
at  any  time,  be  increased  or  diminished  during  the  year  for 
which  he  is  elected.    He  shall  receive  no  other  compensation. 

Section  12.  The  executive  power  of  said  city  generally, 
with  all  the  powers  heretofore  vested  by  special  statute  in  the 
selectmen  of  the  town  of  Fitchburg  and  in  the  selectmen  of 
towns  generally  by  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  shall  be 
vested  in  and  exercised  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  as  fully  as 
if  the  same  were  herein  specially  enumerated.  The  mayor 
and  aldermen  shall  have  full  and  exclusive  power  to  appoint  a 
constable  or  constables,  a  chief  of  police  with  all  the  powers 
and  duties  of  a  constable,  and  all  other  police  and  all  sub- 
ordinate officers  whose  election  is  not  herein  provided  for, 
and  the  same  to  remove  at  pleasure ;  and  they  may  require 
any  person  who  may  be  appointed  a  constable  or  chief  of 
police  of  the  city,  to  give  bonds  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  the  office,  with  such  security  and  to  such 
an  amount  as  they  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper ;  upon 
which  bonds  the  like  proceedings  and  remedies  may  be  had 
as  are  by  law  provided  in  case  of  constables'  bonds  taken  by 
selectmen  of  towns.  The  compensation  of  the  police  and 
other  subordinate  officers  shall  be  fixed  by  concurrent  vote 
of  the  city  council.  The  city  council  shall  have  the  care 
and  superintendence  of  the  city  buildings,  and  the  custody 
and  management  of  all  city  property,  with  power  to  let 
what  may  be  legally  let,  and  to  sell  or  purchase  property, 
real  or  personal,  in  the  name  and  for  the  use  of  the  city, 
whenever  its  interests  or  convenience  may,  in  their  judg- 
ment require  it ;  and  they  shall,  as  often  as  once  a  year, 
cause  to  be  published  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants,  a  par- 
ticular account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  a 
schedule  of  city  property  and  of  the  city  debt. 

Section  13.  In  all  cases  in  which  appointments  are 
directed  to  be  made  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  the  mayor 
shall  have  the  exclusive  power  of  nomination,  being  sub- 
ject, however,  to  confirmation  or  rejection  by  the  board  of 
aldermen ;  and  no  person  shall  be  eligible,  by  appointment 
or  election  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  or  city  council,  to 
any  office  of  emolument  the  salary  of  which  is  payable  out' 
of  the  city  treasury,  who  at  the  time  of  such  appointment

Be  ii  enacted,  jrc,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  boundary  line  between  the  town  of  Brook- 
line  and  the  city  of  Boston  is  hereby  changed  and  established 
as  follows :  First j  beginning  at  the  stone  post  in  the  present 
boundary  line  on  the  northerly  side  of  Washington  Street  in 
Brookline,  and  running  generally  north-easterly  in  the  cen- 
tre of  Muddy  Birer  about  four  hundred  and  fifty-five  feet ; 
ihence  north  thirty-eight  degrees  east,  parallel  to  the  easterly 
side  of  Brookline  Avenue,  and  eighty-five  feet  distant  there- 
from, eight  hundred  feet  to  a  corner ;  thence  turning  a  right 
angle  to  the  west  and  running  one  hundred  and  forty-five 
feet  to  the  north-westerly  side  of  Brookline  Avenue ;  thenoe 
north-easterly  along  the  side  of  said  avenue  five  hundred 
and  fifty  feet ;  thence  north-westerly  about  eighty  feet  to  the 
centre  of  Muddy  River.  Second,  beginning  in  the  centre 
of  Muddy  River  at  a  point  on  the  southerly  side  of  Long- 
wood  Avenue  bridge,  and  running  south  fifty-five  minutes 
west  six  hundred  and  ten  feet  to  the  centre  of  said  river. 
Third,  beginning  at  the  corner  of  the  present  boundary 
line  in  the  centre  of  Charles  River,  and  running  easterly  on

If  the  oily  of  Boston  shall  refuse  or 
n^ect,  after  thirty  days'  notice,  to  unite  with  the  town  of 
Brookline  in  erecting  said  dam  and  tide-gate,  the  town  of 
Brookline  may  erect  and  maintain  the  same  at  its  own 
expense.

Section  1.  The  city  of  Springfield  may  take,  hold  and 
convey  into  and  through  said  city  from  the  Connecticut 
River,  at  any  convenient  point  within  the  limits  of  said  oil?, 
or  from  the  Chicopee  River,  at  any  convenient  point  within 
the  limits  of  said  city  or  the  town  of  Wilbraham,  sui&cient 
water  for  the  use  of  said  city  and  inhabitants,  for  the  ex- 
tinguishment of  fires,  domestic  and  other  purposes;  and 
may  also  take  and  hold  by  purchase  or  otherwise  any  lands 
or  real  estate  necessary  for  laying  and  maintaining  aqueducts 
or  pipes,  constructing  or  maintaining  reservoirs,  dams  and 
such  other  works  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper  for  raising, 
forcing,  retaining,  distributing,  discharging  or  disposing  of 
said  water.

Section  2.  The  treasurer  shall  forthwith  send  his  war- 
rant, with  a  copy  of  this  act,  directed  to  the  selectmen  or 
assessors  of  each  city  or  town  taxed  as  aforesaid ;  requiring 
them,  respectively,  to  assess  the  sum  so  charged,  according 
to  the  provisions  of  chapter  eleven  of  the  General  Statutes, 
and  to  add  the  amount  of  such  tax  to  the  amount  of  town 
and  county  taxes  to  be  assessed  by  them  respectively  on 
each  city  or  town.

THE  cities  of  CAMBRIDGE  AND  BOMERVILLE. 

Be  U  enacted,  jrc,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  harbor  commissioners  and  the  state  board 
of  health  shall  jointly  constitute  a  board  of  commissioners 
for  the  purposes  hereinafter  named.   ' 

Section  2.  The  said  commissioners  shall,  after  dae 
notice  to  and  hearing  of  all  parties  interested,  devise  and 
report  to  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  cities  of  Cambridge 
and  Somerville,  respectively,  a  plan  for  draining  and  abating 
a  nuisance  existing  in  and  upon  the  district  lying  within  &e 
limits  of  the  said  cities,  which  is  bounded  north-easterly  by 
the  Boston  and  Lowell  Railroad  in  Cambridge  and  Somer- 
ville, north-westerly  by  the  Pitchburg  Railroad  in  Somer- 
ville, northerly  by  Milk  Street  in  Somerville,  westerly  by 
Prospect  Street  in  Somerville,  south-westerly  by  Webster 
Avenue  in  Somerville,  southerly  by  the  boundary  line 
between  Cambridge  and  Somerville  and  by  Gore  Street  in 
Cambridge,  easterly  by  Fifth  Street  in  Cambridge,  southerly 
by  Winter  Street  in  Cambridge,  and  easterly,  in  Cambridge, 
by  Fourth  Street  and  the  line  of  Fourth  Street  extended  to 
the  Boston  and  Lowell  Railroad, — which  plan  shall  provide, 
if  ^.practicable,  for  the  preservation  and  improvement  of  so 
much  of  the  channel  and  basins  qf  Miller's  River  as  is  now 
flowed  by  the  tide  below  the  point  where  the  Grand  Junc- 
tion Railroad  in  Somerville  crosses  such  river  and  basin.

Maintaining,  as  heretofore,  an  unimpaired  credit  at  home  and 
abroad, — ^the  result  of  wise  policy  and  ofiicial  integrity, — ^the 
practice  of  economy  and  retrenchment  will  demand  rigid  ad- 
herence in  the  {^^psent  and  future,  as  it  has  in  the  past 
Mutual  and  harmonious  cooperation,  stimulated  by  watdiful 
and  jealous  regard  for  the  public  weal,  should  command 
earnest  and  loysd  service  in  every  legislative  and  executive 
capacity.  Such  necessity  will  ever  elist,  especially  in  con- 
nection with  the  monetary  interests  of  the  State,  the  present 
^  condition  of  which  is  briefly  set  forth  in  the  results  herewith

It  will  be  observed  that,  while  the  unfunded  liabilities  have 
been  nearly  cancelled,  the  net  increase  of  the  funded  debt  has 
been  12,502,200.  This  increase  accrues  mainly  from  the 
negotiation  of  a  further  instalment  of  the  loan  authorized 
under  the  Acts  of  1868  and  1869,  in  aid  of  the  Troy  and 
Greenfield  Bailroad  and  Hoosac  Tunnel.  The  remainder  of 
this  scrip,  upwards  of  $2,000,000,  is  also  in  process  of  nego- 
tiation abroad. 

The  new  issue  of  scrip  on  account  of  the  Massachusetts 
War  Fand  loan  has  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  91  of  the  Acts  of  1869,  which  authorized 
the  Treasurer  and  Beceiver-General,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Governor  and  Council,  to  retire  such  portion  of  this  five- 
twenty  loan  as  might  be  deemed  advisable,  substituting  there- 
for the  new  scrip. 

Both  of  these  new  issues  of  scrip  (five  per  cent,  sterling^ 
have  been  negotiated  on  favorable  terms,  and  are  redeemable 
in  twenty  years  from  date.  Of  the  proceeds  of  the  Troy  and 
Greenfield  and  Hoosac  Tunnel  loan,  about  $2,000,000  remain 
in  hand  for  accruing  emergencies. 

Of  the  three  remaining  railroad  loans,  the  Norwich  and 
Worcester,  the  Boston,  Hartford  and  Erie,  and  the  Troy  and 
Greenfield  and  Hoosac  Tunnel,— the  redemption  of  the  first, 
amounting  to  $400,000,  is  fully  provided  for  by  the  sinking 
Amd  established  for  that  purpose,  the  corporation  paying  its 
interest  The  redemption  of  the  Boston,  Hartford  and  Erie 
Wan  ($3,599,024)  is  also  believed  to  be  secured  by  its  appro- 
priate sinking  fund  and  its  probable  accumulations.    The 
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reimbarsement  of  anj  portion  of  the  interest  on  this  louiy 
now  amounting  to  more  than  1200,000  annually,  including 
premium  and  cost  of  exchange,  is  still  contingent  upon  the 
"proceeds  of  the  ^^  Berdell  Mortgage  Bonds,"  of  which  the 
Commonwealth  retains  possession.  The  loan  in  aid  of  die 
Troy  and  Greenfield  Railroad  and  Hoosac  Tunnel,  assumed 
by  ttie  Oonmion wealth,  and  now  increased  to  $8,125,452,  and 
maturing  from  1888  to  1894,  has  no  other  security  than  the 
franchise  of  the  property  and  a  sinking  fund  of  nearly  9700,- 
000,  its  income  in  1871  amounting  to  $36,963. 

The  seyeral  sinking  funds  as  now  established  amount  to 
918,000,000,  including  the  present  market  value  of  their 
investments.  With  this  provision  of  nearly  forty-four  per 
cent,  of  outstanding  loans  already  secured  in  available  cash 
assets,  having  an  average  annual  income  accumulation  of  a 
million  of  dollars,  together  with  large  and  certain  additions 
*  to  be  realized  fh)m  the  sales  of  pubUc  lands  and  from  other 
productive  resources,  it  becomes  at  once  apparent  that  the 
Commonwealth  is  well  prepared  for  the  prompt  liquidation  at 
maturity  of  all  her  existing  liabilities  without  resort  to  taxa- 
tion. Even  should  a  deficit  occur  in  any  of  the  sinking  funds, 
a  remedy  would  easily  be  found  in  the  proper  legislative 
sanction  for  a  transfer  of  accruing  excess  fiom  other  funds. 

During  the  present  year,  9550,000  more  of  the  present 
funded  debt  will  mature,  viz. :  Of  the  State  Almshouse  loan, 
9li)0,000 ;  of  the  loan  of  1861  for  funding  the  public  debt, 
9100,000— the  last  of  that  loan  ;  and  of  the  Union  Fund 
loan,  9350,000.  The  payment  of  the  remaining  balance  of 
the  loan  of  1861,  here  referred  to,  will  extinguish  the  last 
item  in  the  funded  debt  of  the  State  for  which  no  sinking 
fund  or  other  special  provision  exists.  The  other  sums 
enumerated  will  be  paid  from  their  appropriate  sinking 
funds.

These  estimates,  however,  do  not  include  any  provision  for 
special  grants  by  the  legislature,  nor  for  any  temporary 
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emergencies  liable  to  occur.  It  will  be  apparent,  therefore, 
that  the  deficit  to  be  provided  for  by  a  ^tate  tax  will  vary 
firoffl  one  and  a  half  to  two  millions  of  dollars. 

THB  WAB  DEBT. 

With  the  exception  of  railroad  loans  and  a  coniparatively 
small  fraction  of  liability  on  account  of  the  ordinary  expenses 
of  the  government,  the  present  outstanding  war  debt  ($16,- 
434,888),  covering  the  entire  balance  of  the  funded  loans, 
matures  in  various  amounts  extending  over  a  period  of 
twenty-two  years,  the  last  falling  due  in  1894.  Of  this 
amount,  only  93,400,000,  the  remainder  of  the  Union  Fund 
loan,  will  mature  during  the  present  decade,  the  largest  in- 
stalment, nearly  half,  becoming  payable  in  1878,  and  the 
balance  in  smaller  sums,  commencing  with  the  present  year. 
Of  course  it  is  well  understood  that  full  provision  is  already 
secured  for  the  Iquidation  of  the  whole. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  Union  Fund  loan  was 
created  forihe  payment  of  war  expenses  chargeable  to  the 
United  States.  The  aggregate  amount  so  charged,  exclusive 
of  expenditures  for  coast  defences,  was  $8,752,928.96,  of 
which  13,669,455.11,  or  ninety-eight  per  cent.,  has  been  al- 
ready reimbursed.  Of  the  remainder,  now  in  process  of 
adjustment  under  the  supervision  of  Col.  Gardiner  Tufts, 
vho  has  collected  several  instalments  of  the  original  claim, 
Dearly  the  entire  sum  has  been  already  allowed.  In  addition 
to  this  claim,  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  million  of  dollars,  ex- 
pended for  coast  defences,  will  probably  be  realized  at  an 
early  day. 

THE  PUBUO  LANDS. 

It  is  now  more  than  twenty  years  since,  by  her  legislative 
snd  executive  authority,  the  Commonwealth  assumed  the 
special  and  responsible  task  of  protecting  her  legitimate  in- 
terests in  her  own  public  lands.  The  proceeds  of  sales  from 
tiiat  portion  embraced  within  the  limits  of  the  Back  Bay 
have  thus  isr  amounted  to  nearly  $3,600,000 ;  while  the 
total  expenses  of  filling,  grading  and  other  improvements 
bave  been  nearly  $1,550,000,  exclusive  of  the  compensation 
and  expenses  of  the  commissioners,  which,  added,  would 
niake  tlie  entire  cost  nearly  $1,600,000,  pr  less  than  forty-five 
per  cent.  This  has  been  paid  from  the  moiety  of  proceeds  of 
sales  applicable  by  law  to  that  purpose,  leaving  besides  a 
handsome  surplus  available  with  the  other  moiety  for  the 
financial  purposes  of  the  Gonunonwealth.    Of  the  lands  filled 
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and  graded,  upwards  of  296,000  square  feet  were  given  by 
tiie  Legislature  to  the  city  of  Boston  and  the  Institute  of 
Technology ;  and  of  the  two  millions  of  dollars  netted  in  cash 
to  the  treasury,  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  million  has  been  ap- 
propriated in  aid  of  various  educational  and  scientific  insti- 
tutions. Under  legislative  authority,  the  remainder  has 
been  transferred  to  several  of  the  trust  and  sinking  funds, 
chiefly  for  the  redemption  of  the  funded  debt,  towards  which 
large  and  timely  contribution  has  thus  been  rendered. 

The  filling  and  preparation  of  the  remaining  lands  in  this 
locality  will  probably  be  completed  during  the  present  year, 
thus  securing  the  advantage  of  fortuitous  demand.  The 
sales  of  the  past  year,  amounting  to  upwards  of  ^00,000, 
have  been  effected  under  such  favorable  conditions,  as  to 
warrant  the  anticipation  of  a  net  income  of  nearly  or  quite 
a  million  and  a  half  more  from  the  lands  remaining  to  be 
sold.  Under  the  provisions  of  law,  this  inq§me  will  accrue 
to  the  Massachusetts  War  Loan  Sinking  Fund,  now  rapidlj 
accumulating  the  amount  necessary  for  the  redemption  of 
the  loan  for  which  it  stands  pledged. 

The  relations  of  the  Commonwealth  to  its  navigable  waters, 
and  to  the  tide-lands  both  above  and  below  the  line  of  littoral 
proprietorship,  are  so  important,  so  manifold,  and  so  often 
involve  questions  requiring  a  technical  investigation,  that  in 
1866  they  were  placed  in  charge  of  the  Board  of  Harbor 
Commissioners.  Through  its  Advisory  Council,  composed 
of  eminent  engineers  and  men  of  science  at  the  head  of 
various  bureaus  in  the  United  States  service,  this  Board  is 
brought  into  relations  with  the  general  government  in  a 
manner  most  favorable  to  harmonious  and  coSperative  action 
on  the  part  of  the  State  and  the  nation. 

The  subject  in  charge  of  this  Board,  of  most  general  in- 
terest to  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth,  is  the  improre- 
ment  of  the  State  flats  in  South  Boston.  In  1869,  about 
twenty-five  acres  thereof  were  sold  to  the  Boston,  Hartford 
and  Erie  Railroad  Company  for  $545,505,  the  Commonwealth 
taking  a  mortgage  back  for  the  purchase-money,  and  the 
company  stipulating  that  it  would,  in  three  years,  endose 
them  with  a  wall,  and  fill  them,  as  required  by  law,  widi 
material  taken  from  the  harbor.  In  the  same  year  fifty  acres 
lying  beyond  and  adjoining  the  tract  sold  to  the  Boston, 
Hartford  and  Erie  Railroad  Company,  were  sold  to  the  Boston 
and  Albany  Railroad  Company  for  $435,600,  to  be  paid  in 
three  years,  the  flats  to  be  enclosed  and  filled  in  six  years, 
and  the  titie  to  remain  in  the  State  until  the  flats  were  filled. 
In  consequence  of  the  failure  of  the  Boston,  Hartford  and 
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Erie  Bailroad  Company,  the  work  begun  on  its  flats  was  sus- 
pended in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1870 ;  but  it  was  not 
nntil  the  fourteenth  day  of  December  last  that,  through  a 
sale  under  its  mortgage,  the  State  resumed  its  title  so  as  to 
be  in  a  situation  to  make  a  new  disposition  of  them.  What 
that  disposition  shall  be,  you  may  properly  consider, — ^having 
reference  not  only  to  the  condition  of  the  public  treasuiy 
and  the  necessities  and  convenience  of  Boston,  but  also  to 
the  policy  heretofore  pursued  in  respect  to  our  harbors  and 
tide-lands,  and  the  fact  that  the  adjoining  flats  are  being 
filled  by  the  corporate  owners  thereof. 

THE  UQUOB  LAW. 

No  other  subject  of  state  legislation  has  so  occupied  the 
attention  of  the  people  and  so  forced  itself  upon  the  con- 
sideration of  the  General  Oourt  for  the  past  forty  years,  as 
the  use  and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors.  Each  successive 
Legislature  has  given  much  time  and  effort  to  the  solution 
of  the  problem  presented,  but  it  is  fair  to  say  that  results 
entirely  satisfactory  to  the  body  of  our  citizens  have  not  yet 
been  reached.  n 

The  depth  and  intensity  of  the  interest  they  feel  in  the 
matter  are  unmistakably  manifested.  The  long  discussion 
of  the  subject  has  not  been  in  vain.  It  has  served  to  keep 
the  public  mind  alive  to  the  importance  of  the  issue,  and 
has  brought  us  into  substantisa  concord  pf  judgment  on 
many  specific  points.  We  are  generaUy  agreed  that  intem- 
perance causes  more  crime,  poverty  and  suffering  than  all 
other  vices  combined ;  and  it  seems  to  be  conceded,  that  the 
people  of  the  Commonwealth,  as  a  whole,  are  opposed  to  the 
sale  of  distilled  spirits  as  a  beverage.  The  discussion  now 
going  on  among  them  has  reference  chiefly  to  the  sale  of 
cider  and  malt  liquors.  Many  who  acknowledge  that  public 
sentiment  is  hostile  to  the  sale  of  distilled  spirits,  deny  that 
it  goes  so  far  as  to  condemn  the  traffic  in  cider  and  malt 
liquors.  The  well-being  of  the  Commonwealth,  I  am  sure, 
is  DO  more  dear  to  me  than  to  you ;  you  cannot  be  unmind- 
ful of  the  most  fruitful  source  of  sin  and  misery  within  our 
borders.  The  legislator  who  is  required  to  provide  means 
for  the  support  of  our  penal  and  reformatory  institutions, 
And  thereby  to  increase  the  burden  of  taxation  upon  his 
constituents,  shodld  be  eagerly  anxious  to  ascertain,  and  if 
possible  remove,  the  great  cause  rendering  these  institutions 
&  necessity. 

We  rescue  the  weak  and  fallen  by  acting  on  them  inwardly 
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or  outwardly.  We  must  either  remove  the  temptation  to 
intemperance  or  giye  them  strength  to  withstand  its  direful 
force.  We  must  increase  the  power  of  resistance  or  dimin- 
ish the  pressure  to  be  resisted.  Neither  of  these  means  of 
influence  can  be  omitted  without  detriment  to  the  public 
weal.  He  who  has  strength  of  will,  power  of  self-control, 
energy  of  spirit  to  meet  the  temptations  thrown  in  his  path, 
is  always  armed,  always  safe.  But,  unfortunately,  there  are 
many  who  lack  these  features  of  character, — ^the  moral 
courage  and  steadfastness  which  act  as  a  shield  against 
assaults  from  without.  Hence  the  necessity  of  removing 
as  far  as  possible  the  temptation,  by  preventing  the  sale  of 
ardent  spirits. 

It  has  been  truly  said,  that  what  it  is  wrong  to  use  as  a 
beverage,  it  is  wrong  to  sell  as  such.  What  the  highest  good 
of  the  community  requires  us  to  expel,  no  member  of  the 
*  community  has  the  right  to  supply.  Belief  in  the  principle 
thus  announced  has,  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  governed 
the  action  of  our  General  Oourt  upon  this  subject  for  the 
last  twenty  years.  All  our  laws  regulating  or  prohibiting 
the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  have  been  based  on  the  idea, 
that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  state  to  protect  its  citizens  firom 
the  assaults  of  the  enemy.  The  assault  may  be  open  and 
violent,  or  secret  and  noiseless.  It  may  bring  a  mere  physical 
evil,  which,  though  severe,  the  lapse  of  time  will  remove,  or, 
what  is  far  more  to  be  dreaded,  a  moral  evil,  which  saps  the 
very  foundations  of  society,  spreads  contagion  far  and  wide, 
and  even  transmits  itself  to  posterity.  The*  state  has  so 
often  asserted  and  reasserted  its  belief  in  prohibition,  through 
repeated  legislation,  that,  if  anything  is  to  be  taken  as  settled, 
its  policy  on  this  question  ought  to  be  regarded  as  deter- 
mined. 

No  law,  however  perfect,  is  of  any  value,  unless  it  can  be 
enforced.  A  defective  law,  thoroughly  and  impartially 
executed,  is  preferable  to  a  more  stringent  one,  poorly  or 
partially  administered.  I  have  no  hesitancy  in  saying  that, 
in  my  judgment,  the  prohibitory  law  repealed  four  years 
ago,  was  the  best  and  most  effective  we  have  ever  had  for 
the  suppresion  of  the  liquor  traffic.  I  would  like  to  see  it 
restored  in  all  its  power  and  integrity  to  our  statute  books, 
and  rigidly  enforced  over  every  foot  of  soil  in  the  Oommon- 
wealth.  Let  this  be  done,  and  crime  and  pauperism  wonld 
be  reduced  fifty  per  cent.,  a  great  burden  of  taxation  would 
be  removed  from  all  classes  of  citizens,  a  new  impetus 
would  be  given  to  every  branch  of  legitimate  indus^,  a 
heavy  weight  would  be  lUted  from  the  hearts  and  bands  of 
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oar  laboring  people,  and  a  most  important  step  taken  toward 
their  permanent  elevation  and  improvement.  It  may  be 
said  that  public  opinion  was  opposed  to  this  law,  and  no  law 
can  be  sustained  and  made  to  operate  advantageously  unless 
it  receives  the  hearty  support  of  the  people*  This  is  unques- 
tionably true.  But  may  not  the  people,  for  some  cause,  at 
times  be  persuaded,  under  the  pressure  of  the  hour,  to  do 
vhat  they  are  satisfied,  on  calm  reflection,  was  a  mistake  7 
BeformaticHis  do  not  move  backward,  though  for  the  moment 
they  may  appear  to  do  so.  The  present  law  is  claimed  by 
ito  friends  to  be  better  than  any  upon  the  subject  which  has 
been  adopted  by  our  sister  states.  But  it  must  be  remem- 
bered that  we  have  always  occupied  advanced  ground  in 
legard  to  this  question.  We  are  not  to  be  satisfied  with  our 
Bitoation^  simply  because  other  communities  may  be  in  a 
worse  condition.  Our  constant  aim  should  be  to  make  the 
law  as  nearly  perfect  as  possible.  And  whatever  the  law  for 
the  time  being,  we  ought  to  be  careful  that  it  does  not 
become  a  dead  letter. 

There  is  an  opinion  somewhat  prevalent  that  the  Execu- 
tire,  if  so  disposed,  has  full  power  to  enforce  the  law  now 
on  oar  statute  books.  Would  to  God  his  arm  were  long 
enough  and  strong  enough  to  close  up  once  and  forever 
every  liquor  shop  in  the  entire  Commonwealth  so  effectually 
that  it  would  be  necessary,  for  those  who  patronize  such 
plaoes,  to  go  beyond  our  bounds  to  get  their  supply  of 
intoxicating  drink,  by  whatever  name  designated !  But  we 
lire  under  a  republican  form  of  government ;  the  one-man 
power  is  not  in  accordance  with  either  the  theory  or  the 
q)irit  of  our  institutions ;  and  the  tendency  of  legislation  in 
iDost  of  our  States,  for  the  last  few  years,  has  been,  to^  take 
power  from  the  Executive  and  leave  him  nothing  but  the 
dignity  of  his  office.  Of  this  I  do  not  complain.  But  it  is 
difficult  to  see  why  responsibility  should  be  increased  as 
authority  is  diminished.  I  am  honestly  and  conscientiously 
in  favor  of  the  rigid  and  impartial  enforcement  of  the  liquor 
law.  My  duty  being  to  see  that  the  laws  are  faithfully 
aeeuted,  I  could  make  no  exception  in  the  case  of  this  par- 
tieular  law.  But,  were  it  otherwise,  the  lesson  taught  by 
oor  recent  canvass  would  force  me  to  a  strict  and  careful 
obeervance  of  its  provisions.  All  parties  distinctly  declared 
ia  favor  of  its  enforcement, — ^the  violators,  in  order  that  it 
might  be  made  so  odious  as  to  lead  to  its  repeal ;  the  true 
temperence  men,  in  order  that  the  tide  of  desolation  sweep- 
ing over  ihfi  state  may  be  stayed.  I  see  no  reason  why  this 
general  desire  should  not  be  gratified.    But  may  there  not 
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be  a  mistaken  idea  in  the  public  mind  as  to  the  extent  of  tiie 
Governor's  authority  in  respect  to  the  qi\estion  at  issue? 
The  State  constabulary  is  supposed  by  many  persons  to  be 
under  his  direct  control,  and  responsible  to  him  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  duty.  This  is  a  grave  error.  An 
officer  of  that  force  may  become  wholly  inefficient,  or  may 
discharge  the  functions  of  his  position  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  render  the  law  needlessly  odious,  yet  the  Executive  is 
without  authority  to  remove  him.  The  board  of  conunis- 
sioners — very  good  men  for  aught  I  know — ^have  the  sole 
power  to  create  and  destroy  every  member  of  this  arm  of  the 
government.  And  if  any  member  of  the  board  is  found 
unfu  for  the  place  he  holds,  or  is  unfaithful  in  the  discharge 
of  its  duties,  there  is  no  provision  in  the  law  for  his  removsi. 
In  fact,  the  Executive  has  nothing  but  advisory  power  in 
respect  to  the  enforcement  of  this  law.  I  am  quite  willing 
to  give  the  advice  it  authorizes  me  to  give,  but  not  willing 
to  be  held  responsible  for  authority  the  Executive  does  not 
possess. 

Should  you  deem  it  expedient  to  retain  the  present  law, 
substantially  as  it  is,  on  the  statute  books,  there  are  certain 
amendments  I  would  suggest  for  your  consideration.  Under 
its  provisions  there  is  a  commissioner  to  buy  liquors  and  sell 
them  to  town  agents.  The  state  pays  the  incidental  expense 
of  carrying  on  the  business,  seven  per  cent,  on  the  capital 
invested,  and  an  annual  salary  of  four  thousand  dollars  to 
the  commissioner.  There  is  also  an  assayer  and  inspector, 
with  a  yearly  salary  of  three  Uiousand  dollars,  whose  dutf 
it  is  to  assay  the  liquors  of  the  conamissioner  and  such  sam- 
ples as  the  constables  take  from  the  town  agents.  The 
commissioner  is  required  to  charge  five  per  cent,  above  cost 
for  liquors  sold,  and  to  pay  the  receipts  from  this  percentage 
into  the  State  treasury,  and  it  was  expected  that  the  aggre- 
gate would  meet  the  expenses  of  the  agency.  But  manufst- 
turers  may  sell  domestic  liquors  for  certain  purposes  in 
quantities  not  less  than  thirty  gallons ;  while  druggists  are 
also  authorized  to  sell  in  most  of  our  towns  for  specified 
purposes,  and  are  not  required  to  buy  of  the  commissioner. 
Hence  it  results  that  the  business  of  tiie  State  agency  has 
been  carried  on  at  a  loss  to  the  Conamonwealth,  during  the 
past  year,  of  about  eleven  thousand  dollars.  As  druggists 
and  the  commissioner  purchase  their  liquors  of  importers, 
I  suggest  that  town  agents  be  allowed  to  do  the  same,  and 
that  the  commissionership  be  dispensed  with,  or  that  drag- 
gists  be  required  to  buy  their  supplies  of  liquor  of  the  com- 
missioner.   Should  you  think  it  advisable  to  continue  6i» 
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office  of  State  agent,  I  recommend  that  the  provisions  of  the 
old  law  be  revived,  and  that  the  commissioner  receive  no 
salary  from  the  State,  but  be  allowed  to  charge  a  small  fixed 
percentage  above  cost  on  his  sales,  and  that  he  be  required 
to  pay  the  compensation  of  the  assayer,  to  the  end  that 
there  shall  be  no  expense  to  the  Commonwealth.  I  am  sat- 
isfied a  responsible  man  could  be  found  to  take  the  office 
under  this  arrangement,  who  would  give  satisfactory  security 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  conduct  the 
afiairs  of  the  agency  on  sound  and  approved  business  prin- 
ciples. Perhaps  it  might  be  well  to  require  druggists  and 
town  agents  to  pay  the  fees  for  assaying  the  liquors  in  their 
hands.  Witli  an  earnest  desire  that  whatever  action  is  had 
may  conduce  to  the  best  interests  of  the  State  and  the  hap- 
piness of  our  people,*!  submit  the  matter  to  your  enlightened 
judgment. 

THE  STATE  POUCE. 

The  report  of  Major  Edward  J.  Jones,  the  Constable  of 
the  Commonwealth,  with  accompanying  statistics  exhibiting 
in  detail  the  operations  of  his  force  for  the  past  jear,  as  also 
tlie  report  of  the  Police  Commissioners,  will  be  laid  before 
you  in  due  form.  The  great  majority  of  the  members  of 
the  constabulary  are  known  to  be  efficient  officers,  faithful 
and  conscientious  in  the  discharge  of  dutj,  whether  engi^ed 
in  the  enforcement  of  a  particular  law,  in  the  pursuit  and 
arrest  of  reckless  and  desperate  ofifenders,  or  in  the  more 
general  work  of  preserving  peace  and  suppressing  crime. 
There  is  no  excuse  for  the  employment  of  any  but  good  men 
on  this  force.  The  compensation  is  ample  to  command  such 
as  can  be  relied  upon  in  every  emergency.  The  force  is 
altogether  too  small  for  the  proper  performance  of  the  duty 
required  of  it.  No  reasonable  mind  ought  to  expect  that 
seventy  men  can  promptly  reach  every  violator  of  the  law, 
among  a  population  of  nearly  one  a  half  millons,  scat- 
tered over  such  an  area  as  that  of  our  State.  If  it  is  desired 
that  the  foirce  shall  really  be  efifective,  it  ought  at  least  to  be 
increased  to  its  former  strength  of  one  hundred  and  forty 
persons.  If  the  liquor  nuisances  of  the  State  are  to  be 
thoroughly  broken  up,  steps  must  be  taken  to  make  the 
business  unprofitable  as  well  as  dishonorable.  We  shall  not 
be  able  to  report  satisfactory  progress  while  prosecutions  are 
80  rare  as  heretofore.  The  execution  of  the  law  must  be 
made  certain  and  swiflt.  To  this  end  the  mere  handful  of 
men  in  the  constabulary  is  wholly  inadequate.    The  aggre- 
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gate  of  receipts  last  year  by  the  State  and  counties  from  this 
branch  of  the  public  service,  over  and  above  expenditures, 
was  upwards  of  9100,000,  showing  that  in  a  pecuniary  pobt 
of  view  there  is  no  valid  reason  why  the  force  sliould  not  be 
placed  on  an  efficient  basis. 

WOMAN   SUFFBAOE. 

The  tendency  of  the  age  seems  to  be  toward  an  extension 
of  the  elective  franchise.  Until  recently,  many  men  in  this 
country,  because  of  their  color  or  condition,  were  denied  the 
privilege  of  voting.  Now,  however,  nearly  every  male  citizen 
who  has  arrived  at  the  years  of  manhood  enjoys  the  right  to 
the  ballot.  There  were  those  who  thought  the  proposed  ex- 
tension of  suffirage  dangerous  to  society ,^tnd  therefore  opposed 
it ;  while  others  yielded  their  assent  reluctantly,  believing  the 
step  a  necessity  to  the  prevention  of  a  greater  evil.  The  re- 
sult has  proved  the  wisdom  of  the  measure.  Ought  suffrage 
to  be  still  further  extended  ?  Would  society  be  benefited  by 
giving  it  to  woman  ?  In  her  present  sphere  she  is  doing  a  work 
which  we  may  truly  say  is  invaluable.  Her  influence  upon 
the  community  in  which  she  moves,  gentle,  but  far  more 
powerful  for  good  than  man's,  should  never  be  dispensed  with, 
and  cannot  safely  be  weakened.  If  she  takes  the  ballot  and 
enters  into  our  political  strifes,  will  she  necessarily  be  dragged 
down  from  the  lofty  station  she  now  occupies  as  a  moral  and 
refining  force  in  the  Commonwealth  7  Numbers  of  those  in 
whose  judgment  I  have  great  confidence  are  of  the  opinion 
that  she  will  not  only  be  able  to  maintain  her  present  position, 
but  do  much  ,to  purify  the  ballot-box,  clear  the  political  at- 
mosphere, and  soften  the  asperities  of  political  strife.  Ge^ 
tainly  any  change  holding  out  reasonable  promise  of  being 
able  to  effect  these  reforms  is  entitled  to  our  candid  considera- 
tion. 

While  I  have  many  misgivings  in  reference  to  this  subject, 
and  am  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  decision  of  the  question 
were  left  to  the  women  themselves,  a  large  majority  of  those 
in  this  State  would  declare  against  the  change,  I  am  free  to 
confess  that  there  are  some  moral  issues,  vital  to  the  well- 
being  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  in  the  solution  of  which 
woman  has  a  deeper  interest  than  man,  upon  which  I  should 
like  to  have  her  views  expressed  in  a  more  direct  and  effec- 
tive manner  than  is  possible  under  our  laws  as  they  now  stand. 
Her  special  mission  to  mould  the  character  of  the  young  and 

Srepare  them  for  the  conflicts  of  the  world,  renders  her  pecu- 
arly  solicitous  that  snares  and  temptations  may  be  removed 
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from  the  path  of  life.  Therefore,  if  the  distinctive  principles 
of  the  present  liquor  law  are  to  be  retained  on  our  statute 
books,  I  would  suggest  the  eminent  propriety  of  so  amending 
that  act  as  to  permit  women  to  vote  on  the  question  of  allow- 
iog  ale  or  beer  to  be  sold  in  the  city  or  town  within  which 
they  reside.  In  this  way  alone  can  we  get  a  full  expression 
of  the  public  will  on  a  matter  of  the  highest  concern  to  the 
State  and  its  citizens.  Such  a  course  would  give  both  the 
advocates  and  opponents  of  woman  suffrage  an  opportunity 
to  judge  of  its  practical  workings,  and  thereby  the  Common- 
wealth would  be  aided  in  its  endeavor  to  reach  the  wisest 
possible  adjustment  of  the  pending  issue. 

THE  LABOR  QUESTION. 

I  commend  to  your  candid  and  cordial  consideration  the 
varied  interests  of  those  who  are  denominated  the  laboring 
portion  of  our  citizens.  The  question  of  practical  concern  is 
not  so  much  whether  the  condition  of  this  class  is  better  or 
verse  here  than  in  other  sections  of  the  country,  as  whether 
that  condition  is  satisfactory, — ^whether  it  is  what  it  might  be 
made  by  honest  and  resolute  endeavor,  what  it  should  be 
made  by  those  who  have  the  well-being  of  the  Commonwealth 
deeply  at  heart.  To  this  question  I  am  sure  no  one  will  ven- 
ture an  affirmative  reply.  Neither  is  it  of  paramount  impor- 
tance to  determine  whether  the  situation  of  this  large  body 
of  persons  is  better  or  worae  than  it  was  formerly.  Our  view 
should  be  forward  and  not  backward. 

Many  seem  to  hold  the  opinion  that  if  the  working  men 
and  working  women,  as  they  are  commonly  designated,  re- 
ceive constant  employment  and  are  adequately  remunerated ; 
if  they  gain  the  needful  bread  and  meat  in  exchange  for  their 
labor ;  if  they  have  comfortable  homes  and  enough  for  the 
decent  support  of  themselves  and  their  families,  it  is  their 
duty  to  be  therewith  content.  But  this  is  a  narrow  judgment 
of  the  matter  in  issue.  They  ought  not  only  to  perform  their 
daily  tasks  faithfully,  but  be  so  circumstanced  that  they  will 
perform  them  cheerfully.  In  so  far  as  lies  within  our  power, 
we  ought  to  remove  every  just  cause  of  complaint.  Every 
human  being  should  have  higher  and  nobler  aspirations  than 
merely  to  provide  food  and  clothing  for  the  body.  This 
should  never  content  him.  The  head  of  a  family  ought  to 
have  time  for  study,  thought,  reading,  recreation,  innocent 
pleasure;  he  properly  desires  to  give  his  children  a  better 
education  than  he  had,  and  furnish  them  advantages  superior 
to  those  he  himself  enjoyed. 
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The  fact  that  there  is  unrest  and  dissatisfaction  when  man 
is  confined  to  unremitting  toil,  is  one  of  the  brightest  and 
most  healthy  omens  of  the  times.  It  is  an  indication  that  his 
better  nature  is  struggling  for  emancipation ;  it  is  a  hopeful 
sign  of  finer  and  nobler  manhood  in  the  future.  Such  efibrts 
for  improvement  should  never  be  discouraged,  but  always  en- 
couraged. That  there  ever  have  been  and  ever  will  be  grades 
of  society,  is  true  enough ;  the  statesman  should  seek  to  di- 
minish the  distance  between  the  extremes  by  elevating  the 
lower.  It  has  been  said,  that  as  60on  as  the  materials  for  the 
construction  of  society  were  brought  together  they  proceeded 
forthwith  to  arrange  themselves  in  layers, — the  stronger,  more 
nimble  and  more  cunning  of  the  living  constituents  climbing 
to  the  higher  places,  and  forcing  upon  those  below  the  ofiioe 
of  upholding  them  in  their  elevation.  As  the  pyramid  was 
originally  built,  so  it  remains  in  its  general  design.  Within 
the  heaving  mass  of  multitudinous  life  individual  atoms  are 
constantly  changing  places,  but  without  destroying,  however 
much  disturbing,  the  primitive  distribution  into  layers.  These 
are  still  disposed  one  above  the  other,  in  a  gradually  diminish- 
ing seiies. 

It  is  so  natural  to  feel  that  what  always  has  been  most 
always  be,  that  we  are  too  apt  to  content  ourselves  with  things 
as  we  find  them.  But  this  is  the  dictate  neither  of  wisdom 
nor  of  prudence.  Standing  still  is  not  the  province  of  societj ; 
it  must  either  advance  or  retrograde.  Especially  under  such 
a  government  as  ours,  is  change  almost  a  normal  condition 
and  an  inherent  necessity.  The  pyramid  continues  to  uplift 
itself  as  an  entirety ;  but  atoms  in  the  bottom  layer  of  to-day 
may  be  in  the  top  layer  of  to-morrow.  Hence  one  reason  why 
it  becomes  us  to  fairly  and  honestly  examine  the  condition  of 
the  laboring  classes,  upon  whom  the  whole  superstructure  of 
the  social  organism  rests.  Because  they  are  a  part  of  oui^ 
selves,  it  devolves  upon  us  to  relieve  them,  as  far  as  possible, 
from  the  grievances  to  which  they  are  subjected.  Their  ex- 
istence is  not  separate  from  the  existence  of  ihe  State  ;  what 
tends  to  their  welfare  is  calculated  to  promote  the  general  wel- 
fare ;  in  the  last  analysis  their  interest  is  identical  with  the 
interest  of  the  upper  classes ;  the  least  addition  to  their  com- 
fort is  a  gain  to  the  whole  community ;  and  if  their  case  is 
considered  in  the  right  spirit  there  is  no  good  cause  for 
antagonistic  feeling. 

The  question  raised  by  them  and  in  their  behalf  can  never 
be  adjusted  by  the  two  extremes, — ^those  anxious  to  secure 
the  greatest  possible  amount  of  pay  for  the  least  possible  work, 
and  those  anxious  to  obtain  the  greatest  possible  amount  of 
work  for  the  least  possible  pay.    Nor  will  relief  come  with 
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ihe  determination  how  many  hours  shall  constitate  a  legal 
day's  work.  For  no  period  can  be  fixed  which  should  be 
applicable  alike  to  all.  The  ingenious,  skilled  laborer  who 
uses  mind  as  well  as  muscle,  cannot  apply  himseir  the  same 
number  of  hours  to  his  task  as  he  who  merely  handles  the 
hoe  or  shovel,  holds  the  plough  or  drires  the  oxen,  uses  the 
trowel  or  weaves  at  the  loom.  The  great  desideratum  is  to 
determme  what  would  be  a  fair  division  of  profits  between 
the  employer  and  the  employ^.  Settle  the  question  as  to 
compensation  per  hour,  and  there  will  be  no  serious  difficulty 
about  the  number  of  hours. 

Let  us  not  expect  to  adjust  the  issue  confronting  us  by 
lecturing  the  laboring  classes.  We  must  be  willing  to  meet 
them  on  their  own  ground,  and  discuss  the  matter  at  stake 
from  their  point  of  view.  We  must  not  only  believe  in  the 
necessity,  but  have  faith  in  the  practicability,  of  cultivating 
the  soil.  Plough  it  thoroughly,  enrich  it  as  may  be  necessary, 
prepare  it  to  the  utmost  for  an  abundant  crop.  However 
barren  it  may  appear  to  superficial  observation,  it  is  capable 
of  almost  indefinite  improvement.  I  commend  to  your  ear- 
nest attention  the  results  which  may  be  wrought  out  by  the 
Bureau  of  Statistics  of  Labor.  I  doubt  not  you  will  welcome 
any  and  every  fact  tending  to  throw  light  upon  the  solution 
of  this  great  labor  problem.  A  subject  so  vital  to  the  Oom- 
monwealth  as  the  question  whether  the  daily  life  of  a  majority 
of  its  citizens  can  be  enlarged  and  improved,  must  not  be 
ignored,  and  should  receive  no  secondary  consideration  at 
your  hands. 

THE   MILITIA. 

The  report  of  the  adjutant-general  shows  the  militia  of  the 
State  to  be  in  excellent  condition.  The  number  %f  men  in 
camp  in  1871  was  6,362,  represented  to  be  well  disciplined 
and  prepared  for  efficient  service.  The  ordinary  expenses  of 
the  year  were  about  $166,000,  being  some  $30,000  less  than 
those  of  the  previous  year.  Prior  to  the  late  war,  this  item 
of  State  expenses  was  not  far  from  $70,000  annually ;  as  the 
number  of  active  militia  then  was  about  the  same  as  it  is  now 
the  difierence  in  the  expense  seems  quite  too  great.  Ten  or 
twelve  years  ago  the  towns  in  which  militia  companies  were 
organized  charged  little  or  nothing  for  the  use  of  the  armories ; 
during  the  war  the  practice  was  established  of  charging  a 
high  price,  and,  iinfortunately,  it  has  been  continued  since 
the  return  of  peace.  This  is  wrong.  The  towns  in  question 
ought  to  feel  interested  enough  to  furnish  a  room  for  the  use 
of  the  militia  without  expense  to  the  State.    The  Oommon* 
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wealth  also  pays  the  officers  and  men  of  the  force,  espedally 
those  of  the  cavalry  branch,  at  a  much  higher  rate  than  it 
did  a  dozen  years  ago.  With  the  prices  that  now  prevail, 
and  the  increased  cost  of  almost  everything,  this  to  a  con- 
siderable extent  is  unavoidable ;  but  I  have  reason  to  beUeve 
from  official  information,  that  the  expenses  can  be  reduced 
some  fifty  thousand  dollars  annually  without  impairing  the 
efficiency  of  the  force.  It  will  be  the  aim  of  the  executive 
department  to  do  whatever  is  practicable  in  this  direction, 
and  I  respectfully  commend  the  force  and  its  interests  to  your 
friendly  consideration. 

Oonnected  with  the  State  arsenal  property  at  Cambridge, 
there  appears  to  be  an  extensive  establishment,  built  up 
during  the  war,  consisting  of  four  large  buildings,  one  of 
which  is  more  than  sufficient  for  the  storage  of  all  ^e  mili- 
tary property  of  the  State  not  in  the  hands  of  the  militia. 
The  annual  cost  for  the  repairs  and  superintendence  of  this 
property  is  about  $5,000;  and  it  also  costs  over  $2,500 
yearly  for  the  transportation  of  camp  equipage  to  and  from 
the  camping-grounds.  I  recommend  the  sale  of  this  entire 
estate  at  Cambridge,  and  the  purchase  of  suitable  camping- 
grounds  at  a  more  central  point,  on  which  a  small  building 
should  be  erected  for  the  storage  of  our  camp  equipage,  thus 
saving  the  annual  expense  of  transportation.  The  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  the  Cambridge  property  would  not  only  buy  and 
prepare  the  ne.w  grounds  for  use,  but  would  also  give  a  con- 
siderable sum  of  money  to  the  public  treasury ;  and  I  am 
convinced  that  the  Commonwealth  would  be  a  gainer  in 
many  ways  by  the  transaction. 

I  am  informed  that  $50,000  was  appropriated  last  year  for 
the  purchase  of  breech-loading  arms.  As  no  expenditure 
has  been^ade,  and  as  the  general  government  has  now 
under  advisement  a  plan  for  furnishing  the  militia  of  all 
the  States  with  a  uniform  arm  of  this  description,  I  suggest 
the  propriety  of  awaiting  the  action  of  the  authorities  at 
Washington. 

BANES   FOB  SAVINGS. 

The  number  of  saving  institutions  in  operation  in  the 
Commonwealth  is  one  hundred  and  sixty.  Their  progress 
and  increased  business  derive  special  interest  from  the  fact, 
that  their  deposits  are  supposed  to  represent,  for*  the  most 

Eirt,  the  earnings  of  labor.  As  no  individual  is  allowed  by 
w  to  deposit  a  larger  sum  than  one  thousand  dollars,  the 
aggregate  of  deposits  and  dei)ositors  must  measurably  show 
the  general  diffusion  of  wealth.     The  whole  number  of

depositors,  according  to  the  last  report,  is  560,890,  while  the 
amount  of  deposits  is  9168,585,943 ;  the  increase  of  deposi- 
tors daring  the  past  year  was  82,093,  and  in  the  deposits  it 
was  927,790,845.  These  figures  would  appear  to  indicate 
general  prosperity  throughout  the  State  in  the  year  just 
closed. 

Most  of  the  institutions,  so  far  as  I  am  informed,  are  man- 
aged in  a  very  safe  and  satisfactory  manner ;  though  I  think 
it  questionable  whether  the  widely  prevalent  ambition  to 
divide  large  dividends  is  not,  on  the  whole,  an  unfavorable 
indication.  The  natural  tendency  is  to  diminish  the  security 
for  the  purpose  of  augmenting  the  dividend.  This  ambition 
also  leads  to  a  practice  delaying  the  progress  and  injuring 
the  prosperity  of  the  Oommonwealth, — that  of  charging  too 
high  a  rate  of  interest  on  loans.  As  the  moneys  in  these 
institutions  are  principally  received  from  the  middle  and 
laboring  class  of  our  communities,  this  class,  in  turn,  has  a 
Bpecial  claim  upon  them  for  loans  at  a  reasonable  figure. 
This  portion  of  our  population  should  be  encouraged  to 
secure  homes  for  themselves  and  their  families ;  and  they 
cannot  afford,  and  should  not  be  required,  to  pay  exorbitant 
rates  for  the  use  of  money  needful  to  the  gaining  of  that  end. 
I  see  no  reason  why  the  existing  limitation  of  individual  de- 
posits to  one  thousand  dollars  should  not  be  removed ;  the 
statute  provision  is  frequently  evaded  by  indirection,  and 
one  of  its  effects  is  to  drive  out  of  the  State  moneys  which 
otherwise  would  be  retained  at  home. 

It  seems  not  a  little  remarkable  that  it  should  have  re- 
quired legislative  sanction  to  one  hundred  and  sixty  different 
Acts  to  bring  our  savings  institutions  into  existence.  The 
enactment  of  a  general  law,  which  I  recommend,  would  obvi- 
ate further  necessity  for  special  legislation  on  this  head ;  and, 
if  carefully  drawn,  I  fail  to  see  how  it  could  be  attended 
with  any  undesirable  results. 

RAILROAD  LEGISLATION. 

Beyond  the  passage  of  a  general  Act  of  incorporation,  I 
see  but  little  necessity  at  present  for  railroad  legislation  at 
this  session  of  your  honorable  bodies.  The  main  railway 
lines  of  the  State  are  complete,  or  nearly  so,  and  their  latest 
reports  indicate  that  they  are  mostly  in  a  prosperous  condi- 
tion. When  the  numerous  branch  or  neighborhood  roads  in 
process  of  construction  are  finished,  the  great  majority  of  our 
citizens  will  have  almost  at  their  very  doors  means  of  steam 
commumcation  with  the  outside  world. 
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That  railroads  have  added  largely  to  oar  wealth,  that  they 
have  built  villages  and  towns  on  every  hand,  that  they  haye 
promoted  business  enterprises  and  developed  struggling  in- 
dustries, that  they  have  quickened  the  life  and  stimulated 
the  activity  of  the  whole  Oommon wealth,  and  that  in  all  this 
there  is  much  for  unstinted  praise  and  commendation,  no 
man  at  this  day  will  pretend  to  controvert.  Yet  it  shoald 
never  be  forgotten  that  railways  are  creatures  of  the  8tate. 
Extraordinary  powers  and  privileges  have  been  granted  to 
them,  not  to  be  used  solely  for  their  own  benefit  and  aggran- 
dizement, but  upon  conditions  and  with  restrictions  which 
make  them  in  a  measure  public  property,  and  responsible  to 
the  State  for  an  honest  and  faithful  discharge  of  their  trusts. 
Each  road  has  a  special  mission  and  must  be  held  to  its  strict 
fulfilment  It  is  under  obligation  to  furnish  the  best  possi- 
ble facilities  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public  at  the 
lowest  possible  cost,  after  retaining  to  itself  a  fair  compenssr 
tion  above  expenses  for  the  use  of  its  invested  capital. 
Better  roads,  improved  accommodations,  and  cheaper  trans- 
portation are  requisites  of  the  hour.  That  the  railway  co^ 
porations  of  the  State  may  be  enabled  to  respond  to  the 
reasonable  demand  of  the  public  in  these  regards,  it  is  neces- 
sary that  they  should  be  wisely  economical  in  expenditare 
and  wisely  liberal  in  management.  It  is  vitally  important, 
not  less  to  their  future  than  to  the  future  of  the  community, 
that  they  encourage  local  business  along  their  lines  by  afibrd- 
ing  cheap  and  rapid  communication,  not  only  with  the  noit- 
kets,  but  also  with  the  points  supplying  raw  material  used 
in  manufactures  and  the  mechanic  arts. 

The  aggregate  capital  of  the  railroads  within  the  Common- 
wealth is  not  far  from  fifty  millions  of  dollars.  The  power  of 
the  railway  interest,  already  difficult  of  control,  yearly  becomes 
greater.  The  manner  in  which  this  power  is  at  times  exe^ 
cised  is  suggestive  of  grave  dangers,  against  which  we  cannot 
too  (Carefully  guard  the  honor  and  good  name  of  Massachu- 
setts. Oombinations  to  extend  or  prevent  the  extension  of 
an  old  road,  to  build  or  prevent  the  building  of  a  new  one, 
with  little  regard  for  the  public  necessity  or  convenience, 
have  become  altogether  too  common.  Many  members  of 
recent  Legislatures  were  chosen  for  the  express  purpose  of 
favoring  or  opposing  certain  railway  schemes.  Of  course  no 
such  legislator  enters  upon  his  duty  as  a  free  man.  Sent 
to  these  chambers  by  a  clique  for  a  specific  purpose,  what- 
ever else  he  may  fail  to  do,  he  thinks  he  cannot  afford  to  dis- 
appoint the  expectations  of  those  to  whom  he  owes  his  elec- 
tion, and  to  their  will  he  sacrifices  his  independence  as  a 
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Citizen  and  his  duty  as  a  member  of  the  legislative  body. 
Bargains  outside  lead  to  bargains  within  the  very  Legislature 
itself,  and  thence  follow  results  almost  invariably  detrimen- 
tal to  the  public  welfare  and  debasing  to  the  public  con- 
science. One  of  tlie  worst  features  of  these  combinations  is 
that  they  draw  about  the  State  House  a  class  of  persons 
whose  presence  is  not  desirable,  and  whose  influence  is  in  no 
way  beneficial.  I  meet  you  here  to-day,  gentlemen,  in  the 
ardent  hope  that  your  labors  will  be  uninfluenced  by  bar- 
gains or  combinations  of  whatever  character. 

Pass  a  general  railroad  law,  sufficiently  well  guarded  to 
protect  the  rights  of  the  public,  so  that  any  body  of  citizens, 
under  proper  restrictions  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  some 
branch  of  the  government,  may  organize  a  company  and 
build  a  railroad  without  the  necessity  of  coming  here  for  an 
Act  of  incorporation,  and  you  will  do  away  with  many  of  the 
evils  to  which  I  have  referred.  Why  such  a  general  law 
should  not  be  enacted  I  confess  myself  wholly  unable  to  com- 
prehend. First  and  last,  nearly  four  hundred  railway  char- 
ters have  been  granted  in  this  State,  or  more  than  one  to 
every  five  miles  of  railroad  ever  constructed  within  our  limits. 
The  Legislature  of  last  year  passed  no  less  than  fifty- three 
railway  enactments,  of  which  fourteen  were  Acts  of  incor- 
poration. The  passage  of  one  proper  general  law  would  have 
obviated  the  necessity  for  this  and  all  similar  special  legisla- 
tion. A  railway  code  has  been  enacted  in  nearly  every  im- 
portant State  but  our  own,  and  experience  has  demonstrated 
its  utility  and  advantage  wherever  fairly  tried.  I  trust  a  law 
of  this  character  may  be  made  at  the  present  session  of  your 
hoDorable  bodies. 

The  report  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  will 
be  laid  before  you  in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks.  The  gen- 
tlemen of  the  commission  seem  to  me  to  be  rendering  useful 
Bervice  in  an  important  work,  and  I  ask  your  serious  atten- 
tion to  the  matters  they  have  discussed  with  ability  and 
foresight*  The  memory  of  a  painful  casualty  near  Boston 
since  the  adjournment  of  the  last  General  Court  will  give 
force  to  their  suggestions  in  the  matter  of  additional  pre- 
cautions against  railway  accidents.  The  efforts  of  the  com- 
missioners to  obtain  from  the  corporations  a  revision  of 
transportation  tariffs  have  been  rewarded  with  considerable 
success ;  and  I  think  we  may  reasonably  indulge  the  hope 
that  one  of  the  ultimate  results  of  their  labors  will  be  a 
better  understanding  between  the  people  and  the  railroads^ 
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THE  TBOT  AND  GBEENFIBLD  BOAD. 

The  Hoosac  Tunnel  enterprise  has  been  prosecuted  dili- 
gently during  the  past  year,  and  the  work  is  now  progressing 
to  reasonable  satisfaction.  Although  up  to  this  date  the 
Messrs.  Shanly  have  not  made  the  full  advance  for  which 
the  contract  with  them  stipulates,  it  is  believed  their  facili- 
ties are  such  that  they  will  be  able  to  finish  the  Tunnel  by 
March,  1874,  the  limit  of  time  specified  in  the  contract  for 
its  completion.  When  they  assumed  management,  9,341 
feet  had  been  opened ;  to  the  first  of  last  month  they  had 
advanced  the  work  by  7,737  feet,  and  there  then  remained 
7,953  feet  to  complete  the  undertaking.  But  as  they  have 
finished  the  central  shaft  and  are  now  working  from  four 
instead  of  two  faces,  we  have  every  warrant  for  expecting 
much  more  rapid  progress  in  the  future  than  has  been  made 
hitherto.  The  net  expenditure  by  the  State  for  the  Tunnel 
and  the  Troy  and  Greenfield  Railroad  up  to  December  31, 
1871,  exclusive  of  the  interest  account,  was  $6,835,332.30. 

It  is  highly  gratifying  to  those  who  from  the  first  have 
been  earnest  advocates  of  this  great  enterprise,  to  know  that 
its  ultimate  and  speedy  completion  is  now  beyond  doubt  or 
dispute.  It  can  ho  longer  be  looked  upon  as  a  financial 
blunder  necessarily  bringing  large  loss  to  the  Oommon- 
wealth.  It  may  to-day  be  considered  a  grand  success,— 
whether  viewed  as  a  triumph  of  untiring  energy  and  mas- 
terly engineering  proficiency,  or  as  the  opening  of  a  great 
thoroughfare  by  the  shortest  route  to  the  magnificent  granaiy 
of  the  West  and  North- West.  What  is  to  be  done  with  this 
rcdlway  when  it  is  completed, — whether  it  shall  be  sold  out- 
right if  a  satisfactory  price  is  ofiered,  leased  to  some  other 
road  or  roads  for  a  term  of  years,  or  retained  and  operated 
by  the  State,  are  questions  of  much  importance  to  our 
people.  The  execution  of  the  vast  project  has  cost  so  much 
of  time  and  thought  and  money  and  patience,  that  we  can- 
not easily  be  overzealous  in  regard  to  its  future,  nor  can  we 
afford  to  lose  any  of  the  benefits  legitimately  to  be  derived 
therefrom. 

That  the  State  itself  can  manage  a  railroad  more  econom- 
ically, or  so  as  to  serve  the  public  better  than  private  corpo- 
rations, is  contrary  to  all  our  experience.  As  long  as  political 
parties  contend  for  mastery,  and  the  spoils  are  claimed  by 
the  victors,  we  must  refrain  from  committing  the  manage- 
ment of  our  railways  to  the  Commonwealth,  and  leave  it  to 
associations  of  persons  who  are  held  responsible  to  the  State 
for  die  faithful  discharge  of  their  trusts.    But  whether  this 
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Troy  and  Greenfield  road  be  sold  or  leased,  the  State  should 
never  entirely  relinquish  oontrol  of  the  same.  The  enter- 
prise was  undertaken  as  a  means  to  gain  cheaper  and  quicker 
communication  with  the  West.  We  must  see  that  this  end 
is  realized,  not  only  by  our  chief  city  and  that  portion  of  the 
State  contiguous  to  the  line  of  the  road,  but  also  by  those 
sections  more  directly  tributary  to  other  roads  intersecting 
this  great  thoroughfare.  If  by  legislation  ve  can  aiford 
equal  opportunities  to  each  of  fliese  intersecting  lines,  they 
m  turn  will  distribute  the  same  to  the  people  of  their  respec- 
tiye  neighborhoods.  Thus,  and  thus  only,  by  giving  and 
maintaining  equality  of  right  and  privilege  to  all  connecting 
roads,  can  the  State  at  large  derive  the  benefit  it  should  from 
the  completion  of  the  Tunnel. 

THE  STATE  CHARITIES. 

For  details  regarding  our  various  reformatory  institutions 
I  refer  you  to  their  respective  annual  reports.  The  design 
of  these  institutions  is  to  train  up  children  whose  characters 
are  not  formed,  and  to  reclaim  and  save  those  who  have  fallen 
into  or  are  inclined  toward  a  vicious  way  of  life.  Through 
them  the  State  deals  directly  with  some  3,600  children  every 
year.  While  as  a  whole  they  are  well  managed,  and  the 
expense  of  the  reformatory  work  has  been  somewhat  dimin- 
ished, it  is  thought  that  certain  changes  can  be  made  which 
will  promote  our  corrective  and  benevolent  ends,  and  at  the 
same  time  enable  us  to  efiect  a  further  material  reduction 
in  the  aggregate  cost  of  what  is  doing. 

The  Nautical  School  was  established  in  the  belief  that  it 
▼ould  be  very  useful  in  forming  a  good  class  of  sailors. 
That  it  at  least  partially  answered  this  expectation  while  the 
war  furnished  both  an  outlet  and  an  incentive  to  the  boys, 
is  unquestionably  true ;  but  I  seriously  doubt  the  wisdom  or 
expediency  of  continuing  the  school.  At  the  date  of  the 
last  report  144  boys  were  on  the  school  ship, — ^kept  there  at 
an  expense  to  the  State  nearly  twice  as  great  per  boy  as  is 
incurred  for  those  at  Westborough.  No  thorough  classifica- 
tion is  possible  on  board  the  ship,  and  the  very  vicious  and 
comparatively  good  are  necessarily  crowded  together.  They 
cannot  be  kept  at  study  all  the  time ;  there  is  little  oppor- 
tunity to  do  anything  else ;  and  it  is  extremely  difficult  to 
provide  them  with  suitable  work.  The  system  does  not  tend 
to  reformation  so  much  as  the  Westborough  system.  Few  • 
of  the  boys  are  willing  to  go  to  sea,  and  steam  navigation 
having  to  so  great  an  extent  superseded  the  necessity  for 
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sailing  vessels,  there  is  not  much  demand  for  tbem.  During 
the  past  year  only  29  were  shipped,  of  whom  11  were  placed 
in  the  revenue  service,  from  which  most  of  them  promptly 
deserted.  It  is  manifestly  unwise  to  expend  considerable 
sums  in  fitting  boys  for  a  calling  which  they  are  not  to  pur- 
sue, and  I  therefore  recommend  that  early  provision  be 
made  for  the  close  of  the  school  and  the  sale  of  the  school 
ship. 

The  State  almshouses  at  Monson  and  Bridgewater  have 
been  of  little  use  the  past  few  years  in  caring  for  the  poor 
of  the  Commonwealth.  There  are  but  66  at  Monson  and 
85  at  Bridgewater,  according  to  the  last  reports,  and  a  large 
proportion  of  these  are  mere  boys  and  girls.  The  State 
poor  of  the  class  recently  at  these  two  points  can  be  sup- 
ported at  less  expense  in  the  communities  to  which  they 
oelong,  and  certainly  it  would  be  far  more  agreeable  to  them 
and  their  families  to  be  provided  for  in  that  manner.  I  do 
not  see  any  valid  objection  to  the  change  thus  suggested, 
and  therefore  I  recommend  the  discontinuance  of  the  alms- 
houses at  Monson  and  Bridgewater. 

The  Commonwealth  greatly  needs  a  reformatory  for  boys 
and  girls  over  sixteen  years  of  age.  We  have  nothing  what- 
ever for  erring  girls  of  this  class  but  jails  and  houses  of 
correction ;  and  nothing  for  boys  of  the  same  class  except 
that  a  few  of  those  between  sixteen  and  eighteen  may  be 
sent  to  the  school  ship.  Hundreds  of  youths  of  both  sexes 
go  to  destruction  every  year  simply  because  we  are  without 
means  for  their  temporal  salvation.  The  Reform  School  at 
Westborough  provides  for  boys  under  sixteen,  as  the  Indus- 
trial School  at  Lancaster  does  for  girls  under  that  age. 
Having  advised  the  breaking  up  of  the  Nautical  School  and 
the  almshouses  at  Monson  and  Bridgewater,  I  suggest  to 
your  serious  attention  the  expediency  of  providing  at  Mon- 
son, if  it  cannot  be  done  at  Lancaster,  for  the  older  girls 
guilty  of  minor  offences,  and  at  Bridgewater  for  a  similar 
class  of  boys,  as  well  as  for  those  now  on  the  school  ship, 
most  of  whom  are  over  sixteen.  I  am  fully  satisfied  that  by 
using  buildings  already  constructed  the  changes  I  suggest 
could  be  carried  out  with  very  little  expense  to  the  State, 
and  that  it  would  be  pecuniarily  the  gainer  in  the  end,  if,  as 
certainly  should  be  done,  work  is  provided  at  Bridgewater 
for  the  boys  and  young  men  sent  there.  The  new  institu- 
tions might  soon  be  made  almost  or  wholly  self-sustaining, 
and  they  would  prove  to  be  reformatories  in  the  best  sense, 
by  furnishing  juvenile  offenders  a  chance  to  learn  useful 
and  remunerative  trades,  through  which  they  could  earn  aa 
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honest  livelihood  when  restored  to  society  and  the  world.  I 
press  this  matter  upon  your  sympathetic  deliberation,  con- 
yinced  that  the  time  is  ripe  for  the  action  recommended,  and 
with  assured  faith  that  the  adoption  of  the  policy  thus  indi- 
cated will  result  in  the  saving  of  many  young  men  and 
young  women,  annually  lost  in  the  vortex  of  sin  chiefly 
because  there  is  no  hand  to  guide  them  with  tender  regard 
mto  the  paths  of  virtue 

The  State  visiting  agency  was  established  in  the  summer 
of  1869  for  the  special  purpose  of  looking  after  vicious  and 
dependent  children  who  had  already  come  under  the  care  of 
the  Oommonwealth  or  .were  candidates  for  its  corrective 
custody.  That  it  has  been  of  abundant  and  excellent  ser- 
vice in  its  legally  designated  field  of  operations,  is  beyond 
candid  question.  Through  the  efforts  of  the  visiting  agent 
the  commitments  to  our  reformatory  institutions  have  been 
materially  diminished.  He  has  provided  homes  for  some 
fifteen  hundred  children  in  good  families,  where  they  are 
surrounded  by  influences  promotive  of  honor  and  integrity. 
By  this  arrangement  the  saving  of  expense  to  the  State  is 
great,  while  the  advantage  to  the  children  cannot  be  com- 
puted in  figures. 

A  stranger  undertaking  to  study  the  workings  of  our 
charitable,  reformatory  and  correctional  system,  must  be 
surprised  to  learn  how  many  advisory  and  supervisory  boards 
and  agents  of  one  sort  or  another  are  connected  therewith. 
He  finds  that  each  institution  has  its  superintendent  or  gen- 
eral manager,  with  a  board  of  trustees,  overseers  or  inspect- 
ors, and  perhaps  an  advisory  board  in  addition  ;  that  there 
are  also  general  agents  whose  duty  seems  to  be  to  look  after 
the  management  of  the  various  separate  institutions ;  and, 
finally,  general  boards  or  commissions  whose  duties  are  not 
very  clearly  defined,  though  they  appear  to  have  supervisory 
powers  within  certain  limitations.    Thus  connected  more  or 
less  directly  with  the  higher  branches  of  this  work  he  ascer- 
tains that  there  are  upward  of  twoscore  boards  and  agents, 
most  of  them  responsible  to  no  particular  head,  widely  dif- 
fering in  view  as  to  plans  of  administration,  frequently 
clashing  as  to  their  respective  rights  and  jurisdiction.    He 
sees  a  system,  built  up  from  time  to  time  as  the  necessity  of 
the  case  required,  and  observes  that  it  was  natural,  as  each 
institution  came  into  being,  to  appoint  a  board  charged  with . 
its  interests ;  but  now  that  the  system  has  come  measurably 
near  completion,  when  the  paramount  object  of  solicitude 
should  be  to  unify  and  perfect  it  as  a  whole,  devising  and 
introducing  into  each  department  the  best  possible  plan  for 
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the  accomplishment  of  the  work  in  hand,  he  is  at  a  loss  to 
understand  why  it  is  thought  necessary  to  have  so  manj 
separate,  semi-independent  officers  and  organizations  to  bring 
about  the  end  which  the  system  obviously  seeks.  He  cannot 
comprehend  why  that  end  would  not  be  reached  more  surely, 
more  economically,  more  expeditiously,  with  less  friction 
and  less  embarrassment  of  administration,  by  giving  one 
board  absolute  control  of  the  whole,  with  direct  responsi- 
bility to  the  Executive  or  the  Legislature  for  the  detail  as 
well  as  for  the  principles  of  management*  With  the  limited 
opportunity  I  have  had  for  looking  into  this  matter,  I  con- 
fess that  I  am  unable  to  see  why  some  change  ought  not  to 
be  made,  looking  to  the  unification  and  simplification  of 
our  reformatory  system,  and  the  reduction  in  number  of  our 
boards  and  commissions,  whence  would  follow  a  decrease  in 
our  annual  expenditures  under  this  head.  By  virtue  of  my 
office  I  shall  be  brought  into  intimate  relations  with  these 
institutions  during  the  year,  and  it  will  be  my  aim  to  study 
their  management  more  thoroughly  and  to  ascertain  what 
means  can  be  devised  for  increasing  their  efficiency  and 
diminishing  their  expense. 

SCHOOL  matters. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion will  be  laid  before  you,  and  I  direct  your  attention  to  the 
suggestions  and  recommendations  of  that  officer.  The  stand- 
ing and  character  of  a  community  are  determined  in  no  small 
degree  by  its  school  privileges.  Happily  in  this  Common- 
wealth the  supreme  importance  of  education  was  early  under- 
stood ;  our  common-school  system  is  a  thing  to  contemplate 
with  pride  and  uphold  with  steady  hopefulness.  That  was  a 
grand  idea, — the  rendering  it  possible  for  every  chUd  in  the 
State  to  receive  a  free  education ;  and  no  investment  of  our 
revenues  has  ever  proved  more  profitable  than  that  made  ia 
common  schools.  We  cannot  too  carefully  watch  these  schools, 
cannot  too  earnestly  labor  for  their  improvement.  The  future 
growth  and  prosperity  of  the  Commonwealth  are  dependent 
upon  them ;  if  they  are  suffered  to  languish,  the  State  will 
inevitably  retrograde ;  if  they  are  kept  in  a  thriving  conditioD, 
the  State  will  just  as  inevitably  advance  to  new  conquests. 

Through  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  secretary  there  has  been 
healthy  and  regular  progress  in  the  right  direction.  Im- 
proved school-houses  in  every  quarter  are  an  indication  of 
the  popular  feeling.  The  demand  for  more  thorough  and 
comprehensive  teaching  proves  that  at  least  a  portion  of  our 
citizens  appreciate  the  necessity  of  going  forward  if  we  would 
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continue  to  occupy  a  position  in  the  front  rank.  The  success 
of  the  Normal  Schools,  established  to  meet  the  pressing  need 
for  a  higher  class  of  instructors,  and  especially  the  recent  call 
for  an  increase  in  the  number  of  these  schools,  show  that 
there  is  a  growing  desire  to  raise  the  standard  of  education. 
And  yet,  notwithstanding  these  cheering  signs  of  the  times, 
I  am  fully  persuaded  that  our  educatiooal  affairs  are  too  much 
left  to  the  management  of  the  few.  There  is  not  that  uni- 
versal interest  in  the  schools  and  the  school  system  which 
ought  to  obtain.  If  we  are  to  have  model  schools  in  a  given 
town  it  will  be  because  the  people  of  that  town  determine  to 
make  them  such.  They  will  neither  come  of  themselves  nor 
through  the  sole  endeavors  of  two  or  three  individuals. 
Good  teachers  and  good  methods  of  instruction  are  requisite 
to  the  end  in  view,  but  these  agencies  can  accomplish  noth- 
ing more  than  partial  results  if  the  practical  interest  of  the 
people  themselves  is  wanting. 

The  salient  features  of  our  educational  reports  for  the  past 
year  are,  that  the  aggregate  of  expenditures  in  behalf  of 
public  schools  was  $3,272,335,  exclusive  of  81,712,073 
expended  in  erecting  school-houses,  and  that  of  278,249 
children  in  the  Commonwealth  between  the  ages  of  Qtc  and 
fifteen  years,  273,661  were  connected  with  the  schools.  That 
we  expend  over  five  million  dollars  annually  for  popular 
education,  and  that  all  our  boys  and  girls  but  4,588  are  more 
or  less  constant  in  attendance  upon  the  public  schools,  testi- 
fies to  a  condition  of  things  rich  in  promise  for  the  future 
standing  of  Massachusetts.  What  progress  we  are  making 
will  be  shown  by  reference  to  past  years, — say  to  1858,  when 
with  223,304  children,  our  public  school  expenses  were  $1,- 
474,488.  In  other  words,  for  the  six  dollars  and  sixty  cents 
devoted  to  each  child  in  the  State  thirteen  years  ago,  we  now 
cheerfully  spend  eleven  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents. 

The  career  of  our  Agricultural  College  has  been  observed' 
with  no  ordinary  interest.  The  school  was  at  first  looked 
upon  by  some  of  the  wisest  and  most  sanguine  friends  of 
liberal  education  as  a  doubtful  experiment.  Several  institu- 
tions of  the  kind  organized  in  other  States  had  either  wholly 
failed  or  met  wiUi  indifferent  success,  and  the  wisdom  of 
undertaking  to  furnish  scientific  education  to  young  men 
intending  to  be  farmers  was  widely  questioned.  The  school 
has  just&ed  the  faith  of  those  who  favored  its  organization, 
uid  now  is  generally  admitted  to  be  one  of  the  most  valu- 
able institutions  in  the  State.  The  course  of  instruction  pur- 
sued there  is  thorough  and  comprehensive,  and,  as  each 
student  is  required  to  perform  a  certaia  amount  of  out-door 
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labor  every  working-day,  all  who  take  the  course  gain  a 
practical  as  well  as  a  theoretical  knowledge  of  farming. 
This  institution  is  conceded  by  those  competent  to  form  an 
opinion  to  be  one  of  the  best  of  its  class  in  the  country. 
That  it  is  so,  is  greatly  owing  to  the  rare  energy  and  well- 
directed  labors  of  its  officers,  who  have  omitted  nothing  of 
effort  or  sacrifice  in  its  behalf  to  make  it  a  model.  It  is 
crowded  with  students  and  prosperous  to  a  remarkable  degree, 
and  has  already  become  a  source  of  just  pride  to  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

None  of  us  can  be  unmindful  of  the  growing  desire  among 
the  women  of  the  State  for  greater  and  improved  educational 
privileges.  After  what  has  already  been  said  on  the  general 
subject  of  education,  I  hardly  need  add  that  their  demand 
for  enlarged  opportunity  has  my  sympathy.  I  am  not  able 
to  see  why  the  intellect  of  the  one  sex  is  more  entitled  than 
that  of  the  other  to  culture  and  strengthening.  I  do  not 
insist  that  the  course  of  instruction  for  young  women  should 
be  like  that  laid  down  in  our  best  colleges  for  young  men, 
but  it  ought  not  in  any  respect  to  be  inferior,  and  the  facili- 
ties for  study  offered  to  the  first-named  ought  to  be  as  good 
as  those  enjoyed  by  the  last-named.  It  is  gratifying  to  know, 
therefore,  that  there  will  ere  long  be  opened  at  Northampton, 
a  woman's  college  of  the  highest  and  most  liberal  grade, 
founded  on  the  noble  bequest  of  the  late  Sophia  Smith,  of 
Hatfield,  who  left  about  four  hundred  thousand  dollars  for 
building  and  carrying  on  such  an  institution. 

While  general  education  has  received  much  attention  and 
encouragement  from  the  State,  technical  education  has  been 
almost  wholly  neglected.  We  shall  not  reach  our  highest 
development  as  a  Commonwealth  until  our  elementary  and 
classical  schools  are  supplemented  by  institutions  for  instruc- 
tion in  the  industries  on  which  our  prosperity  so  largely  de- 
pends. Of  our  present  population,  probably  two-thirds  are 
engaged  in  mechanical  or  manufacturing  pursuits  or  depend- 
ent upon  those  so  engaged.  The  State  has  established  an 
agricultural  college  for  her  farmers,  and  from  the  beginning 
of  her  history  has  dealt  generously  with  such  of  her  sons  as 
aspired  to  knowledge  of  the  higher  branches  of  learning,  but 
has  done  little  for  the  education  of  her  mechanics  in  their 
particular  field  of  labor.  Her  duty  to  encourage  and  promote 
the  special  education  of  these  classes  rests  upon  two  grounds: 
first,  the  welfare  of  the  individuals  directly  concerned ;  and, 
second,  the  preservation  of  our  manufacturing  supremacy. 
A  great  part  of  the  work  of  many  manufacturing  establisli- 
-ments  is  so  dependent  upon  scientific  attainment,  that  it 
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must  ultimatelj  take  rank  as  a  learned  profession.  Not  only 
is  a  knowledge  of  obemistryy  and  a  somewhat  extended  ao- 
qnuntance  with  mathematics,  highlj  desirable  to  the  meohanio 
who  aims  at  an  advanced  position  in  his  trade,  but  skill  in 
drawing  is  universaUj  important  and  valuable,  and  it  is  with 
pleasure  that  I  notice  the  introduction  of  teachers  of  drawing 
into  some  of  our  public  schools.  Such  is  our  distance  both 
from  the  raw  material  and  from  the  market,  and  such  is  the 
competition  we  have  to  maintain,  not  only  with  the  pauper 
labor  of  Europe,  but,  in  the  near  future,  with  the  gro?ring 
industries  of  the  West,  that  we  can  safely  neglect  no  means 
calculated  to  give  the  labor  of  coming  generations  high  pro- 
ficiency. That  technical  education  is  a  necessity  to  this  end, 
the  recent  experience  of  European  countries  abundantly  tes- 
tifies, as  will  readily  be  found  by  any  one  who  chooses  to  in- 
vestigate the  subject.  I  should  rejoice  to  see  institutions  for 
instruction  in  mechanical  specialties  founded  at  all  our  manu- 
iacturing  centres.  The  school  at  Worcester  may  be  indicated 
as  a  tjrpe  of  the  class  which  we  need.  In  my  judgment,  the 
State  should  very  cautiously  give  its  aid  toward  the  establish* 
ment  of  these  schools,  and  only  when  the  communities  in 
which  they  are  to  be  located  will  themselves  subscribe  the 
chief  part  of  the  cost. 

LEGISLATIVE  REFORM. 

The  unusual  and  unprecedented  length  of  our  legislative 
sessions  during  recent  years  has  excited  the  wonder  of  other 
States  and  received  the  general  condemnation  of  the  people 
of  our  own.  Can  this  evil,  acknowledged  to  be  such  by  all 
parties,  by  any  means  be  overcome  ?  Assembled  here  as  the 
servants  of  the  people,  you  are  expected  to  transact  all  legiti- 
mate business  that  may  come  before  you.  The  fact  that  the 
people  themselves  are  in  a  great  degree  responsible  for  the 
mnltiplicilj  of  measures  forced  upon  consideration  at  each 
successive  session  does  not  seem  to  be  a  satisfactory  answer 
to  their  complaint  on  this  head.  The  public  continually 
isserts  that  the  Legislature  is  to  blamo  for  the  long  sitting. 
It  is  for  us  to  consider  if  a  remedy  can  be  found  for  the 
grievance  of  which  so  much  is  said. 

Many  laws  crudely  drawn  and  hastily  acted  upon  are  passed 
at  one  session,  only  to  be  materially  modified  or  wholly  re- 
pealed at  the  next.  Thus  our  code  becomes  encumbered 
with  obsolete  or  worthless  statutes,  and  our  business  relations 
are  disturbed  and  embarrassed  without  corresponding  good. 
Important  Acts  which  have  received  the  construction  of  the 
courts,  and  become  thoroughly  understood  by  the  people,  are 
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suddenly  swept  from  the  books  because  of  some  assumed  or 
supposed  defect,  or  by  reason  of  prejudice  in  the  minds  of  the 
few,  and  their  places  supplied  with  new  Acts,  speedily  passed, 
which  upon  trial  are  found  unequal  to  the  accomplishment 
of  what  was  desired.  Hence  it  arises  that  one  Legislature  is 
continually  undoing  what  a  former  one  did.  The  gricTanoe 
as  to  this  particular  point  can  be  cured  in  but  one  way:  law- 
makers should  not  consent  to  changes  in  existing  statutes 
till  they  are  clearly  called  for  by  the  public  welfare,  and  pro- 
posed changes  should  not  be  adopted  until  it  is  evident  that 
they  will  be  beneficial.  So  far  as  is  possible  we  should  avoid 
experimental  legislation. 

At  the  beginning  of  each  session  the  general  sentiment 
among  the  members  is  in  favor  of  a  short  term,  Very  little 
of  what  they  are  required  to  do  is  accomplished,  however, 
during  the  first  four  or  six  weeks.  The  time  occupied  by  the 
liCgislatures  of  many  States  in  completing  their  work,  is  spent 
by  ours  fruitlessly,  and  when  we  ought  to  be  about  ready  to 
adjourn  we  are  only  ready  to  enter  upon  the  important  meas- 
ures before  us.  While  it  is  neither  my  province  nor  my  de- 
sire to  interfere  with  either  the  appointment  or  the  labors  of 
the  committees  of  your  honorable  bodies,  yet  may  I  not  sug- 
gest that,  if  the  several  chairmen  would  be  prompt  in  organi& 
ing  their  respective  committees,  and  if  each  member  would 
feel  a  personal  responsibility  to  give  his  time  and  energy  to 
the  special  work  he  is  selected  to  perform,  there  would  not  be 
such  a  waste  of  days  and  weeks  as  there  now  is  ?  This  course 
of  action  would  enable  the  various  committees  to  make  an 
early  presentation  of  the  results  of  their  labors  to  their  re- 
spective bodies ;  and  thus  we  should  avoid  the  crowding  of 
important  business  into  the  last  hours  of  the  session  and  the 
crude  legislation  inevitably  consequent  upon  such  procedurD. 

But  especially  would  I  urge  upon  you  the  merits  of  general 
as  opposed  to  special  laws.  The  need  of  reform  in  this  re- 
spect, becomes  more  imperative  yearly.  There  is  a  growing 
disposition  in  the  public  mind  against  the  granting  of  specif 
privileges  to  the  few,  and  in  favor  of  such  a  system  of  legisla- 
tion and  administration  as  will  bear  upon  and|benefit  all 
alike.  When  our  population  was  small,  special  laws  were  to 
some  extent  a  necessity.  But  the  great  changes  which  have 
taken  place  in  the  last  twenty  years,  through  the  multiplica- 
tion of  railroads,  the  increase  in  means  of  various  kinds  for 
intercommunication,  the  introduction  of  new  and  the  exten- 
sion of  old  industries,  the  enlargement  of  our  social  and  busi- 
ness duties  and  privileges,  the  development  of  wants  and 
necessities,  of  cares  and  responsibilities,],the;widening  and  in 
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tendfying  of  Iboaght  and  action  conseqaent  upon  the  daily 
use  of  steam  and  electricity  and  machinery,  the  extraordi- 
naiy  duplication  of  ties  whereby  we  are  brought  into  relations 
with  other  conununities, — all  this  renders  it  necessary  that 
yon  should  take  a  larger  view  of  your  duty  as  legislators 
than  was  required  of  your  predecessors  of  twenty  or  thirty 
yean  ago.  Special  legislation  is  not  merely  expensive  to  the 
State  and  wasteful  of  your  time  here ;  it  provokes  local  strifes, 
disturb^  neighborly  goodfellowship,  creates  jealousies  between 
adjoining  towns  and  villages,  belittles  the  character  of  our 
legislation,  and  introduces  elements  of  corruption  into  public 
life.  In  treating  of  our  raiboads  and  savings  banks,  I  have 
already  expressed  the  hope  that  you  will  pass  general  laws. 
Mj  desire  in  this  regard  extends  to  all  branches  of  civil  ad- 
ministration to  which  the  application  of  this  principle  is 
possible.  The  enactment  of  general  codes  would  shorten  our 
legislative  sessions,  simplify  our  methods  of  government,  and 
be  of  incalculable  advantage  to  the  Commonwealth. 

The  daily  expense  of  the  Legislature  is  at  least  two  thou- 
sand dollars  If  by  any  means  the  length  of  the  session  could 
be  reduced  from  five  months  to  two  months,  the  saving  to  the 
State  would  be  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  tboustind 
dollars.  Or,  if  it  be  urged  that  the  salary  of  the  members  is 
not  affected  by  the  length  of  the  session,  still,  as  that  is  only 
about  half  the  aggregate  expense,  the  saving  would  be  not 
less  than  seventy-five  thousand  dollars.  This  is  a  retrench- 
ment, conunencing  at  our  own  doors,  which  it  is  well  worth 
while  to  make  if  possible.  In  several  States  containing  a 
population  nearly  as  large  as  ours,  and  a  breadth  of  territory 
much  larger,  there  are  only  biennial  legislative  sessions  con- 
stitutiondly  limited  to  sixty  days,  while  in  our  largest  States, 
such  as  New  York  and  Pennsylvania,  the  sessions  are  not 
sllowed  to  extend  beyond  one  hundred  days.  In  fact,  there 
is  scarcely  a  State  of  the  Union  beside  our  own  in  which  the 
legislative  sitting  is  more  than  one  hundred  days,  even  when 
confined  to  biennial  or  triennial  terms.  Whether  the  work 
before  you  can  properly  be  done  in  the  two  months  I  have 
suggested,  depends  almost  entirely  upon  your  own  fidelity 
and  determination.  Resolve  to-day  that  it  shall  be  done, 
and  I  see  no  reason  why  it  may  not  be  accomplished.  No 
effort  of  mine  shall  be  wanting  to  consummate  this  most  de- 
sirable result. 

Senators  and  Representatives: 

I  enter  upon  the  duties  of  the  Executive  office  with  deep 
solicitude  for  the  interests  of  the  Goomionwealth.    In  the 
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candor  which  I  feel  dae  to  you  and  the  occasion,  I  commit 
these  inquiries  and  suggestions  to  your  wise  and  generous 
consideration.  The  people  expect  us  to  consecrate  our  beet 
endeavors  to  their  service.  Let  us  so  dischai^  every  trust, 
that,  when  called  upon  to  render  an  account  of  our  steward- 
ship, we  may  possess  the  consciousness  that  we  have  been 
faithful  servants.

Be  it  enacted,  &o.,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  city  of  Boston  is  hereby  authorized 
to  make  and  issue  its  bonds  for  the  purposes  hereinafter 
set  forth,  payable  to  order,  or  bearer,  in  not  more  than 
fifteen  years  from  date,  for  an  amount  not  exceeding 
twenty  millions  of  dollars,  bearing  an  interest  of  not  more 
than  five  per  centum  per  annum  for  those  payable  principal 
and  interest  in  gold  coin,  and  not  more  than  six  per  centmn 
per  annum  for  those  payable  principal  and  interest  in  legal- 
tender  notes. 

Section  2.  A  board  of  commissioners,  of  three  per-

Section  11.     All  party-walls  shall  be  carried  up  to  a  J'^Sd^u^ 
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height  of  not  less  than  two  and  one-half  feet  above  tbe 
roof  Covering,  with  the  fiill  thickness  of  the  party-wafl, 
and  shall  be  coped  with  stone  «r  iron  securely  festened. 
And  where  there  is  a  flat,  hip  or  pitch  roof,  the  party- 
wall  shall  be  carried  up  to  a  height  of  not  less  than  two 
and  [pne-half  feet  above  the  roof  covering,  at  every  part 
of  said  roof,  and  shall  be  corbelled  at  least  twelve  indies, 
or  to  the  outer  edge  of  all  projections  on  the  front  or  rear 
walls  of  the  building.  And  where  the  roof  is  of  the  kind 
known  as  Mansard,  or  French,  or  of  any  style  excepting 
as  above  specified,  unless  the  same  is  constructed  of  fire- 
proof materials  throughout,  the  party-wall  shall  be  carried 
up  to  a  height  of  not  less  than  two  and  one-half  feet  above 
the  flat  or  upper  slope  of  said  roof,  and  shall  extend 
through  the  lower  slope,  at  least  eighteen  inches  distant 
from  and  parallel  with  the  roof  covering,  and  be  corbelled  out 
at  least  twelve  inches,  or  to  the  outer  edge  of  all  projections, 
and  shall  be  coped  vfith  stone  or  iron :  provided^  that  if  a 
gutter-stone  of  suitable  dimensions  and  properly  balanoed 
shall  be  inserted,  it  shall  be  equivalent  to  corbelling. 

All  roof  or  floor  timbers  entering  the  same  party-wall 
from  o][)posite  sides,  shall  have  at  least  four  inches  solid 
brickwork  between  the  ends  of  said  timbers. 

Section  12.  All  stores  or  storehouses  that  may  here- 
after be  built  in  said  city,  which  are  more  than  forty-five 
feet  in  height  above  the  curb  level,  shall  have  doors, 
blinds  or  shutters  made  of  fire-proof  metal,  on  every 
window  and  entrance  where  the  same  do  not  open  on  a 
street.  When  in  any  such  building  the  shutters,  blinds  or 
doors  cannot  be  put  on  the  outside  of  such  door  or  win- 
dow, they  shall  be  put  on  the  inside,  and  if  placed  on  the 
inside  shall  be  himg  upon  an  iron  frame  independent  of  the 
woodwork  of  the  window-frame  or  door ;  and  every  such 
door,  blind  or  shutter  shall  be  closed  upon  the  completion 
of  the  business  of  each  day  by  the  occupant  having  the 
use  or  control  of  the  same ;  and  all  fire-proof  shutters  or 
blinds,  that  now  are  or  may  hereafter  be  put  upon  the 
front  or  sides  of  any  building  on  the  street  fronts,  must 
be  so  constructed  that  they  can  be  closed  and  opened  from 
the  outside  above  the  first  story. 

Section  13.  All  buildings  hereafter  erected  to  be  used 
for  railroad  stations,  public  assemblies,  school-houses,  ho- 
tels, lodging  or  tenement  houses,  and  manufactories, 
where  there  are  to  be  more  than  twenty-five  persons,  resi- 
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dent,  assembled  or  employed,  above  the  first  floor,  shall 
be  provided  with  staircases  of,  and  enclosed  with,  non- 
combustible  materials,  and  of  a  width  to  be  approved  by 
the  inspector  of  buildings,  and  provided  with  doors  open- 
ing outwards. 

Section  14.     Any  building  already  erected,,  or  that  Fire-e^sMK*  to 
may  hereafter  be  erected,  in  which  operatives  are  em-  baJSto^whei* 
ployed  in  any  of  the  stories  above  the  second  story,  shall  Si^yS  *" 
be  provided  with  such  fire-escapes  as  shall  be  directed  and 
approved  by  the  inspector  of  buildings.     And  the  owner 
or  owners  of  any  building  upon  which  any  fire-escapes  may 
now  be,  or  may  hereafter  be  erected,  shall  keep  the  same 
in  good  repair  and  well  painted.     And  no  person  shall  at 
any  time  place  any  incumbrance  of  any  kind  whatever 
npon  any  said  fire-escapes  now  erected,  or  that  may  here- 
after be  erected  in  said  city.

ary ladders  leading  to  the  same-  and  all  such  scut^tles  or 
ladders  shall  be  kept  so  as  to  be  n^ady  for  use  at  all  times, 
and  all  scuttles  shall  not  be  less  in  size  than  two  by  three 
feet ;  and  if  a  bulkhead  is  used  or  substituted  in  any  build-

stud  or  wooden  partitions  of  any  kind,  whether  the  same 
be  plastered  or  not,  they  shall  be  guarded  by  a  soapstone 
ring,  not  less  than  four  inches  in  thickness  and  extend 
through  the  partition.     In  all  cases  where  hot  water,  steam, 
hot-air  or  other  furnaces  are  used,  the  furnace  smoke-pipe  Fomaces,. 
must  be  kept  at  least  two  feet  below  the  beams  or  ceiling 
above  the  same,  unless  said  beams  or  ceiling  shall  be 
properly  protected  by  a  shield  or  tin  plate  suspended  at 
least  one  inch  below  said  beams  or  ceiling  above  said 
smoke-pipe ;  and  the  top  of  all  furnaces  set  in  brick  must 
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be  covered  with  brick,  supported  by  iron  bars,  and  so  con- 
structed  as  to  be  perfectly  tight ;  said  covering  to  be  in 
addition  to  and  not  less  than  six  inches  from  the  ordinary 
covering  to  the  hot-air  chamber.  If,  however,  there  is  not 
height  enough  to  build  the  furnace-top  at  least  four  inches 
below  the  floor-beams  or  ceilings,  then  the  floor-beams 
must  be  trimmed  around  the  furnace,  and  said  covering 
and  the  trimmers  and  headers  must  be  at  least  four  inches 
from  the  same.  The  top  of  eveiy  portable  furnace  not  set 
in  brick  shall  be  kept  at  least  one  foot  below  the  beams  or 
ceiling  with  a  shield  of  tin  plate,  made  tight,  and  sus- 
pended not  less  than  one  inch  below  the  said  beams  or 
ceilings,  and  extended  one  foot  beyond  the  top  of  the 
furnace  on  all  sides.

HIS    EXCELLENCY    THE    GOVEENOE, 

On  the  Nineteenth  day  of  November, 

TO    THE    GE^EEAL    COURT. 


Gentlemen  of  the  Senate 

and  of  the  Hoxise  of  Representatives : — 

When  you  left  here  last  May,  you  and  I  supposed  that 
your  work  as  legislators  was  finished.  You  had  patiently 
and  discreetly  discharged  your  official  functions,  and 
there  was  before  us  a  hopeful  promise  for  the  Common- 
wealth. I  have  called  you  together  at  this  time  with 
great  reluctance — ^in  consequence  of  what  would  then 
have  been  deemed  little  less  than  an  impossibility.  The 
date  at  which  the  General  Court  will  constitutionally 
assemble  is  so  near  at  hand,  that  nothing  but  the  most 
urgent  necessity  could  have  induced  me  to  ask  you  to 
again  take  up  the  burden  of  legislative  duty.  Trusting 
that  your  knowledge  of  recent  events  will  enable  you  to 
recognize  the  force  of  this  necessity,  I  shall  content  my- 
self with  brief  comment  on  the  chief  matters  now  demand- 
ing your  consideration. 

The  fire  which  broke  out  in  the  heart  of  this  city  on  the 
evening  of  the  ninth  instant,  and  in  the  course  of  that 
night  and  the  following  day  laid  some  sixty  a<jres  of  its 
finest  business  quarter  in  ruins,  brought  about  a  condition 
of  things  which  summons  us  all  to  vigorous  and  courage- 
ous resolution.  The  loss  of  Boston  is  the  loss  of  the 
Commonwealth.  Our  ties  are  such  that  this  calamity 
affects  even  those  of  us  who  live  in  the  remotest  pju^ 
of  the  State ;  what  j,our  honorable  bodies  can  do  to  miti- 
gate its  severity  I  doubt  not  you  are  ready  to  do  with 
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willing  alacrity.  The  municipal  government  of  the  city 
and  a  large  number  of  its  most  eminent  business  men 
think  that  a  few  measures  of  immediate  legislation  are 
necessary.  While  the  aggregate  loss  by  the  fire  is  very 
great,  those  who  have  suffered  are  cheery  and  undaunted  in 
spirit,  and  no  pecuniary  aid  will  be  asked  of  the  State. 
So  far  as  I  am  informed,  or  can  leam,  the  universal  senti- 
ment of  those  who  reside  or  do  business  here  is,  that 
they  are  abundantly  able  to  meet  the  stress  of  the  time 
from  the  resources  now  at  their  command,  if  they  can 
have  the  assent  of  the  State  to  such  steps  as  require  its 
sanction. 

It  is  thought  advisable  that  assm*ance  of  a  loan  for 
a  term  of  years,  at  a  moderate  rate  of  interest,  should  be 

iven  those  who  are  unable  to  rebuild  without  assistance. 

his  would  place  a  highly-meritorious  class  of  persons  be- 
yond the  reach  of  those  who  might  be  disposed  to  take 
advantage  of  their  misfortunes.  The  mere  fact  that  such 
a  loan  could  be  had,  would  give  them  courage  and  confi- 
dence. Those  whose  manly  energy  and  business  talent  so 
largely  made  the  burnt  district  such  a  wonderful  centre  of 
commercial  honor  and  enterprise,  ought  to  receive  every 
reasonable  inducement  to  remain  here  and  devote  their 
powers  and  experience  to  the  re-establishment  of  what  was 
swept  away  by  the  flames.  It  is  of  the  greatest  importance 
that  the  waste  places  should  be  re-covered  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible with  stoi-es  and  warehouses  of  the  most  substantial 
kind,  fully  adapted  to  the  requirements  of  a  large  and 
widely-extended  trade.  As  a  means  to  this  end,  the  city 
will  ask  authority  to  issue  its  bonds,  having  not  less  than 
ten  years  to  run,  and  bearing  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceed- 
mg  five  per  centum  in  gold,  or  six  per  centum  in  currency. 
If  the  residents  of  Boston  wish  thus  to  use  their  municipal 
credit,  I  see  no  conclusive  reason  why  the  State  should 
interpose  an  objection. 

The  destruction  cause4  by  the  fire  reduced  a  considerable 
number  of  the  city  insurance  companies  to  a  state  of  hope- 
less bankruptcy,  and  thus  millions  of  dollars'  worth  of 
property  but  lately  well  covered,  are  to  day  without  any 
insurance  whatever.  The  owners  of  this  property  largely 
prefer  prot<;ction  in  home  rather  than  in  foreign  offices. 
Several  companies,  under  the  direction  of  men  in  whose 
integrity  and  capacity  the  public  has  entire  confidence,  are 
ready  to  organize  at  once,  if  charters  can  be  obtained,  with 
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a  paid-up  capital  sufficient  for  any  ordinary  emergency.  It 
is  desirable  to  keep  this  business  within  our  own  State  as 
far  as  may  be  practicable,  and  as  no  general  insurance  kw 
is  on  our  statute  books,  there  seems  no  alternative  but  to 
ask  for  special  legislation.  Should  you  still  deem  it  best 
to  leave  the  general  act  for  the  consideration  of  your  suc- 
cessors, I  trust  you  will  grant  this  special  legislation  with 
as  little  delay  as  is  necessary,  in  order  that  business  fairly 
and  legitimately  belonging  here  may  not  be  driven  abroad. 
Great  caution  ought  to  be  exercised  in  granting  new  char- 
ters to  old  companies  which  by  reasonable  exertion  can 
save  themselves  from  bankruptcy.  Most  of  the  existing 
organizations  have  paid  handsome  dividends,  and  their 
stockholders  should  be  required  in  this  crisis  to  do  their 
utmost  to  redeem  the  pledges  they  have  given. 

You  will  probably  be  asked  to  amend  what  is  known  as 
the  building  act,  and  also  to  give  the  city  some  additional 
authority  with  respect  to  changing  the  grade  of  the  burnt 
district.  Perhaps  it  may  seem  to.  you  that  the  fire  has  so 
enforced  its  lesson  relative  to  the  construction  of  buildings, 
that  every  builder  will,  hereafter,  of  his  own  motion,  take 
all  possible  precautions  in  his  work.  This  is  undoubtedlj 
true  so  far  as  regards  many  of  them.  But  one  careless  or 
ignorant  builder  may  neutralize  the  utmost  foresight  and 
vigilance  of  a  dozen  neighbors  ;  and  a  well-guarded  man- 
datory law  is  necessary,  not  only  for  their  safety,  but  tc 
protect  him  from  the  consequences  of  his  oWn  folly  or  ig- 
norance. That  it  is  desirable  to  have  the  streets  within 
the  territory  ravaged  by  the  fire  broader  and  straightei 
than  they  now  are  is  conceded  by  everybod3^  Whethei 
further  legislation  is  necessary  to  this  end  is  a  matter  foi 
careful  examination.  The  citv  authorities  should  have  ali 
the  power  as  to  streets  and  grades  that  they  need,  and  il 
you  find  that  what  they  now  have  is  not  sufficient,  I  cannot 
question  that  it  will  be  wise  to  enlarge  their  jurisdiction. 
Framing  your  measures  with  thoughtful  prudence  and  fer- 
seeing  liberalty ,  the  time  is  not  distant  when  business  blocks 
of  greater  elegance  and  more-enduring  solidity  will  rise 
from  the  ruins  of  what  was  but  yesterday  the  pride  of 
Boston. 

HaYing  thus  called  your  attention  to  the  matters  which 
I  understand  will  be  submitted  on  behalf  of  the  city  for 
your  consideration,  it  remains  but  to  say  that  the  State 
will  require  little  or  nothing  more  than  that  you  make  pro- 
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rision  for  paying  the  militia  ordered  out  by  the  Executive 
at  the  request  of  His  Honor,  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  to  aid 
in  preserving  order  and  protecting  property.  They  per- 
formed the  duty  entrusted  to  them  with  great  credit  to 
themselves  and  the  Commonwealth,  and  should  be  compen- 
sated for  their  arduous  and  faithful  services  fis  soon  as  their 
pay-rolls  are  presented.  Hasty  legislation  would  be  as 
improper  now  as  at  a  regular  session  of  your  honorable 
bodies,  and  I  am  confident  that  you  will  judiciously  weigh 
whatever  action  is  asked  at  your  hands.  Yet  as  the  legis- 
lation desired  is  confined  to  a  few  simple  propositions,  it  is 
believed  you  wSl  be  kept  here  but  a  very  short  time.  May 
I  venture  to  express  the  hope  that  you  will  confine  your 
deliberations  to  questions  growing  out  of  the  calamity 
which  has  necessitated  your  coming  together.  I  doubt 
not  I  shall  cheerfully  concur  with  you  in  such  measures  as 
you  deem  proper  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  our  chief 
city  to  protect  and  rebuild  itself. 
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The  General  Court  of  1873  assembled  on  Wednesday,  the  first  dsy 
of  January.  The  oaths  of  office  required  by  the  Constitution  to  be 
administered  to  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant-Goyernor  elect,  vrere  taken 
and  subscribed  by  His  Excellency  William  B.  Washburn  and  His 
Honor  Thomas  Talbot,  on  Thursday,  the  second  day  of  January,  in  the 
presence  of  the  two  Houses  assembled  in  convention.

resident  in,  and  citizens  of,  such  States,  for  the  general 
benefit  and  security  of  all  policy-holders  residing  in  the 
United  States,  securities  approved  by  the  insurance  com- 
missioner, of  the  value  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
which  have  been  at  all  times  available  for  the  payment  of 
losses  in  this  Commonwealth,  the  tax  upon  the  premiums 
of  such  company,  under  this  section,  shall  be  assessed  at 
the  rate  of  two  per  centum.  The  certificate  of  the  insurance 
commissioner  may  be  received  by  the  tax  commissioner  as 
sufficient  evidence  that  such  securities  have  been  so 
deposited. 

Section  5.  In  determining  the  amount  of  tax  due  Allowance  to  be 
under  the  preceding  sections  of  this  act,  there  shall  be  ?^iim  "ete? 
deducted  in  each  case,  from  the  full  amount  of  premiums

all  other  police  and  all  subordinate  officers  whose  election 
is  not  hei-ein  provided  for,  and  the  same  to  remove  at 
pleasure ;  and  they  may  requu*e  any  person  who  may  be 
appointed  a  constable  or  chief  of  police  of  the  city  to  give 
bonds  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  office, 
with  such  security  and  to  such  amount  as  they  may  deem 
reasonable  and  proper;  upon  which  bonds  the  like  pro- 
ceedings and  remedies  may  be  had  as  are  by  law  provided 
in  case  of  constable's  bonds  taken  by  the  selectmen  of 
towns.  The  comipensation  of  the  police  and  other  sub- 
ordinate officers  shall  be  fixed  by  concurrent  vote  of  the 
city  council.  The  city  council  shall  have  the  care  and  £Vi^S*re^o/^ 
superintendence  of  the  city  buildings  and  the  custody  and  puwicpioperty. 
management  of  all  city  property,  with  power  to  let  what 
may  be  legally  let,  and  to  sell  or  purchase  property,  real 
or  personal,  in  the  name  and  for  the  use  of  the  city, 
whenever  its  interests  or  convenience  may  in  their  judg- 
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ment  require  it ;  and  they  shall,  as  often  as  once  a  year, 
cause  to  be  published,  for  the  use  of  the  iuhabitants,  a 
particular  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  a 
schedule  of  city  property  and  of  the  city  debt. 

Section  12.  In  all  cases  in  which  appointments  are 
directed  to  be  made  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  the 
mayor  shall  have  the  exclusive  power  of  nomination, 
being  subject,  however,  to  confirmation  or  rejection  by 
the  board  of  aldermen ;  and  no  person  shall  be  eligible  by 
appointment  or  election  to  any  office  of  emolument,  ttie 
salary  of  which  is  payable  out  of  the  city  treasury,  who, 
at  the  time  of  such  appointment  or  election,  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  board  of  aldermen  or  of  the  common  coun- 
ca.  All  sittings  of  ti.e  mayor  and  aldermen,  of  the  com- 
mon  council,  and  of  the  city  council,  shall  be  public  when 
they  are  not  engaged  in  executive  business. 

Section  13.  The  city  council  shall,  annually,  as  soon 
after  their  organization  as  may  be  convenient,  elect  by 
joint  ballot  in  convention,  a  collector  of  taxes,  one  or 
more  superintendents  of  highways,  and  city  physician, 
and  by  concurrent  vote,  a  city  solicitor  and  city  auditor, 
who  shall  hold  their  offices  respectively  for  the  term  of 
one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  chosen  and 
qualified :  provided,  however,  that  either  of  the  officers 
named  in  this  section  may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  the 
city  council  for  sufficient  cause. 

Vacancies  occurring  in  the  above-named  offices  may  be 
filled  at  any  time.  The  compensation  of  the  officers  men- 
tioned in  this  section,  together  with  the  city  clerk  and 
city  treasurer,  shall  be  fixed  by  concurrent  vote  of  the 
city  council. 

Section  14.  The  city  clerk  shall  also  be  clerk  of  the 
board  of  aldermen,  and  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties.  He  shall  perform  such  duties  as 
shall  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of  aldermen;  and  he 
shall  perform  all  the  duties  and  exercise  all  the  powers 
incumbent  by  law  upon  him.  He  shall  deliver  to  his 
successor  in  office,  as  soon  as  chosen  and  qualified,  all 
journals,  records,  papers,  documents  or  other  things  held 
by  him  in  his  capacity  as  city  clerk. 

Section  15.  The  city  council  elected  in  December,  in 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-three,  shall,  as 
soon  after  their  organization  as  may  be  convenient,  elect 
by  joint  ballot  in  convention  three  persons  to  be  overseers 
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of  the  poor,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  two  years,  and 
one  for  one  year ;  and  thereafter  the  city  council  shall 
annually,  as  soon  after  their  oi^ganization  as  may  be  con- 
venient, elect  in  the  same  manner  one  person  who  shall 
hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  three  years  next  ensuing, 
and  until  another  shall  be  elected  and  qualified  in  his 
Btead.  The  persons  so  elected  shall,  with  the  mayor  and 
president  of  the  common  council,  constitute  the  board  of 
the  overseers  of  the  poor.  The  mayor  shall  be  ex  officio  vamtote 
cfaaiiman  of  the  board.  Vacancies  occun-ing  in  the  board  ^^S^^ 
may  be  filled  by  joint  ballot  of  the  city  council  at  any  '^•«»«'«^ 
time ;  the  person  so  elected  to  hold  office  only  for  the  un- 
-eipired  term  of  the  member  who  has  ceased  to  hold  office. 
The  city  council  may  at  any  time  remove  any  elected 
member  of  the  said  board  from  office  for  cause.  The 
compensation  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor  shall  be  fixed 
by  concurrent  vote  of  the  city  council.  No  more  than  one 
of  the  three  members  shall  be  eligible  for  said  office  from 
any  one  ward  of  said  city. 

Section  16.    The  city  council  elected  in  December  in  AMesionof 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-three,  shall,  as  ^i^dSed^b^oon.

The  administration  of  all  the  fiacal,  pro- 
Inddtycoimdi.  deutial  and  municipal  affairs  of  the  said  city,  with  the 
government  thereof,  shall  be  vested  in  <me  municiiMl 
officer,  to  be  styled  the  mayor ;  one  council  of  six,  to  be 
called  the  board  of  aldermen ;  one  council  of  eighteen,  to 
be  styled  the  common  council ;  which  boards,  in  their 
joint  capacity,  shall  be  denominated  the  city  council ;  9sA 
the  members  thereof  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices.  A 
Qooran.  majority  of  each  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  doing 

business. 
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Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  council,  in  Division  of  dtj

laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  shall  be,  and  hereby  aie 
vested  in  the  mayor  and  aldermen  as  fully  and  amply  as  if 
the  same  were  herein  specially  enumerated,  and  the  mayor 
and  aldermen  shall  have  full  and  exclusive  power  and 
citymarfihai,  authority  to  appoint  a  city  marshal  and  such  number  of 
poUoTofficera?  assistaut  marshals,  constables  and  police  officers  as  tbej 
shall  deem  expedient ;  and  the  same  may  be  removed  by 
the  mayor  or  board  of  aldermen  at  pleasure.

year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  chosen  and  quali- 
fied :  provided^  however ^  that  any  officer  elected  by  the  ptovIbo. 
city  council  may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  said  council, 
for  sufficient  cause ;  and  in  case  of  the  death,  resignation 
or  removal  of  any  officer  elected  by  the  city  council,  his 
place  may  be  filled  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  section 
for  the  election  of  city  officers,  and  any  person  so  elected 
shall  hold  office  only  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  person 
who  has  ceased  to  hold  office.

The  assessors  thus  chosen 
shall  constitute  the  board  of  assessors  for  the  city,  and 
shall  exercise  the  powers  and  be  subject  to  the  duties  and 
liabilities  of  assessors  of  towns  in  this  Commonweal^, 
and  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  of  4e 
duties  of  their  office.  All  taxes  shall  be  assessed,  appor- 
tioned and  collected  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  tiie  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth :  provided^  however ^  that  the  city 
council  may  establish  further  or  additional  provisions  for 
the  collection  thereof. 

Section  31.  The  board  of  school  committee  for  the 
city  of  Fall  River  shall  consist  of  such  number  of  persons, 
divisible  by  three,  as  the  city  council  by  ordinance,  shall 
determine,  and  shall  be  chosen  by  said  council  by  joint 
ballot,  in  convention,  and  shall  hold  their  office  for  the 
term  of  three  years,  from  the  first  Monday  of  Januaiy 
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following  their  election.  One-third  bf  said  committee 
shall  be  chosen  annually  in  the  month  of  December »  who, 
together  with  the  members  of  the  committee  whose  term 
of  office  shall  not  expire  on  said  first  Monday  of  January, 
shall  have  the  general  charge  and  superintendence  of  the 
public  schools  of  said  city.  In  case  of  a  failure  to  elect 
during  the  month  of  December  as  aforesaid,  the  city 
council  shall  proceed  to  fill  said  vacancy ;  and  whenever 
by  reason  of  death,  resignation,  removal  or  refusal  to 
serve,  a  vacancy  shall  occur,  the  remaining  members  of 
the  school  committee  shall  give  notice  to  the  city  council 
of  the  same,  who  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  fill  said 
vacancy. 

Section  32.  The  city  council,  in  the  month  of  May  of  ^^^  ^^^^ 
the  present  year,  and  annually  thereafter  in  the  month 
of  January,  shall  elect  by  joint  ballot,  in  convention,  one 
aldermen  and  two  common  councilmen,  residents  of 
different  wards,  as  overseers  of  the  poor ;  and  the  persons 
thus  chosen  shall,  with  the  mayor  and  president  of  the 
common  council,  constitute  the  board  of  overseers  of  the 
poor  and  directors  of  the  almshouse  of  said  city ;  and 
shall  have  all  the  powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties 
belongmg  to  and  incumbent  upon  overseers  of  the  poor 
and  directors  of  almshouses  in  towns  in  this  Common- 
wealth. The  mayor  shall,  ex  officio^  be  chairman  of  said 
board. 

Section  33.     The  city  council  shall  fix  the  compensa-  S^SfoSJewlo 
tion  of  all  officers,  and  shall  define  their  duties,  so  far  as  be  fixed  by  city 
the  same  are  not  determined  by  the  laws  of  the  Common-  ^^ 
wealth.

and  superintendence  of  city  buildings  and  the  custody  snd 
management  of  all  city  property,  witii  power  to  let  or 
sell  what  may  be  legally  let  or  sold ;  and  to  purchatt 
property,  real  or  personal,  in  the  name  and  for  the  use  of 
the  city,  whenever  its  interests  or  convenience  may,  in

make  such  regulations  in  regard  to  their  conduct  and 
government  as  they  shall  deem  expedient :  provided,  tint 
the  appointment  of  engine-men,  hosemen,  and  hook«4Dd* 
ladder-men  shall  be  made  by  tilie  mayor  and  aldermea 
exclusively.  The  engineers  of  the  department  shall  have 
all  the  powers  and  authority  in  regard  to  the  preventioii 
and  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  the  performance  of  ib$ 
other  offices  and  duties  incumbent  upon  firewards,  as  are 
vested  in  and  conferred  upon  firewards  and  engineers  of 
fire  departments  by  the  statutes  of  the  Commonweaitb* 
They  shall  also  have  authority,  in  compliance  with  any 
ordinance  of  said  city,  to  raze  or  demolish  any  buildingt 
wall  or  erection  which,  by  reason  of  fire  or  any  otiitf 
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canse,  may  become  dangerous  to  human  life  or  health,  or 

tend  to  extend  conflagration.     The  city  council  of  said  2!SSS??nt^f 

dty  may,  by  ordinance,  make  regulations  concerning  the  fl^  ^^^ 

suinagement  of   fires,   and  the  conduct  of  all  persons  oouncof  ^^ 

ittendrng  or  present  thereat,  the  removal  and  protection  of 

property,  for  the  examination  of  any  buildings  or  places 

where  combustible  materials  or  substances  are  supposed  to 

be  kept  or  deposited,  and  to  require  and  enloTce  the 

zemoyal  of  such  materials  or  substances  at  the  expense  of 

the  person  or  persons  on  whose  premises  the  same  shall 

be  found,  and  the  adoption  of  suitable  safeguards  against 

fires  and  the  loss  or  destruction  of  property  thereat.    Said 

city  council  may  construct  reservoirs  for  water,  procure 

land,  buildings,  furniture,  engines  and  such  other  apparatus 

as  may  be  necessary  for  tiie  purposes  of  the  fire  depart* 

ment,  and  provide  for  the  use,  control  and  preservation 

tliereof.     The  city  council  may  appropriate  and  expend  ^^^^^ 

Buch  sums  of  money  for  the  relief  of  firemen  disabled  in 

the  service  of  the  city,  and  for  the  relief  of  the  families 

of  firemen  killed  in  the  performance  of  their  duty,  as  they 

may  deem  just  and  proper.

direct  the  keeping  and  returning  of  bills  of  mortality,  and

the  erection  or  construction  of  any  stoop,  step,  platform^ 
bay-window,  cellar-door,  descent  into  a  cellar  or  basement, 
sign  or  post,  or  erection  of  any  projection  from  anj 
building  or  otherwise,  in,  over  or  upon  any  street  or  side- 
walk, lane  or  avenue  of  the  city,  or  the  removal  of  anj 
house  or  other  building  tiirough  the  same ;  to  regalate  tl» 
construction  of  chimneys,  and  prevent  the  setting  up  of 
construction  of  stoves,  boilers  or  other  things  in  such 
manner  as  to  be  dangerous ;  to  regulate  the  carrying  an 
of  manufactories  dangerous  in  causing  or  promoting  fires; 
to  regulate  or  prohibit  the  manufacture,  sale  or  use  of 
fireworks  or  fire-arms,  or  building  of  bonfires  in  said  city; 
to  require  all  such  further  or  other  acts  to  be  done,  and  to 
regulate  or  prohibit  the  doing  of  such  further  or  other 
acts  as  they  may  deem  proper  to  prevent  the  occurrence, 
and  to  provide  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  in  said  city; 
to  estimate  and  determine  what  amount  of  money  may  be 
raised  to  defray  the  annual  current  expenditures  of  the 
city,  and  to  adopt  all  legal  and  necessary  measures  for 
levying  and  collecting  the  same.  The  city  council  shuB 
also  have  power  to  make,  establish,  modify  and  amend  aU 
such  other  ordinances,  rules,  regulations  or  by-laws  not 
contrary  to  or  conflicting  with  the  laws  of  this  state  or  the 
United  States,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  carry  into 
effect  the  powers  conferred  on  it  by  this  act,  or  by  anj 
other  law  of  this  Commonwealth ;  and  such  as  they  maj 
deem  necessary  and  proper  for  the  good  government, 
order  and  protection  of  persons  and  property,  and  for  the 
preservation  of  the  public  health,  peace  and  prosperity  of 
said  city  and  its  inhabitants;  which  ordinances,  ndes, 
regulations  and  by-laws  shall  take  effect,  and  be  in  forcej 
from  and  after  the  time  therein  respectively  limited,  with- 
out the  sanction  or  confirmation  of  any  court  or  other 
By-iawi  and  or-  authority  whatcvor :  provided,  that  all  such  by-laws  or 
^eSSdto^  ordinances  shall  be  presented  to  the  mayor  for  his 
SSiv^/Sujf^'  approval,  which,  if  he  approve,  he  shall  sign ;  if  not,  he 
shall  return  to  the  city  council,  with  his  objections,  /or  a 
reviewal,  within  one  week ;  and  if  again  passed  by  • 
majority  of  each  board,  it  shall  become  a  law;  and 
providedy  oho,  that  all  by-laws,  regulations  and  ordi- 
nances now  in  force  in  the  city  of  f3i  River,  not  inoon- 
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nstent  with  this  act,  shall,  until  they  expire  by  their  own 
limitation,  or  be  revised  or  repealed  by  the  city  council, 
remain  in  force;  and  all  fines  and  forfeitures  for  the 
breach  of  any  by-law  or  ordinance  shall  be  paid  into  the 
cky  treasury. 

Section  44.  The  mayor  and  aldermen  shall  have  the  Drains  and  com. 
power,  whenever  they  shall  adjudge  it  to  be  necessary  for  ^^udd  ufro^h^ 
the  public  convenience  or  the  public  health,  to  cause  JSSf**'^'*^** 
drains  or  common  sewers  to  be  laid  through  any  street  or 
priyate  lands,  and  may  repair  the  same  whenever 
necessary,  and  shall  pay  tiie  owners  of  such  lands  such  Liability  of  dty 
damages  as  they  may  sustain  by  the  laying  or  repairing  of  '^'^**"^"«**- 
said  drains  or  common  sewers;  and  all  such  drains  or 
common  sewers  shall  be  the  property  of  the  city.  When 
any  lands  or  real  estate  shall  be  taken  by  virtue  of  this 
act,  the  proceedings  shall  be  the  same,  in  all  respects,  as 
in  the  laying  out  of  highways  or  streets.  All  persons  or 
corporations  suffering  damage  in  their  property  by  reason 
of  the  laying,  making  or  maintaining  of  any  main  drains 
or  common  sewers,  shall  have  the  same  rights  and  reme- 
dies for  ascertaining  and  recovering  the  amount  of  such 
damage  as  in  the  case  of  laying  out  of  highways  or  streets. 
Every  person  who  enters  his  particular  drain  into  such 
drain  or  common  sewer,  or  who  in  any  way  receives 
benefit  thereby  for  draining  his  cellar  and  lands,  or  the 
owner  or  owners  of  land  abutting  on  said  drain  or  com- 
mon sewer,  shall  pay  the  city  a  proportionate  part  of  the 
expenses  of  making  and  repairing  the  same,  not  exceeding 
one-half  of  the  cost  tiiereof,  to  be  ascertained,  assessed 
and  certified  by  said  aldermen ;  and  notice  thereof  shall 
he  given  to  the  party  to  be  charged,  or  to  the  occupant  of 
the  premises ;  and  said  aldermen  may  require  that  private 
drains  shall  be  conducted  into  the  public  drain  or  common 
aewer,  in  any  case  in  which  the  city  council  shall  judge 
the  same  necessary  or  proper  for  the  cleanliness  or  health 
of  the  city. 

SEcmoN  45.     The  mayor  and  aldermen,  with  the  con-  strectomaybe 
current  vote  of  the  common  council,  shall  have  exclusive  mayS?ind*li*i?^ 
power  to  lay  out,  alter  and  fix  the  grade  of  or  discontinue  ^JSSS^'Sie  if  * 
any  street,  sidewalk  or  town  way,  and  to  estimate  the  Jf™**"  ^"°" 
damages  any  individual  may  sustain  thereby ;  and  any  Di^agea. 
person  dissatisfied  with  the  decision  of  the  city  council  in 
the  estimates  of  damages  may  make  comphiint  to  the 
county  commissioners  of  the  county  of  Bristol,  at  any 
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meeting  held  within  one  year  after  such  dj^cision,  where- 
upon the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  are  now  by  lit 
provided  in  cases  wherein  persons  are  aggrieved  by  the 
assessment  of  damages  by  the  selectmen  ofthe  inhabitants 
of  towns.

The  aldermen  and  common  councilmen  elect 
shall,  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  at  ten  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon,  meet  in  convention,  when  the  oath  required 
by  this  act  shall  be  administered  to  the  members  of  the 
two  boards  present,  by  the  mayor,  or  by  any  justice  of 
the  peace  for  the  county  of  Essex ;  and  a  certificate  of 
such  oath  having  been  taken,  shall  be  entered  on  the 
journal  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen  and  of  the  common 
council  by  their  respective  clerks.  And  whenever  it  shall 
appear  that  a  mayor  has  not  been  elected  previous  to  the 
first  Monday  of  January  aforesaid,  the  mayor  and  alder- 
men for  the  time  being  shall  make  a  record  of  that  fact, 
an  attested  copy  of  which  the  city  clerk  shall  read  at  the 
opening  of  the  convention  to  be  held  as  aforesaid.  After 
the  oath  has  been  administered  as  aforesaid,  the  two 
boards  shall  separate,  and  the  common  council  shall  be 
organized  by  the  choice  of  a  president  and  clerk,  to  hold 
their  offices  respectively  during  the  pleasure  of  the  com- 
mon council,  the  clerk  to  be  under  oath  faithfully  to  per* 
form  the  duties  of  his  office.  In  case  of  the  absence  of 
the  mayor  elect  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  or  if  the 
mayor  shall  not  then  have  been  elected,  the  city  council 
shall  organize  itself  in  the  manner  herein  before  provided, 
and  may  proceed  to  business  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the 
mayor  was  present ;  and  the  oath  of  office  may,  at  any 
time  thereafter,  in  convention  of  the  two  boards,  be 
administered  to  the  mayor  and  any  member  gf  the  dty 
council  who  may  have  been  absent  at  the  organizatioa. 
In  the  absence  of  the  mayor,  the  board  of  aldermen  may 
choose  a  presiding  officer  pro  tempore^  who  may  also  pre- 
side at  the  joint  meetings  of  the  two  boards.     Each  board 
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hall  keep  a  record  of  its  own  proceedings,  and  judge  of  f^p  ^Jj  of 
tie  election  of  its  own  members ;  and  in  case  of  failure  of  ^eSJJJP'®" 
lection,  or  in  case  of  vacancy  declared  by  either  board, 
he  mayor  and  aldermen  shall  issue  their  warrant  for  a 
kew  election. 

SEcmoN  9.     The  mayor  shall  be  the  chief  executive  Mayor  to  be 
Acer  of  the  city.     It  shall  be  his  duty  to  be  active  and  officer  ©fdt^* 
igilant  in  causing  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  city  to 
le  enforced,  and  to  keep  a  general  supervision  over  the 
onduct  of  all  the  subordinate  officers.     Whenever  in  his  May  remove 
opinion  the  public  good  so  requires,  he  may  remove,  with  ^glmof^e 
he  consent   of  the  appointing  power,  any  officer  over  JS^w!**"* 
vhose  appointment  he  has,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
risions  of  this  charter,  exercised  the  power  of  nomination. 
Se  may  call  special  meetings  of  the  boards  of  aldermen 
nid  common  council,  or  either  of  them,  when  in  his  opin- 
ion the  interests  of  the  city  require  it,  by  causing  notice 
to  he  left  at  the  usual  place  of  residence  of  each  member 
of  the  board  or  boards  to  be  convened.     He  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  communicate  to  both  boards  such  informa- 
tion, and  recommend  such  measures,  as  the  business  and 
hiterests  of  the  city  may  in  his  opinion  require.     He  shall  ^aSTolrladOT. 
preside  in  the  board  of  aldermen,  and  in  convention  of  the  J^q^"**"^"** 
two  boards^  but  shall  have  a  casting  vote  only.     His 
salaiy ,  for  the  first  five  years  under  this  charter,  shall  be  Mayor's  salary, 
fixed  by  the  city  council,  but  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of 
five  hundred  dollars  per  annum.     Afterwards  it  shall  be 
<Qch  as  the   city  council  shall   determine.     It  shall  be 
payable  at  stated  periods,  but  shall  not  at  any  time  be 
increased  or  diminished  during  the  year  for  which  he  is 
Aosen.    He  shall  receive  no  other  compensation. 

Section  10.     Every  ordinance,   order,   resolution  or  Eve^ordinance 
vote  to  which  the  concurrence  of  tJie  board  of  aldermen  fnVac^DcSrrent 
»ad  of  the  common  council  may  be  necessary,  except  on  a  mitted  tcTtSe^ 
question  of  a  convention  of  the  two  branches,  and  every  "^^2.'°"^ 
wder  of  either  branch  involving  the  expenditure  of  money, 
shall  be  presented  to  the  mayor ;  if  he  approves  thereof, 
he  shall  signify  his  approbation  by  signing  the  same ;  but 
u  not,  he  shall  return  the  same  with  his  objections,  to  the 
hranch  in  which  it  originated,  which  shall  enter  the  objec- 
^on«  of  the  mayor  at  large  on  its  records,  and  proceed  to 
^nsider  said  ordinance,  order,  resolution  or  vote ;  and 
'I  after  such  reconsideration,  two-thirds  of  the  board  of 
*Mennen  or  common  council  present  and  voting  thereon, 
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notwithstanding  such  objections,  agree  to  pass  the  saiiKi 
•  it  shall,  together  with  the  objections,  be  sent  to  the  other 
branch  of  the  city  council,  if  it  originally  required  con- 
current action,  where  it  shall  also  be  reconsidered,  andif 
approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  and  Totin^ 
thereon  it  shall  be  in  force ;  but  in  all  cases  the  vote  shall 
be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays.  If  any  such  ordinanee, 
order,  resolution  or  vote  is  not  returned  by  the  iDa}'Qr 
within  ten  days  (Sundays  excepted)  after  it  is  presented, 
it  shall  be  in  force.

may  make  complaint  to  the  county  commissioners  of  the 
county  of  Essex,  at  any  meeting  held  within  one  year 
after  such  decision,  whereupon  the  same  proceedings  shaS 
be  had  as  are  now  provided  by  the  laws  of  this  Commoih 
wealth,  in  cases  where  persons  are  aggrieved  by  ^ 
assessment  of  damages  by  selectmen,  as  set  forth  in  tba 
forty-third  chapter  of  the  General  Statutes. 

Section  25.  The  city  council  may  make  by-laws,  witk 
suitable  penalties,  for  the  inspection  and  survey,  measaie- 
ment  and  sale  of  lumber,  wood,  hay,  coal  and  bark, 
brought  into  or  exposed  in  the  city  for  sale ;  and  shall  havs 
the  same  powers  as  the  town  had  in  reference  to  the 
suspension  of  the  laws  for  the  protection  and  prescm- 
tion  of  useful  birds,  and  of  all  other  laws,  the  operatioa 
or  suspension  of  which  is  subject  to  the  action  of

this  Commonwealth,  have  power  to  make  and  establish,  ^**^^*^ 

and  to  annex  penalties  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for 

file  breach  thereof,  which  by-laws  shall  take  effect  and  be 

in  force  from  and  after  flie  time   therein  respectively 

limited,  without  the  sanction  of  any  court,  but  subject  to 

the  approval  of  the  mayor :  prpvidedy  however,  that  all  P«>vtoo. 

laws  and  regulations  in  force  in  the  town  of  Gloucester 

shall,  until  they  expire  by  their  owh  limitation,  or  are 

revised  or  repealed  by  the  city  council,  remain  in  force ; 

and  all  fines  and  forfeitures  for  the  breach  of  any  by-law 

or  ordinance,  shall  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury.

Ail  power  and  authority  now  vested  in 
the  selectmen  of  said  town  in  relation  to  the  fire  depait- 
ment  in  said  town,  shall  be  transferred  to  and  vested  in 
the  mayor  and  aldermen ;  but  the  city  council  shall  have 
power  to  establish  fire  limits  within  said  city,  and  from 
time  to  time  change  and  enlarge  the  same ;  and  by  ordi- 
nance they  shall  regulate  the  construction  of  all  buildings 
erected  within  said  fire  limits,  stipulating  their  location, 
size  and  the  materials  of  which  they  shall  be  coustructed, 
together  with  such  other  rules  and  regulations  as  sbH 
toud  to  insure  the  same  from  damage  by  fire.

nn  analysis  stating  the  percentage  therein  of  nitrogen,  of  JJ'SjSST**^ 
inhA'-drous  potassium  oxide,  or  its  equiralent  of  potassium. 
en  any  form  or  combination  soluble  in  distiUed  water,  and 
of  phosphoric  oxide  or  anhydrous  phosphoric  acid,  in  any 
form  or  combination,   soluble  in  a  neutral  solution  of 
ditrate  of  anunonia  at  a  temperature  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  degrees  Fahrenheit.     The  percentage  of  phos- 
phoric oxide  not  soluble  as  above,  shall  also  be  stated  in 
said  analysis  together  with  the  material  from  which  it  is 
obtained :   provided,  that  no  analysis  shall  be  required  p«>^<«>- 
for  packages   of   fertilizers   which  are  sold,   offered  or 
exposed  for  sale  at  a  less  rate  than  fifteen  dollars  per  ton, 
or  which  contain  none   of   the  above  constituents.

He  shall  report  annually  to  the  board  of  agriculture  the 
results  of  his  inspection,  and  furnish  to  the  secretary  of 
said  board  such  important  information  in  regard  to  com- 
mercial fertilizers  as  he  may  from  time  to  time  obtain.

Section  1.  Every  able-bodied  male  citizen,  residat 
within  this  state,  of  tiie  age  of  eighteen  years,  and  under 
the  age  of  forty-five  years,  excepting  persons  exempted 
by  the  following  sections,  idiots,  lunatics,  common  drunk- 
ards, vagabonds,  paupers,  and  persons  convicted  of  19 
infamous  crime,  shall  be  enrolled  in  the  militia.  Persois 
so  convicted  after  enrolment  shall  forthwith  be  disen* 
rolled ;  and  in  all  cases  of  doubt  respecting  the  age  of  1 
person  enrolled,  the  burden  of  proof  shall  be  upon  him. 

Section  2.  Assessors  shall  annually  in  May  or  Jvm 
make  a  list  of  persons  living  within  their  respective  limits 
liable  to  enrolment,  and  place  a  certified  copy  thereof  in 
the  hands  of  the  clerks  of  their  respective  cities  and  towns, 
who  shall  place  it  on  file  with  the  records  of  such  citj  or 
town,  and  annually  in  May,  June  or  July,  transmit  retuntf 
of  the  militia  thus  enrolled  to  the  adjutant-general. .

eral,  surgeon-general  and  judge-adyocate-general,  eael 
with  the  rank  of  brigadier-general;  and  four  aides-de- 
camp, §ach  with  the  rank  of  colonel,  and  such  additiond 
officers  of  the  general  staff  as  the  public  service  may  re- 
quire, -with  such  rank  as  the  commander-in-chief  naj 
designate ;  and  if  the  good  of  the  service  demands,  the 
office  of  inspector-general  may  be  sepamted  from  that  of 
adjutant-general,  but  in  such  case  the  rank  of  the  inspeo- 
tor-general  shall  be  that  of  brigadier-general. 

In  times  of  peace  the  duties  of  quartermaster-geneni 
shall  be  performed  by  the  adjutant-general. 

The  quartermaster-general  shall  also  be  diief  of  ofd- 
nance  and  commissary-general  of  subsistence. 

To  each  division  there  shall  be  one  majoF-generd^ 
whose  staff  shall  consist  of  an  assistant-adjutant-generd, 
who  shall  also  be  chief  of  staff,  with  the  rank  of  colonel;

rank  of  major. 

To  each  brigade  there  shall  be  one  brisadier-general, 
whose  staff  shall  consist  of  one  assistant-adjutant-general, 
with  the  rank  of  lieutenant-colonel ;  a  medical  director  of 
brigade,  with  rank  of  lieutenant-colonel;  one  aasistant- 
inspector-general,  who  shall  be  brigade  mustering  officer, 
with  rank  of  major ;  one  assistant-quartermaster,  one  aide- 
de-camp,  one  engineer  of  brigade,  and  one  judge-advocate, 
who  shall  be  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  one  prorost- 
marshal,  each  with  the  rank  of  captain. 

To  each  regiment  there  shall  be  one  colonel,  one  lieo- 
tenant-colonel,  and  one  major;  also  one  adjutant,  one 
regimental  quartermaster,  and  one  regimental  mustering 
officer,  who  shall  be  regimental  paymaster,  each  with  the 
rank  of  first  lieutenant ;  one  regimental  surgeon,  with  the 
rank  of  major ;  one  regimental  chaplain,  to  be  borne  on 
the  field  and  staff-roll  next  after  the  suigeon ;  one  r^i- 
mental  assistant-surgeon,  with  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant; 
one  sergeant-major,  one  quartermaster-sergeant,  one  com- 
missary-sergeant, one  hospital  steward,  and  one  drum- 
major. 
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The  goremor  shall,  if  the  emergency  exists  for  increas-* 
ing  tibe  number  of  batteries  of  light  artillery,  organize 
them  into  a  regiment  on  the  basis  of  a  regiment  of  artilleiy 
of  the  United  States  army. 

To  each  separate  battalion  there  shall  be  one  major;  offioenofbat 
ilso  one  adjutant,  and  one  battalion-quartermaster,  and  ^'^ 
one  battalion  mustering  officer  who  shall  be  battalion  pay- 
master, each  with  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant ;  one  surgeon 
with  the  rank  of  major ;  one  sergeant-major,  one  qua^er- 
master-sergeant,  and  one  hospital-steward.  The  goyemor 
may  commission  a  lieutenant-colonel  duly  elected,  in 
addition  to  the  officers  allowed  to  a  separate  battalion. 

Section  twenty-three  of  chapter  two  of  the  General 
Statutes  shall  not  apply  to  any  officer  to  be  appointed 
imder  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

To  every  company  there  shall  be  one  clerk.  To  each  offl^w  of  cadet 
of  the  ccHDpanies  of  cadets  in  Boston  and  Salem,  there  ®®'°^*^** 
shall  be  one  commanding  officer  with  the  rank  of  lieu* 
tenant-colonel,  one  major,  one  surgeon  with  the  rank  of 
major,  one  captain,  who  shall  in  addition  to  his  other 
duties  be  paymaster ;  one  adjutant  and  one  quartermaster, 
each  with  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant,  one  sergeant-major, 
one  quartermaster-sergeant,  one  hospital  steward  and  such 
number  of  company  officers  not  exceeding  six  first  lieu- 
tenants and  four  second  lieutenants,  together  with  such 
number  of  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians  and  pri- 
vates, as  the  commander-in-chief  may  from  time  to  time 
deem  expedient  for  instruction  in  the  school  of  the  bat- 
talion. These  companies  of  cadets  shall  be  instructed, 
tnned  and  equipped,  and  receive  the  same  compensation 
and  allowances  as  battalions  of  infantry;  they  may  be 
attached  to  the  same  or  to  separate  divisions,  or  remain 
nnattached  as  the  commander-in-chief  shall  direct. 

Companies  of  cavalry  and  artillery  when  attached  to  Stoffofflcoraof 
hrigades,  as  provided  in  the  succeeding  section,  shall  be  ^^1^7' 
entitled  to  an  adjutant  and  one  assistant-surgeon  each,  ia^^^bri- 
"^th  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant,  to  be  appointed  by  the  ^•■• 
commanding  officers  of  said  companies  respectively,  and  . 
eommissioned  by  the  commander-in-chief,   and  to  hold 
their  commissions,  as  other  staff  officers  now  do,  or  until 
the  companies  to  which  they  are  attached  are  organized 
into  battalions  or  regiments  of  the  same  arm;   and  an 
^jutant  and  assistant-surgeon  so  appointed  and  commis- 
sioned shall  receive  the  same  compensation  as  is  allowed 
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to  other  officers  of  such  companies ;  suc^  oompanies  dial 
also  be  allowed  a  quartermaster-sergeant  and  a  oob- 
missaiy-sergeant,  who  shall  be  paid  as  pon-eommiBMonei 
staff  officers  of  raiments. 

Section  19.  The  commander-in-chief  may  annunge  Ae 
Tolunteer  militia,  when  they  exist  in  sufficient  nomboi 
and  are  oonveniently  located,  into  divisions*  brigada^ 
regiments  and  battalions,  conformably  to  the  laws  of  Ik 
United  States,  and  make  such  alterations  as  from  tiioe  to 
time  may  be  necessary.  Each  division,  brigade,  legimeit 
and  battalion  shall  be  numbered  at  the  formation  t&re(i 
and  a  record  thereof  made  in  the  office  of  the  adjutaii^ 
general. 

Companies  of  cavalry  and  artillery  inconvemenOf 
located  for  such  organization,  may  be  attached  to  stck 
brigades  as  the  commander-in-chief  shall  order. 

Companies  attached  to  divisions  or  brigades,  and  Botto 
regiments,  shall,  until  otherwise  organized,  be  subject  to 
the  immediate  orders  of  the  commanders  of  audi  divimi 
or  brigades,  Who  shall  receive  the  returns  and  ordeni 
have  the  authority  and  perform  the  duties,  with  r^ard  to 
suoh  companie.,  which  are  prescribed  for  the  cominttdw 
of  regiments,  and  battalions  with  regard  to  tbeir 
companies. 

Section  20.  The  officers  of  the  line  at  the  militii 
shall  be  elected  as  follows: — ^Major-generals,  by  tb* 
senate  and  house  of  representatives,  each  having  < 
negative  upon  the  other.  Brigadier-generals,  by  tk 
written  votes  of  the  field  officers  of  the  respecti^ 
brigades.  Field  officers  of  regiments  and  battalions*  by 
the  written  votes  of  the  captains  and  subalterns  of  the 
companies  of  the  respective  regiments  or.  batUlioDB;

Section  23.  The  non-commissioned  staff  shall  be  Non^mmu. 
appointed  in  manner  following: — ^That  of  a  regiment  by  J^^****^***- 
the  commander  of  the  regiment;  that  of  a  battalion 
and  of  the  companies  of  cadets  by  their  respective  com- 
manders. Non-commissioned  officers  of  companies,  by 
the  respective  captains,  who  shall  forthwith  return  the 
Bame  in  writing  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment 
or  battalion.

Section  1.  All  the  territory  now  comprised  withk 
the  limits  of  the  town  of  West  Roxbury  in  the  countrrf 
Norfolk,  with  the  inhabitants  and  the  estates  thereiD,  ii 
annexed  to  and  made  part  of  the  city  of  Boston  in  tk 
county  of  Suffolk,  and  shall  hereafter  constitute  apaitrf 
the  county  of  Suffolk,  subject  to  the  same  municipd 
regulations^  obligations  and  liabilities,  and  entitled  to  tk 
same  immunities  in  all  respects  as  the  said  city  of  Bostoe: 
provided^  however^  that  until  constitutionally  and  legally 
changed,  said  territory  shall  continue  to  be,  for  tk 
purpose  of  electing  members  of  the  house  of  representi- 
tives,  part  of  the  county  of  Norfolk,  constituting  tie 
second  representative  district  thereof;  for  the  purpose oT 
electing  a  senator,  part  of  the  first  Norfolk  senatorid 
district ;  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  councillor,  part  d 
the  third  council  district,  and  for  the  purpose  of  electing 
a  representative  in  congress,  part  of  congressional  distikt 
number  eight,  as  the  same  is  now  constituted. 

All  the  duties  now  required  by  law  to  be  perfomjed  br

Be  it  enacted^  Ac,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  All  the  shares  of  stock  in  banks,  whether 
of  issue  or  not,  existing  by  authority  of  the  United  States, 
or  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  located  within  this  Com- 
monwealth, including  shares  in  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Mercantile  Savings  Institution  in  the  city  of  Boston,  shall 
be  assessed  to  the  owners  thereof  in  the  cities  or  towns 
where  such  banks  are  located,  and  not  elsewhere,  in  the 
assessment  of  all  state,  county  and  town  taxes  imposed 
and  levied  in  such  place  by  the  authority  of  law,  whether 
such  owner  is  a  resident  of  said  city  or  town  or  not,  at  the 
fair  cash  value  of  such  shares  on  the  first  day  of  >Iay  of 
the  year  in  which  the  tax  shall  be  assessed,  first  deducting 
therefrom  the  proportionate  part  of  the  value  of  the  real 
estate  belonging  to  the  bank,  at  the  same  rate,  and  no 
greater,  than  that  at  which  other  moneyed  capital  in  the 
hands  of  citizens  and  subject  to  taxation  is  by  law  as- 
sessed. And  the  persons  or  corporations  who  appear 
from  the  records  of  the  banks  to  be  the  owners  of  shares 
at  the  close  of  the  business  day  next  preceding  the  first 
day  of  May  in  each  year,  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  to 
be  the  owners  thereof  for  the  purposes  of  this  section.

Tlie  votes  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  votes  ^^^^^^ 
of  Dunstable,  passed  at  their  last  annual  meeting,  whereby  "^  ™  ®  ^ 
they  voted  to  raise  money  and  appropriate  the  same  '*for 
the  celebration  of  the  two  hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
incorporation  of  the  town,''  are  ratified,  confirmed  and 
made  valid  to  the  same  extent  as  if  said  town  had  been 
specially  authorized  to  pass  such  votes. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Newton  aty  of  Newton 
shall  continue  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  ~**^^^«^ 
the  name  of  the  city  of  Newton,  and  as  such  shall  have, 
exercise  and  enjoy  all  the  rights,  immunities,  powers  and 
privileges,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obliga- 
tions now  incumbent  upon  and  pertaining  to  the  said  town 
as  a  municipal  corporation.

At  twelve  o'clock  on  Thursday ,  the  second  day  of  Jann^ 
cy»  His  Excellency  the  Governor^  aocomiMtnied  by  his 
[onor  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  the  tnembers  of  the 
t^ecutiTe  Council,  and  officers  of  the  civil  and  military 
lepartments  of  the  government,  attended  by  a  joint  com- 
Dittee  of  the  two  Houses,  met  the  Senate  and  House  of 
tepresentatives,  in  Convention,  and  delivered  the  following 

ADDRESS. 

GhfUlemen  of  the  Senate  and  of 

the  House  of  Representatives : 

In  accordance  with  the  will  of  the  people,  we  have 
issembled  here  to  assume  the  duties  of  the  executive  and 
legislative  branches  of  the  government  of  the  Common- 
wealth for  the  current  year.  As  we  stand  upon  the  thres- 
hold of  this  new  epoch,  with  gratitude  in  our  hearts  for 
the  abundant  mercies  of  the  past,  let  us  look  to  Him,  the 
aouroe  of  all  power,  for  wisdom  and  courage  to  meet  the 
responsibilities  of  the  future,  and  dedicate  ourselves  in  all 
sincerity  to  resolute  and  vigilant  faithfulness  in  the  tasks 
set  for  our  performance. 

SUMMARY  OF  FINANOE. 

While  disaster  has  seriously,  though  temporarily,  crip- 
pled and  embarrassed  many  of  the  industrial  and  commer- 
cial interests  of  the  Commonwealth,  her  public  finances 
exhibit  gratifying  evidence  of  thrift  and  security.  Under 
the  wise  and  provident  policy  of  the  State, — creating 
a^ple  sinking  funds  for  the  liquidation  of  every  maturing 
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instalment  of  the  public  debt, — more  Hian  three 
of  the  funded  liabilities  have  been  extinguished  dniiog 
past  year,  without  recourse  to  ordinary  revenne, 
or  temporary  loans.     The  amount  thus  retired  ii 
upwards  of  two  and  a  half  millions  of  the  Maasachi 
5-20  War  Fund  Loan  not  absolutely  maturing  till  1( 
but  which  the  surplus  accumulation  of  the  sinking 
established  for  its  payment  rendered  it  advisable  to 
pate.     With  an  addition  of  more  than  a  million  to 
Troy  and  Greenfield  Railroad  and  Hoosac  Tunnel 
by  a  further  issue  of  scrip  on  that  account,  there 
remains  a  net  reduction  of  the  funded  debt  of  the 
monwealth  amounting  to  nearly  two  millions  of  do! 
The  appended  statement  exhibits  the  transactions  of 
year  in  this  connection : —

T^ith  the  extinguishment  in  1872  of  the  last  instalment 
>f  the  loan  of  1861  for  funding  the  public  debt,  there 
lemain  now  no  funded  liabilities  for  the  payment  of  which 
lie  State  has  not  provided  a  sinking  fund ;  and  any  deficit 
Ikely  to  occur  in  one  or  two  of  these  funds  can  be  easily 
mpplied,  either  by  transfer  of  surplus  accumulations,  or 
^'oia  other  available  resources. 

X>uring  the  present  year  $425,000  more  of  the  funded

With  the  material  reduction  of  ordinaiy  revenues  under 
the  repealing  legislation  of  1872,  the  amount  necessary  to 
be  raised  by  a  state  tax  may  not  be  less  than  two  millions 
of  dollars,  exclusive  of  any  provision  for  temporary 
emergencies  or  special  grants  by  the  present  legislature. 

THE  TUNNEL  AND  ITS  CONNECTIONS. 

The  opening  of  the  Hoosac  Tunnel  from  the  eastern 
portal  to  the  central  shaft,  which  event,  as  you  are  already 
aware,  took  place  on  the  twelfth  ultimo,  with  scarcely  an 
appreciable  diflference  in  the  working  lines  from  the  two 
faces,  must  have  demonstrated  the  entire  practicability  of 
this  great  enterprise  to  the  most  sceptical  mind. 

The  unprecedented  flow  of  water  from  the  heading  west 
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of  the  central  shaft,  obliged  the  contractors  to  ^fisooiitiiiiK 
work  at  that  point  some  six  months  ago.  The  completioi 
of  the  connection  eastward  affords  natoral  drainage,  sal 
they  will  soon  be  relieved  from  delay  or  expense  on  ^ 
account.  In  a  few  months  the  tannel  will  be  finished  to 
the  shaft  from  the  eastern  portal,  and  thenoeforwud  tte 
work  will  be  confined  to  two  faces.  Betweoi  tlie  sbift 
and  the  western  portal  there  now  remains  about  3,125  M 
of  rook  to  penetrate,  and  through  Hub  the  oontaradoB, 
who  have  prosecuted  their  labors  during  the  season  wA 
commendable  diligence,  expect  to  have  an  opening  som 
time  before  the  end  of  the  present  year.  In  OTder  to 
present  the  tunnel  in  a  completed  state  at  the  expintlai 
of  the  contract,  it  will  be  necessaiy  to  push  forward  ereij 
branch  of  the  work  with  the  utmost  energy. 

Under  chapter  47,  Resolves  of  1872,  there  has  beet 
advanced  to  the  Messrs.  Shanly  since  the  adjournment  of 
the  last  legislature,  tilie  sum  of  $100,000  from  the  resmt 
fund,  to  secure  the  payment  of  whidi  a  mortgage  ci  1b^ 
tools  and  machinery  was  taken.  There  has  also,  under 
the  second  clause  of  said  Besolve,  been  issued  to  thai 
certificates  of  indebtedness  to  the  amount  of  $2OO,OI)0> 
payable  without  interest  <m  the  completion  and  aooepfcmoe 
of  the  tunnel. 

The  Commonwealth  should  inunediately  prepare  itoeif 
to  reap  every  legitimate  benefit  to  which  it  will  be  entidrf 
upon  the  consummation  of  this  vast  undertaking.  6f 
means  of  the  tunnel  our  chief  city  may  not  only  be 
brought  into  shorter  and  more  direct  communication  witt 
the  great  lakes  of  the  West,  but  through  this  diaasd 
Chicago  will  be  brought  nearer  to  the  tide-water  of  otf 
own  State  than  it  now  is  to  New  York  city.  In  tins  fie* 
of  the  matter,  the  interests  at  stake  are  of  such  conse- 
quence that  they  cannot  properly  be  remitted  to  a  osideii 
or  secondary  consideration. 

While  the  tunnel  proper  has  been  well  constructed,  tk 
road  thereto  from  Greenfield,  like  all  others  of  whidi^ie 
engineer  and  contractor  are  one  and  the  same  peisoUfB 
wholly  unfit  for  any  considerable  traffic.  Built  for  t 
temporary  purpose,  and  in  the  cheapest  possible  nuoo^t 
the  necessities  of  the  inmiediate  future  require  an  improve 
ment  of  the  grade  at  many  points,  a  straightening  of  ^ 
location  at  others,  a  protection  of  the  embankments, » 
enlaigement  and  a  strengthening  of  the  bridges  and  coP 
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▼erts,  and  a  general  renewal  of  the  road-bed  and  super- 
structure. Furthermore,  a  considerable  expenditure  must 
soon  be  made  upon  the  Fitchburg  and  the  Vermont  and 
Massachusetts  roads  if  we  would  avail  ourselves  of '  the 
opportimities  to  be  afforded  by  the  tunnel.  In  the  loca- 
tion of  the  Vermont  and  Massachusetts  changes  are  re- 
quired to  shorten  the  distance,  improve  the  grade,  and 
lessen  the  number  of  bridges,  while  the  road-bed  and 
superstructure  must  be  in  great  part  renewed,  and  a 
double  track  laid  for  the  whole  or  a  portion  of  its  length. 
Without  commenting  on  the  general  management  of  the 
Fitchburg  road,  it  must  be  said  that  its  equipment  is  not 
equal  to  the  necessities  of  a  greatly  increased  business ; 
its  &cilities  need  to  be  multiplied  at  least  foiu-fold,  by  the 
construction  of  several  first-class  grain  elevators,  and  the 
adoption  of  various  approved  appliances  for  receiving  and 
handling  freight. 

What  shall  be  done  to  secure  the  requisite  improvements 
on  these  several  roads,  so  that  the-^Bommonwealth  may 
obtain  the  business  naturally  coming  to  the  seaboard  by 
way  of  the  tunnel,  is  one  of  the  most  important  questions 
now  waiting  legislative  answer.  Properly  managed,  this 
line  from  Boston  to  the  State's  western  frontier  will  be 
one  of  the  best  investments  ever  made.  I  am  fiilly  per- 
suaded it  cannot  be  operated  to  the  satis£ekction  of  the 
public  while  in  the  hands  of  several  separate  organiza- 
tions. To  secure  efficiency  of  action  and  direct  responsi- 
bility, the  entire  route  must  be  brought  under  the  im- 
mediate control  of  one  body,  and  be  operated  by  one  head. 
And  in  my  judgment  the  necessary  improvements  are 
more  likely  to  be  made  in  a  proper  manner  by  one  au- 
thority working  for  the  general  interest,  than  by  several 
workmg  each  for  its  own  specific  interest.  I  am  in  favor, 
therefore,  of  the  early  consolidation  of  these  roads  so  that 
they  may  be  operated  and  managed  as  a  single  line. 

I  very  well  know  that  serious  objections  to  such  a  com- 
bination exist  in  many  minds.  There  is  a  fear  that  the 
railway  interest,  already  so  powerful  that  it  frequently 
exercises  an  injurious  influence  upon  legislation,  will  be 
rendered  even  more  dangerous  by  such  a  union.  But  the 
practical  question  in  tliis  exigency  is  simply  whether  one 
corporation  will  be  more  or  less  dangerous  to  the  public 
weUare  than  three  or  four.  It  seems  to  me  that  there 
will  be  greater  difficulty  in  ^contending  with  several  organ- 
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izations,  each  proud  of  its  independence,  but  readj 
shirk  its  responsibility,  and  swift  to  combine  with 
others  to  carry  any  desired  measure,  than  with  one 
trolled  by  a  single  head  which  can  be  made  accountable 
the  people  and  the  legislature  for  its  acts.     And  no  one^ 
this  day  doubts  that  an  unbroken  line  is  more  effici( 
managed  by  one  corporation  than  by  several.    Lool 
at  the  problem  from  every  point  of  view,  and  caref 
weighing  all  the  adyantages  and  disadvantages  of  eil 
solution,  I  am  decided  in  the  conviction  that  the  tii~ 
route  should  be  consolidated  at  the  earliest  practicable 

In  providing  for  this  consolidation,  as  in  chartering 
new  line,  the  Commonwealth  does  not  abdicate  its  su] 
authority  in  the  premises.     The  corporation  will  be 
the  servant  of  the  State,  entrusted  with  certain  powers 
be  used  for  the  public  good.     If  at  any  time  it  becoi 
false  to  its  trust,  and  uses  those  powers  for  private 
selfish  ends  to  the  detriment  of  the  general  welfisue,  it 
be  the  duty  of  theiUiUAte  to  resume  its  own. 

I  trust  your  honorable  bodies  may  be  able  to  frame 
equitable  Act  of  Consolidation  which  will  be  accepted 
the  roads  interested  in  good  faith.     Should  either  of  the 
fefrise  to  accept  the  legislative  terms  proposed  after 
fril  consideration  of  the  whole  issue,  much  as  I 
regret  the  necessity  for  such  a  procedure,  the  interests 
the  State  are  so  manifold  and  imperative  that  I  see  nothi 
for  her  to  do  but  take  the  matter  into  her  own  hands,- 
the  end  of  paramount  importance  being  to  put  the  ent 
line  in  readiness  as  soon  as  possible  for  the  great  w( 
coming  to  it  with  the  completion  of  the  tunnel. 

As  the  funds  for  building  the  tunnel  are  drawn  from 
^public  treasury,  we  must  take  care  that  the  line  using 
does  not  become  a  monopoly.  Provision  should  be 
in  the  act  of  consolidation  for  harmonious  relations 
connecting  and  neighboring  lines.  Every  other  road 
the  State  so  desiring  to  do  should  be  allowed  to  intei 
the  through  line  and  receive  and  discharge  freight 
passengers  on  a  fsdr  and  ^n  equitable  basis,  that  it  9 
turn  may  be  enabled  to  deliver  to  the  dwellers  along  *" 
route  a  portion  of  the  benefits  of  this  new  avenue  1 
conunerce  and  transportation.  With  the  proposed  con- 
solidation effected,  and  these  distributing  agencies  made 
possible,  I  doubt  not  we  shall  speedily  find  the  taxtoA 
route  a  favorite  with  shippers  and  travellers,  and  a  grett 
source  of  revenue  and  advantage  to  our  people. 
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THE   GENEBAL  RAILROAD  LAW. 

So  far  as  I  can  learn,  the  general  railroad  Act  passed 
last  spring  has  fully  realized  the  hopes  of  its  friends. 
While  on  the  one  hand  no  company  has  organized  under 
it,  on  the  other  hand  it  has  not  prevented  the  building  of 
any  road  deemed  necessary  by  the  community.  It  retards 
no  legitimate  enterprise,  has  been  of  salutary  influence 
upon  existing  roads,  and  works  injury  to  no  section  of 
the  Commonwealth.  It  has  received  the  approval  of  the 
public,  is  recognized  as  an  important  step  in  the  right 
direction,  and  responds  to  the  growing  conviction  among 
the  people  that  legislation,  as  far  as  practicable,  should 
seek  the  benefit  of  the  many  rather  than  of  the  few. 

Doubtless  special  Acts  will  be  sought  at  your  hands  to 
secure  special  advantages ;  but  these  must  be  denied  if  the 
yitality  of  the  general  Act  is  to  be  maintained.  Should 
privileges  or  restrictions  not  embraced  in  that  law  be 
requested,  you  may  wisely  consider  whether  the  statute  is 
not  open  to  amendment  without  detriment  to  its  general 
application. 

Your  predecessors,  impressed  with  the  danger  of  rail- 
way crossings  at  grade,  and  convinced  that  such  crossings 
might  mostly  be  avoided  with  little  additional  expense, 
declared  against  them  in  the  general  law.  This  provision, 
though  having  a  commendable  end  in  view,  seems  to  me 
of  doubtful  wisdom.  Under  om:  broad  system  of  railroad 
network,  instances  will  occur  where  it  is  all  but  impossi- 
ble to  avoid  such  crossings,  and  where  there  would  be 
little  danger  therefrom.  It  does  not  appear  to  be  a  legis- 
lative function  to  determine  when  such  an  exigency  has 
arisen.  The  question  is  simply  one  of  fact,  to  be  settled 
by  personal  inspection,  eminently  requiring  personal  re- 
sponsibility;  and,  in  my  opinion,  the  determination  of 
the  issue  should  be  entrusted  to  a  tribunal  that  qan  pass 
upon  the  exigency  at  any  time.  I  therefore  suggest  the 
propriety  of  an  amendment,  authorizing  the  railroad  com- 
missioners to  permit  such  crossings  when  in  their  judg- 
ment the  public  interest  so  requires. 

THE  LABOR   BUREAU. 

Three  annual  reports  by  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics 
have  been  laid  before  the  public,  and  the  fourth  will  be 
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submitted  to  you  in  due  time.     Those  who  were  most  i 
strumental  in  the  creation  of  this  bureau  generally  & 
that  it  has  not  fulfilled  their  expectations.     Nearly  ev 
branch  of  the  labor  movement  has  openly  and  decid 
expressed  dissatisfaction  with  its  methods  and  its  resul 
and  I  am  not  aware  that  capitalists  and  employers  hi 
expressed  any  particular  gratification  therewith, 
course  shall  be  pursued  in  reference  to  this  department, 
a  question  that  challenges  your  careful  and  tbougfai 
deliberation. 

While  it  may  be  confessed  that  the  investigations  of 
bureau  have  not  been  so  thorough  and  complete  » 
commend  its  conclusions  to  universal  assent,  it  must 
borne  in  mind  that  its  reports  contain  our  only  offi 
statements  on  the  subjects  of  which  they  treat,  and  itt 
been  printed  and  circulated  by  public  authority.     ~ 
are  referred  to  now,  and  will  be  referred  to  hereafter, 
those  seeking  information  as  to  the  social  condition 
Massachusetts.     They  have  been  cited,  and  will  again 
cited,  in  the  debates  of  C!ongress  upon  measures  pro 
for  the  protection  and  enlargement  of  our  iudustrie^f 
showing  how  the  benefits  of  such  protection  are  distri 
ed.     If  they  give  a  false  or  partial  picture  of  the  relati 
of  labor  to  capital  in  our  Commonwealth,  the  remedy 
complaint  on  this  head  must  be  sought,  not  in  discontin 
ing  the  investigation  upon  which  we  have  entered,  but  i 
lifting  it  to  higher  and  broader  level,  making  it  moi 
thorough,  and  conducting  it  with  larger  aims. 

Whether  a  laborer  can  accomplish  as  much  in  one  hoi 
as  he  can  in  two,  whether  the  machinery  in  a  well-manag 
factory  can  turn  out  as  many  yards  of  cloth  in  eight  hou 
as  in  ten- — these  problems  the  Massachusetts  Yankee  ma; 
safely  be  left  to  solve  for  himself  without  ofiicial  aid  oi 
prompting.  But  we  ought  approximately  to  know,  M 
instance,  how  many  grown  persons  there  are  in  the  SUte 
not  prevented  from  labor  by  vice,  indolence  or  phy:jicit; 
infirmity,  who  cannot  procure  comfortable  homes  for 
themselves  and  their  dependents,  fair  education  for  their 
children,  adequate  provision  for  sickness  and  old  age,  and 
sufficient  leisure  for  the  comprehension  arid  discharge  of; 
the  duties  of  citizenship.  The  incapacity  to  procure  this 
is  poverty.  We  ou^ht  to  know  whether  the  proportion 
of  such  persons  is  increasing  or  diminishing, — ^whether 
our  legislation  hastens  or  can  be  made  to  hasten  the  de- 
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crease  or  counteract  the  increase.  If  there  is  carried  on 
in  the  State  any  business  so  unremunerative  that  it  will 
not  permit  the  employers  to  pay  those  employed  such 
"wages  as  are  necessary  to  keep  them  from  poverty,  how- 
ever desirable  that  business  may  be,  it  ought  to  cease. 
And  surely  we  ought  to  know,  if  it  be  possible  to  ascer- 
tain, whether  there  are  really  among  us  employers  who 
are  laying  up  great  riches  for  themselves  by  keeping  their 
employes  in  a  jcondition  of  impoverished  dependence. 

In  order  to  secure  statistical  information  on  these  and 
other  related  issues,  different  instrumentalities  from  those  . 
noTV  in  use  will  be  required.  A  schedule  should  be  care- 
fiiUy  prepared  by  the  legislature,  with  the  aid  of  com- 
petent assistance,  indicating  the  facts  desired  from  every 
city  and  town  in  the  Commonwealth.  In  the  small  towns 
these  facts  might  be  gathered  by  the  assessors ;  in  the 
larger  towns  under  the  direction  and  superintendence  of 
the  selectmen ;  and  in  the  cities,  by  wards,  through  ap- 
pointees of  the  mayor  and  aldermen.  Special  returns 
should  also  be  required  from  all  the  savings  banks  and 
such  other  institutions  as  can  throw  light  on  the  general 
inquiry.  Statistics  from  a  few  scattered  points  or  isolated 
establishments  will  not  suffice;  they  must  be  compre- 
hensive, or  the  conchisions  founded  on  them  will  be  value- 
less and  misleading. 

There  may  be  objections  to  the  plan  thus  suggested  for 
solving  the  difficulty  in  which  we  now  find  ourselves.  If 
your  honorable  bodies  will  present  a  better  one  I  shall  be 
most  happy  to  join  you  in  its  adoption.  But  in  my  judg- 
ment, neither  the  well-being  of  our  people  nor  the  good 
name  of  our  State  wiU  permit  us  to  rest  in  non-ax3tion. 
The  relations  of  capital  and  labor,  of  employer  and  em- 
ployes,— these  are  issues  that  will  not  down  at  any  man's 
bidding.  The  questions  they  present  are  among  the 
gravest  and  most  vital  of  the  time ;  they  cannot  be  thrust 
aside  ;  they  will  be  heard ;  they  must  be  discussed ;  they 
justly  insist  upon  a  practical  answer. 

THE   STATE   PRISON. 

By  a  Resolve  of  the  last  General  Court  the  Inspectors 
of  the  State  Prison  were  required  to  submit  to  you  a 
special  report  concerning  that  institution — embodying 
facts,   figures   and   opinions   as  to  the   practicability  of

enlarging  and  improving  the  buildings  now  occupied,  anl 
as  to  the  policy  of  selling  the  property  in  Qiarlestoini 
and  putting  up  a  new  prison  at  another  point.  Id  ober- 
ing  this  order  of  the  legislature  the  inspectors  hm 
incurred  a  slight  necessary  expense,  for  the  payment  of 
which  I  cannot  doubt  you  will  cheerfully  make  provision. 
Their  report  is  to  be  submitted  at  an  early  date.  IIk 
question  which  it  will  present  for  your  consideration  is  (»e 
of  great  importance,  and  I  ask  you  to  give  to  its  d^xsr* 
mination  your  best  judgment  and  calmest  forethought. 

Society  rightfully  demands  the  restraint  and  correctioi 
of  crimii^als.  Its  welfare  is  imperilled  by  attempts  to 
shield  the  violators  of  law  from  merited  doom.  Hk 
certainty  of  punishment  is  one  of  the  guarantees  of  safefy. 
But  we  by  no  means  discharge  our  full  duty  when  we 
enact  laws  for  the  punishment  of  offenders  and  provide  t 
place  for  their  confinement.  Even  in  their  worst  sMt 
they  are  men  with  necessities  and  possibilities  for  vrhidi 
we  must  have  regard.  We  are  ourselves  guilty  of  in- 
humanity if  we  wilfully  neglect  what  is  requsite  to  their 
health  while  restrained  of  freedom.  And  we  ou^ 
always  to  keep  their  reformation  before  our  minds  as  u 
object  of  hope  and  purpose.  As  a  means  to  the  first  of 
these  ends,  we  must  have  light,  ventilation,  good  dnun- 
age,  and  other  conditions  on  wliich  physical  vigor  depends. 
As  an  essential  to  success  in  reformatory  endeavor,  we 
must,  in  my  judgment,  have  a  classification  of  prisoners 
and  a  graded  system  of  government. 

Whether  any  reasonable  expenditure  on  the  existing 
State  Prison  will  make  it  such  an  institution  as  becomee 
this  Commonwealth,  is  the  question  first  to  be  considered. 
The  inspectors,  after,  careftil  examination,  are  of  tbe 
opinion  that  an  appropriation  of  not  less  than  $150,000 
will  be  required  for  necessary  changes  and  repairs.  Con- 
siderable improvements  of  one  kind  or  another  migiit 
undoubtedly  be  made  by  a  judicious  use  of  this  amoont. 
But  the  plan  of  the  establishment  is  so  radically  at  £inlt, 
that  its  culinary  affairs  mu^  always  be  carried  on  at  ft 
great  disadvantage.  The  ventilation  of  the  building  is 
very  imperfect,  and  its  deficiencies  in  tiiis  regard  can  be 
no  more  than  partially  remedied.  Moreover,  the  drain- 
age ot  the  site  is  wholly  inadequate,  and  the  tide-water 
rises  to  a  point  so  nearly  on  a  level  with  the  floors  of  the 
building,  that   it  is  impossible  to   secure  the  necessair 
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^niflow.  There  is  an  alarming  prevalence  of  pulmonary 
iisease  in  the  institution ,  and  the  number  of  fatal  cases 
3f  illness  is  much  greater  than  formerly.  And  the 
gravest  objection  of  all  that  may  be  urged  against  this 
building  is,  that  no  proper  classification  of  prisoners  can 
be  made  within  its  walls.  The  warden  performs  his 
difficult  duties  with  vigor  and  discretion,  but  the  situation 
is  such  that  he  can  do  only  a  small  part  of  what  it  is 
desired  to  accomplish. 

The  inspectors  fix  the  value  of  the  present  prison 
property  at  about  $800,000.  They  will  submit  a  plan,  in 
general  outline,  for  a  new  prison,  with  the  figures  of  an 
architect  as  to  its  probable  cost.  From  these  data,  with 
an  allowance  for  land,  depending  on  quantity  and  location, 
a  fair  estimate  can  be  formed  of  the  necessary  expense 
that  wUl  ensue  upon  a  determination  to  abandon  what  we 
now  have  and  establish  the  prison  elsewhere.  Figures, 
however,  constitute  but  one  of  the  elements  in  the 
problem  to  be  solved,  and  the  fact  that  it  will  cost  some- 
what more  to  build  on  another  site  than  to  enlarge  and 
repair  on  the  present,  cannot  be  a  very  weighty  argument 
against  the  proposed  policy  if  the  faults  and  deficiencies 
of  the  existing  prison  are  without  remedy. 

While  of  the  opinion  that  the  site  now  occupied  is  unfit 
for  the  purpose,  I  still  deem  it  advisable  that  our  State 
Prison  should  be  located  in  the  neighborhood  of  our  chief 
city,  from  which  a  majority. of  its  inmates  come.  It 
should  be  placed  in  a  healthy  situation,  upon  dry  soil, 
where  perfect  drainage  will  be  possible,  and,  for  the  con- 
venience of  officials  and  those  humanely  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  prisoners,  on  the  line  of  a  good  double-track 
railroad.  Connected  with  it  should  be  twenty-five  or 
thirty  acres  of  land,  affording  room  for  large  and  well- 
ventilated  workshops,  and  furnishing  out-door  occupation 
for  prisoners  at  such  times  as  health  requires  open-air 
exercise.  Of  course  the  buildings  should  be  of  the  most 
approved  plan  in  every  respect,  with  capacity  equal  to 
probable  future  demands  as  well  as  those  of  the  present 
time. 

In  the  Charlestown  institution  proper  separation  of 
prisoners  cannot  possibly  be  made.  The  young  man  of  a 
single  crime,  for  which  the  charitable  heart  may  perhaps 
find  more  or  less  extenuation,  is  necessarily  confined  in 
immediate  proximity  to  the  most  hardened  and  hopeless 
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criminals.  All  his  surroundings  minister  to  evil  tendeo- 
cies ;  the  associations  of  the  corridor  and  workshop  aic 
contaminating ;  the  very  atmosphere  he  breathe  eTCij 
day  of  his  confinement  is  polluted.  Thus  condenmed  to 
contact  and  fellowship  with  vice,  his  mental  and  modi 
condition  on  leaving  prison  is  too  often  worse  than  whei 
he  entered.  Surely  the  Conunonwealth  cannot  penoit 
this  state  of  affairs  to  exist  much  longer.  Enli^iteiifid 
men  and  women  on  every  side  are  satisfied  Ihat  a  work  of 
reform  must  be  undertaken.  The  basis  of  reform  lie&ii 
separation  and  classification.  Those  who  have  bat  just 
entered  on  vicious  courses  must  not  be  compelled  to 
constant  association  with  those  who  have  become  veteni^ 
in  crime. 

With  the  separation  that  might  be  secured  in  plamiiog 
and  erecting  a  new  prison,  would  come  the  opportooilf 
for  a  graded  system  of  management.  In  the  highe^ 
grade  might  perhaps  be  placed  those  guilty  of  but  i 
single  offence,  as  well  as  those  whose  good  condact  sod 
purpose  to  reform  entitled  them  to  recognition.  In  the 
lowest  grade  would  necessarily  be  habitual  and  hardened 
offenders,  whose  evil  passions  must  be  kept  in  check  bf 
stem  and  rigorous  punishment.  Between  those  two 
should  be  at  least  one  intermediate  grade,  with  a  chasoe 
for  promotion  from  the  lowest  to  the  hi^est,  and  i 
certainty  of  degradation  for  cause  from  the  h^hest  to  tbe 
lowest.  To  those  in  the  upper  grade  should  be  accoidel 
comforts  and  privileges  uniformly  denied  to  those  in  the 
lower  grades,  so  that  an  incentive  to  good  condact  ud 
genuine  reformation  would  continually  exist.  Thus  tk 
majority  of  prisoners  might  be  inspired  with  the  hope  of 
bettering  their  condition  in  the  prison ;  and  the  fact  th^r 
when  they  left  it  by  expiration  of  sentence,  they  were  ifi 
the  upper  grade,  would  be  a  recommendation  to  i^ 
community ;  while  the  fact  that  a  released  oonTict  csme 
from  one  of  the  lower  grades,  would  lead  the  public  to  be 
on  its  guard. 

I  deeply  feel  that  some  plan  of  this  sort  ought  to  be 
adopted  in  the  prison.  I  have  sketched  it  in  we  merest 
outline,  but  it  would  not  be  difiScult  to  complete  tke 
detail  if  we  had  a  properly-built  institution.  WWe^ 
has  been  said  of  our  prison  system  in  the  past,  it  is  veir 
far  from  being  what  our  present  stage  of  civiliffltwi 
demands.    The  plan  I  have  suggested  has  two  sped^

ends  in  view :  it  makes  punishment  a  direct  and  obvious 
sequence  of  conduct^  and  reformation  materially  as  well 
as  spiritually  desirable.  I  very  well  comprehend  that  no 
system  can  guarantee  the  complete  restoration  of  criminals 
to  integrity,  but  good  men  and  women  would  have  special 
encouragement  to  help  such  as  had  tried  to  help  them- 
selves. From  the  endeavor  of  the  Commonwealth  to 
temper  justice  with  mercy  in  its  dealings  with  offenders 
sincerely  penitent,  I  trust  would  spring  a  new  purpose 
among  our  people  generally,  and  thus  many  of  those  who 
have  entered  criminal  ways  might  be  saved  to  honor  and 
nsefulness. 

STATE   CHARITIES. 

Under  authority  given  the  Executive  by  chapter  68, 
Acts  of  1872,  the  Nautical  School  has  been  discontinued. 
Such  of  the  boys  on  the  school  ship  as  the  trustees 
tliought  it  inexpedient  to  release  on  probation,  were  from 
time  to  time,  as  arrangements  for  their  reception  could  be 
made,  transferred  to  the  Reform  School  at  Westborough, 
and  early  in  July  the  vessel  was  sold  at  public  auction. 
The  sale  of  the  property  netted  $12,753.73,  which  sum 
was  paid  into  the  state  treasury. 

The  State  Almshouses  at  Monson  and  Bridgewater 
were  abolished  by  chapter  45,  Acts  of  1872.  The  trans- 
fer of  paupers  to  Tewksbury  provided  for  in  that  act  has 
taken  place,  though  under  the  discretionaiy  authority 
CTanted  the  Board  of  State  Charities,  a  few  (less  than 
fifty)  yet  remain  at  each  of  the  other  points, — those  at 
Bridgewater  being  mostly  infant  children  of  women 
convicts  confined  there,  and  those  at  Monson  being 
retained  to  assist  in  the  work  of  the  Primary  School 
establishment.  The  number  of  paupers  at  Tewksbiuy  is 
about  800,  to  whom  nearly  two-fifths  are  insane  or  im- 
becile persons. 

Coupled  with  my  recommendation  to  the  General 
Court  of  1872,  that  the  Nautical  School  be  abolished,  was 
a  suggestion  that  provision  be  made  at  Bridgewater  for 
the  boys  in  that  school,  and  other  boys  of  corresponding 
age  who  might  be  found  guilty  of  offences  punishable  by 
confinement.  This  suggestion  was  not  carried  into  effect 
by  your  predecessors.  In  making  it  I  had  no  decided 
preference  for  the  point  named  over  others  that  might 
have  been  selected,  but  was  actuated  by  a  desire  to  get 
these  lads   into   a  secure  place,   where  they  would  be 
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subjected  to  proper  discipline  and  might  receive  pnyper 
instruction,  and  especially  where  they  could  be  kql 
employed  in  pursuits  adapted  to  their  years  and  dream- 
stances. 

I  have  serious  doubts  whether  the  objections  to  tlit 
proposition  thus  subnutted  were  of  such  gravity  as  to 
warrant  the  removal  of  the  school  ship  boys  to  Weflkr 
borough.  The  institution  there  was  not  in  a  conditioD  to 
furnish  for  them  either  adequate  security  or  proper  fm- 
ployment ;  and  the  effect  of  brinmng  them  into  immediate 
contact  with  the  younger  boys  has  been  very  prejudiciil 
to  the  interests  of  the  latter.  From  what  has  abea^ 
been  said,  it  will  readily  be  inferred  that  I  deem  it  im- 
peratively necessary  to  the  well-being  of  these  younger 
boys,  who  for  the  most  part  are  ignorant  of  crimioil 
habits,  that  they  should  be  kept  free  from  the  contaminat- 
ing influence  of  the  older  ones,  the  majority  of  whom 
have  made  a  definite*  advance  in  paths  of  vice.  More- 
over, while  our  first  aim  with  respect  to  those  of  fron 
fifteen  to  eighteen  years  of  age,  should  be  to  develop  aol 
strengthen  their  mental  and  moral  capabilities,  their  physi- 
cal powers  cannot  be  either  safely  or  prudently  neglected. 
They  should  have  no  idle  hours  on  their  hands.  A  iair 
proportion  of  the  day  having  been  given  to  study  and 
recreation,  the  remainder  should  be  assiduously  devoted 
to  labor, — ^not  chiefly  for  its  profit,  but  because  wisely- 
conducted  labor  is  in  itself  the  best  of  reformatoiy  agen- 
cies. They  should  be  instructed  in  trades,  so  that  wfa^ 
they  are  released  from  confinement  an  honest  living  wiB 
be  easy  of  attainment.  The  Westborough  institution  his 
not  the  requisites  necessary  to  successful  dealing  with  these 
boys,  nor  can  they  be  furnished  there  except  at  what  I 
regard  as  an  impolitic  expenditure  of  money. 

I  have  given  this  and  connected  questions  a  large  degree 
of  attention  during  the  last  six  or  eight  months,  and  now 
beg  to  recommend  to  your  honorable  bodies  the  discon- 
tinuance of  the  establishment  at  Bridgewater,  and  the 
creation  of  a  State  Workhouse  at  some  other  point,  a 
which  shall  be  confined  criminal  boys  above  the  age  of 
fifteen  or  sixteen  years,  and  the  class  of  male  convictesent 
under  existing  laws  to  Bridgewater.  No  new  boildii* 
will  be  required  for  this  purpose.  We  have  jails  and 
workhouses  enough  in  the  Commonwealth  for  the  accoin- 
modation  and  proper  classification  of  our  entire  body  oi 
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miiior  offenders*.  We  simply  need  to  utilize  them  to  the 
best  advantage  for  the  general  welfare.  Make  provision 
so  that  the  State  can  take  one  of  our  county  houses  of 
[X>rrection,  transfer  to  it  the  hundred  men  now  at  Bridge- 
v^ater  and  about  the  same  number  of  the  older  and  most 
vicious  boys  at  Westborough,  and  there  are  responsible 
business  firms  standing  ready  to  contract  for  the  services 
of  all  these  persons  for  a  term  of  years  on  satisfactory 
conditions.  It  would  be  a  benefit  to  the  boys  to  associate 
them  in  labor  with  those  older  than  themselves,  and,  thus 
employed  for  a  portion  of  their  time,  they  would  become 
familiar  with  occupations  from  which  to  make  a  respect- 
able and  comfortable  livelihood  when  restored  to  freedom. 
I  ask  your  serious  and  considerate  investigation  of  this 
subject,  in  the  hope  that  your  inquiries  will  lead  you  to 
conclusions  similar  to  those  I  have  reached. 

Throughout  the  State  are  various  private  institutions  for 
the  care  of  one  or  another  class  of  the  friendless  or  un- 
fortunate. Of  late  years  there  has  irrown  up  a  custom  of 
granting  aid  to  some  of  tiiem  froHTthe  pabUc  treasury. 
In  my  judgment  this  is  an  unwise  policy.  So  far  as  I 
know^  ihefTseveral  institutions  are^dol^  good  work  in 
their  respective  fields  of  voluntary  labor.  Certainly  I 
wish  them  abundant  success  in  their  merciful  endeavors. 
But  if  any  one  of  them  is  aided  in  its  mission  by  the  State, 
the  claim  of  some  other  one  is  equally  valid  and  pressing, 
and  a  continuance  of  the  policy  wiU  soon  subject  us  to  an 
enormous  expense.  To  see  the  evil  in  which  it  results  we 
have  but  to  look  to  some  of  our  sister  States.  The  legis- 
lature of  1872  declined  to  grant  any  of  these  outside  ap- 
propriations, and  I  believe  its  course  in  this  respect  was 
approved  by  the  great  body  of  our  people. 

PRISON  FOB  WOMEN. 

The  Commonwealth  has  been  somewhat  agitated  for  a 
year  or  two  on  the  question  of  a  separate  prison  for  women. 
I  am  in  favor  of  such  a  prison.  But  I  fail  to  see  that  we 
ought  to  erect  a  new  building  for  it.  Having  advised  the 
wiSadrawal  of  the  male  convicts  from  Bridgewater,  I  re- 
commend the  conversion  of  the  state  institution  there  into 
a  woman's  prison,  and  in  this  reconunendation  the  Prison 
Commission  will  virtually  concur.  I  grant  that  neither 
for  situation  nor  arrangement  is  the  Bridgewater  building 
exactly  what  we  want.     But  it  is  better  fitted  for  this  than 
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any  other  necessary  use,  and  if  it  is  needful  to  make 
slight  changes  in  its  construction,  even  if  it  should  li 
found  advisable  to  add  a  new  wing,  the  expense  would  bl 
small  in  comparison  with  the  cost  of  a  new  institutiou. 

The  estimated  average  of  woman  convicts  for  the  jm 
is  about  650,  distributed  as  follows: — at  the  state  wafc 
house,  150 ;  in  houses  of  correction,  200 ;  in  the  house  rf 
industry,  300.  The  agCTegate  now  under  sentence  i 
somewhat  in  excess  of  ^is  average,  but  still  not  bejoai 
the  capacity  of  the  Bridgewater  establishment.  With  il 
our  female  convicts  confined  there,  suitable  emplojiool 
could  readily  be  provided,  such  classification  as  nu^  kl 
deemed  boat  could  be  made,  and  the  broadest  and  dniI 
humanitarian  reformatory  principles  of  prison  disoipfiai 
might  be  fairly  tried.  After  much  conference  with  tlio» 
who  have  the  good  of  fallen  women  at  heart,  I  am  satisfiel 
the  Commonwealth  cannot  do  better  than  put  the  pre«rt 
state  workhouse  building  to  the  use  I  suggest. 

COUNTY  JAILS. 

The  Prison  Commission  will  bring  to  your  notice  a  cofr 
prehensive  plan  for  the  improvement  and  classification  d 
the  county  jails  and  workhouses,  with  some  soggestiotf 
as  to  a  change  in  our  laws  and  customs  respecting  11* 
treatment  of  vagrants  and  drunkards.  Our  present  methfli 
of  fine  and  costs  in  dealing  with  drunkards,  not  only  g* 
erally  fails  of  beneficial  results  to  them,  but  in  the  ca«  » 
married  men  frequently  subjects  their  unoffending  fiunibei 
to  privations  of  a  serious  character.  Should  you  be  aU* 
to  devise  a  scheme  calculated  to  reform  those  ^ven  to  i»- 
temperance,  with  the  minimum  of  hardship  to  their  da- 
pendents,  you  may  anticipate  Executive  approval  therefc 
Having  already  suiKciently  indicated  my  views  in  favor » 
classification,  I  have  only  to  add  that  while  some  of  our 
jails  are  well  adapted  for  their  purposes,  others  are  Ww 
less  than  a  disgrace  to  the  Conunonwealth.  For  4j 
suggestions  of  the  Commission  I  bespeak  your  candw 
attention. 

MILITABY  MATTERS. 

The  Governor  and  Council  have  not  yet  made  the  can?" 

f  round  purchase  authorized  by  an  act  of  your  predecessors, 
everal  sites  have  been  examined  with  sudi  care  as  wtf 
necessary,  but  it  is  difficult  to  find  one  combining  all  the 
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requisites  desired.  There  is  a  reasonable  prospect,  how- 
eyer,  that  success  will  attend  the  effort  to  secure  a  suitable 
location. 

During  the  year  the  Surgeon-General's  office  has,  with- 
out expense  to  the  recipients,  collected  $71,013  from  the 
general  government  on  the  claims  of  soldiers  and  their 
ramilies  for  pensions,  bounty,  back  pay,  prize  money,  etc., 
which  is  an  excess  of  $23,411  over  the  aggregate  collected 
during  thP)  previous  year.  The  total  amount  of  these 
claims  collected  since  the  work  be^an,  about  six  years  ago, 
is  $734,933.  The  manner  in  which  the  labors  of  this  office 
are  performed,  and  the  style  in  which  its  records  are  kept, 
merit  general  commendation. 

The  work  of  the  Adjutant-General's  office  is  substan- 
tially up  to  date.  The  management  of  the  department  is 
marked  by  efficiency  and  promptness.  The  two  thousand 
dollars  appropriated  last  spring  to  pay  the  expense  ot 
issuing  soldiers'  diplomas  1ms  been  nearly  expended,  and 
since  it  was  put  at  the  command  of  the  Adjutant-General 
about  12,000  of  these  diplomas  have  been  made  and  de- 
livered. The  department  will  require  no  unusual  appro- 
priation this  year,  except  for  a  single  clerk  to  aid  in  com- 
pleting this  work  of  patriotic  appreciation,  and  I  recom- 
mend that  such  provision  be  made  at  an  early  day. 

The  condition  of  the  active  militia  is  about  the  same  as 
it  was  last  year.  The  ordinary  military  expenditure  of 
the  year  has  been  $150,085.  This  is  about  $16,000  less 
than  that  of  1871.  The  number  of  men  in  camp  was 
5,040,  a  slight  falling  off  from  last  year.  The  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars  appropriated  two  years  ago  for  breech-loading 
arms,  has  been  expended,  on  the  unanimous  recommenda- 
tion of  a  board  of  officers  appointed  by  my  predecessor, 
in  the  purchase  of  2,941  Peabody  Rifles,  nearly  all  of 
which  have  been  transfeiTed  to  the  hands  of  the  militia. 
I  recommend  the  repeal  of  chapters  187  and  298  of  the 
Acts  of  1872. 

Accompanied  by  members  of  my  staff,  who  by  reason 
of  actual  service  during  the  late  war  were  specially  quali- 
fied to  aid  me,  I  made  a  careful  inspection  of  the  whole 
body  of  active  militia  at  the  annual  encampment.  As 
each  regiment  and  battalion  went  into  camp  by  itself,  an 
unusual  sense  of  responsibility  for  the  character  of  the 
encampment  was  felt.  With  one  exception,  I  heard  noth- 
ing but  well-deserved  praise  bestowed  upon  the  several 
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organizations  for  the  bearing  and  sobriety  of  the 
This  was  owing  in  no  small  degree  to  the  &ctthat  pereof- 
tory  orders  were  given  by  the  general  officers  against  At 
introduction  of  intoxicating  liquors  upon  the  campgroundL 
However  they  may  differ  as  to  the  use  of  this  aitiele  M 
other  times,  they  agree  as  to  the  necessity  for  banishitf 
everjrthing  of  the  kind  from  camp,  if  good  condact  ui 
good  discipline  are  expected  of  the  entire  force. 

The  expense  of  our  militia  is  more  than  double  that  of 
most  States  for  a  like  number  of  men,  and  serviceable  u 
the  force  proved  at  the  time  of  the  Boston  fire,  and  doott- 
less  would  prove  on  any  other  occasion,  its  effidencji 
not  what  it  should  be.  We  maintain  altq^ther  too  maj 
organizations,  and  too  few  of  them  are  up  to  the  fm^ 
standard.  We  annually  expend  a  hundred  thousand  del* 
lars  for  encampments,  that  the  men  may  be  drilled  ui 
taught  the  duties  and  obligations  of  soldiers ;  but  a  hi^ 
proportion  of  those  instructed  this  year  were  neither  i 
camp  last  year  nor  will  be  next  year.  The  members  d 
the  companies  come  and  go  at  tiieir  own  pleasure,  ai 
many  elect  to  withdraw  before  they  have  feirly  lesmd 
the  soldier's  first  lesson,  so  that  it  is  scarcely  an  exageO' 
tion  to  say  that  we  are  continually  at  work  on  bcginooi 
Half  the  number  of  our  present  organizations,  filled  to  the 
maximum  with  good  men,  who  could  in  some  way  be  re- 
tained for  a  moderately-long  specific  period,  would  gbi 
us  a  militia  twice  as  eflicient  as  we  can  get  undtf  oar 
present  system.  In  this  judgment  I  do  not  doubt  joi 
will  find  large  concurrence  among  the  best  men  connectal 
with  the  service. 

I  beg  you  carefully  to  consider  whether  it  would  not  be 
well  to  provide  for  a  three-years  enlistment  and  musteriag 
of  the  men  in  the  active  militia.  With  discriminatioD  oi 
the  part  of  mustering  officers,  and  a  proper  spirit  in  the 
line  and  staff^  those  who  belonged  to  the  service  wooU 
feel  a  genuine  and  commendable  pride  in  their  respectin 
organizations,  and  in  a  short  time  we  should  have  a  bodf 
of  citizen  soldiery  of  the  very  best  quality.  It  is  bAv^ 
ble  to  require  the  forwarding  of  the  enlistment  rolls  of 
this  force  to  the  Adjutant-Generars  office,  so  that  too 
may  have  what  you  now  have  not, — a  record  at  head- 
quarters of  the  men  actually  in  the  service. 

Whatever  step  you  take  as  to  the  rank  and  file,  I  can- 
not doubt  the  propriety  of  amending  the  militia  law  so  » 
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«  provide  brigade  boards  for  the  examination  of  aU  elec- 
ive  officers.  These  boards  might  consist  of  three  officers 
)ach,  appointed  by  the  respective  brigadier-generals,  and 
no  commission  should  issue  except  on  the  certificate  of  the 
proper  board  that  the  person  therein  named  has  been  ex- 
unined  and  found  qualified  for  the  position  to  which  he 
[las  been  chosen. 

THE  LIQUOR  LAW. 

I  should  be  gratified,  as  doubtless  most  of  you  would 
be,  to  see  the  day  when  no  further  legislation  was  required 
in  reference  to  the  use  and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors, — 
when  the  laws  on  this  subject  were  such  as  to  satisfy  the 
great  majority  of  the  good  and  sensible  people  of  the 
Common wealtii.  While  human  nature  remains  what  it  is, 
we  cannot  reasonably  cherish  the  expectation  of  a  period 
when  there  will  be  no  class  in  the  State  with  new  theories 
and  fresh  discoveries  upon  this  question ;  but  I  do  hope 
for  the  time  when  the  body  of  our  citizens  will  feel  that 
no  more  thought  and  labor  need  be  spent  in  perfecting  the 
law.  If  you  can  hasten  this  time  by  the  exercise  of  your 
wisdom  and  foresight,  you  wiU  deserve  and  receive  the 
gratitude  of  your  constituents  and  coming  generations. 

Unquestionably  there  are  some  who  incline  to  the  belief 
tiiat  a  stringent  license  law,  rigidly  executed, — such  a  law 
as  has  recently  been  enacted  in  two  or  three  States  of  the 
Union, — ^would  correct  the  evils  we  are  trying  to  extirpate. 
But  that  law  has  not  yet  shown  any  special  efficacy  in 
bringing  about  the  reform  for  which  we  are  striving. 
Moreover,  this  Commonwealth  has  so  declared  for  pro- 
hibition, again  and  again,  that  we  are  not  placed  in  the 
least  doubt  as  to  the  will  of  the  people.  For  my  own 
part,  I  do  not  think  any  radical  changes  of  policy  either 
necessary  or  advisable,  and  I  have  but  two  or  three  modi- 
fications of  the  existing  statute  to  suggest. 

This  statute  is  founded  on  the  principle  that  distilled 
spirits  may  be  sold  for  medicinal  and  mechanical  purposes 
only,  while  the  State,  through  its  agent,  duly  appointed 
and  subject  to  rigid  rules,  shall  furnish  a  pure  article  at  a 
reasonable  price,  to  those  only  who  have  been  legally  au- 
thorized to  keep  a  supply  for  the  purposes  specified. 
Regulations  as  to  the  price  at  which  liquors  shall  be  fur- 
nished, requiring  all  to  bear  the  stamp  of  the  State 
Assayer  as  a  proof  that  the  quality  is  up  to  the  legal 
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standard,  constitute  a  guarantee  against  fraud  and  exto^ 
tion,  and  a  pledge  that  the  Ck>mmonwealth  is  ready  to  di 
what  it  can  to  protect  the  town  and  city  agents  ag^n^ 
imposition.  I  see  no  other  practicable  way  in 
proper  supervision  can  be  exercised. 

But  to  the  full  success  of  this  supenrisory  plan  it  i 
essential  that  every  local  agent  should  purchase  from 
state  agent  only.  If  three-fourths  of  them  are  allowed  ti 
obtain  their  liquors  where  they  please,  the  guarantee  tf 
to  quality  is  wholly  lost,  while  the  state  agency  cannot  hi 
sustained  by  the  purchases  of  the  other  fourth.  I  see 
valid  reason  why  apothecaries,  if  appointed  to  local  aget- 
cies,  should  not  be  subjected  to  th^  restrictions  laid  u 
other  citizens  so  appointed ;  and  I  therefore  recommend 
change  of  the  law  in  this  regard,  so  that  all  town  and 
agents  shall  be  on  an  equal  footing. 

If  under  licenses  to  sell  ale  and  beer,  sales  could 
confined  to  those  articles,  though  in  most  cases  a 
for  stronger  drinks  would  be  created,  the  evil  resuli 
from  such  licenses  would  be  comparatively  small, 
the  Chief  Constable  of  the  Commonwealth  expresses 
opinion  that  at  least  nine-tenths  of  our  beer-shops 
their  licenses  as  a  cover  for  the  sale  of  distilled  spi 
A  beer-shop,  so  called,  has  come  to  mean  generally  a  p 
where  all  kinds  of  intoxicating  liquoi^  are  furnished, 
if  we  are  to  accept  the  evidence  of  those  who  have  had 
most  painful  experience  of  the  miseries  produced  by  tbesi 
places,  they  are  among  the  greatest  obstacles  to  the  sociil 
and  moral  progress  of  the  community.  The  testimony /| 
criminals  of  every  degree  is,  that  fliey  were  drawn  ly 
frequenting  beer-houses  into  offences  and  violations  of  bv^ 
of  which  mey  might  otherwise  have  remained  innooent 
The  wise  and  prudent  legislator  will  not  cease  his  efforii 
for  the  diminution  of  crime  till  every  measure  has  bed 
adopted  which  experience  proves  needful. 

I  am  convinced  that  a  large  majority  of  the  Ic^al  votetf 
of  the  Commonwealth  are  opposed  to  the  open  bar  in  uj 
form  or  in  any  place ;  and  if  it  were  possible  to  obtain  ^ 
views  of  our  women  on  this  important  question,  I  dontt 
not  that  at  least  four-fifths  of  them  would  promptly  pn^ 
nounce  in  favor  of  the  speedy  closine  up  of  all  these  detf 
of  vice  and  crime.  And  I  commend  the  subject  to  jour 
reflection,  confidently  trusting  you  will  agree  with  me  in 
the  conclusion  that  the  time  has  come  when  the  legality 
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k  beer  and  ale  shop  should  no  lopger  be  sustained  by 

statutes. 
f  the  law  in  reference  to  the  liquor  traffic  is  not  en- 
sed,  the  general  impression  seems  to  prevail  that  the 
It  must  be  either  in  the  Executive  or  the  police  officer, 
s  easy  and  perhaps  natural  to  lay  sins  of  omission  in 
I  regard  at  their  doors. 

iut  at  a  recent  term  of  the  court  in  one  of  our  counties, 
ougb  the  efforts  of  an  officer,  a  common  seller,  one 
D  had  been  found  guilty  three  or  four  times,  was  again 
»ught  to  trial  and  conviction,  and  sentenced  to  a  fine  of 
.  dollars  and  costs,  which  sum  his  clerk  easily  made  in 
>fits  on  sales  during  the  trial.  In  another  county,  a 
rty  found  guilty  .of  the  same  offence  was  sentenced  to  a 
d  of  two  hundred  dollars  and  costs,  and  imprisonment 
the  house  of  correction  for  six  months.  This  sentence 
ide  the  violation  of  the  law  not  only  unprofitable  but 
cidedly  disagreeable. 

In  the  one  case  the  prosecuting  officer  and  the  couxt 
ideutly  do  not  intend  to  accomplish  either  of  these  re- 
Its,  and  the  work  of  the  police  officer  is  so  neutralized 
at  though  he  pile  his  complaints  against  offenders  moun- 
in  high  he  has  no  reasonable  prospect  of  suppressing  the 
iffic.  In  the  other  case  the  officers  of  the  law  are  all 
boring  for  One  result,  and  there  your  statute  is  a  terror 

evil-doers, — ^the  officials  believe  in  the  rigid  enforce- 
ent  of  the  law,  while  juries  and  people  are  in  harmony 
tth  them  and  gladly  second  their  endeavors.  With  like 
tion  and  sympathy  in  every  county,  we  should  have 
milar  results,  with  a  beneficial  effect  upon  all  classes  of 
«iety. 

My  object  in  referring  to  these  facts  is  not  to  criticise 
le  course  of  any  tribunal,  but  rather  to  impress  upon 
)ur  minds  that  the  enforcement  of  the  liquor  law,  like 
lat  of  every  other  law,  depends  not  upon  the  action  of  a 
urticular  officer  alone,  but  upon  unity  of  action  among  all 
BEicials.  If  the  prosecuting  officer  is  willing  to  shield  the 
riminal ;  if  jurors  or  witnesses  are  lacking  in  firmness  or 
itegrity ;  if  the  court,  with  its  large  discretionary  powers, 
K)ks  out  for  the  mildest  possible  sentence,  we  have  a  con- 
ition  of  things  which  not  only  prevents  a  fair  enforcement 
f  the  law,  but  actually  invites  its  violation,  in  spite  of  all 
Sort  that  can  be  made  by  the  police  or  the  Executive. 

Nor  should  it  be  overlooked  or  forgotten  that  the  exe- 
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cution  of  this  law  is  almost  wholly  required  at  the  faub 
of  the  state  police.  In  contendmg  with  other  forms  4 
vice  and  crime  they  generally  receive  the  assistance  ai 
co-operation  of  the  local  police,  bat  when  it  comes  to  111 
treatment  of  offences  arising  under  the  liquor  law,  I  regnl 
to  say  that  they  not  only  rarely  receive  assistaoce  fnm 
the  local  force,  but  are  too  often  hindered  and  thwarted  il 
their  own  labors.  I  am  gratified  to  believe  that  there  il 
of  late,  in  some  sections  at  least,  a  growth  of  higher  poltt 
sentiment  on  this  matter,  and  I  trust  the  day  is  qaite  netf 
at  hand  when  all  officers  will  be  obliged  to  do  their  wUl 
duty  with  respect  to  every  statute. 

THE   STATE  FOUGE. 

Some  three  months  ago,  Major  Edward  J.  Jones  to- 
dered  his  resi^ation  as  Chief  Constable  of  the  Con 
wealth.     His  nigh  executive  abUity,  and  his  long  e 
ence  in  the  duties  of  the  position,  made  him  an  O: 
whom  it  was  particularly  desirable  to  retain.    Bat 
health  had  become  impaired  by  the  trials  and  perpl 
of  the  office,  which  are  sufficient  to  tax  to  the  utmost 
mental   and  physical  powers  of  the  strongest  man, 
there  seemed  no  alternative  but  to  yield  to  the  n 
of  the  case  and  accept  his  resignation. 

After  a  patient  and  careful  investigation,  C^ptfli 
George  W.  Boynton,  who  had  been  connected  witJi  tb 
force  for  several  years,  and  had  proved  himself  a  mat 
efficient  officer,  was  appointed  to  the  succession.  Vi 
have  good  reason  to  believe  that  he  will  discharge  fl> 
duties  of  the  post  with  fidelity,  resolution  and  active » 
telligence. 

The  report  of  the  Police  Commissioners  will  show  tm 
that  the  force  has  been  increased  by  an  addition  of  thirtf 
men,  in  accordance  with  the  legislation  of  the  last  Geofti 
Court.  These  have  been  distributed  in  differ^t  sedioDi 
of  the  State,  where  the  commissioners  believed  their  8e^ 
vice  would  be  most  useful. 

The  value  of  the  State  Police,  not  alone  in  the  cnfaW" 
ment  of  a  particular  law,  but  in  the  preservation  of  good 
order  and  the  suppression  of  crime  generally,  has  iKT<f 
been  more  heartily  appreciated  tlian  at  the  present  time. 
Immediately  after  the  great  fire  in  this  city,  neariy  th 
whole  force  was  ordered  here  for  duty,  and  the  scrrioe  rt 
then  rendered  is  beyond  computation  in  figures.   AjoA  I 
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may  add  that  in  most  parts  of  the  State,  whenever  there 
is  a  large  gathering  of  the  people,  enough  members  of  the 
oonstabulary  are  present  to  insure  quiet  and  an  observance 
of  the  laws. 

While  there  may  be  a  few  exceptions,  the  force,  as  a 
whole,  is  believed  to  be  a  faithful  and  trustworthy  body 
of  men.  Whenever  evidence  is  furnished  that  any  mem- 
ber, whether  by  reason  of  character  or  inefficiency,  is  unfit 
for  the  position  he  holds,  a  change  will  at  once  be  made. 
The  principle  governing  in  this  matter  is,  that  the  minister 
of  the  laws  must  neither  violate  them  himself,  nor  connive 
with  those  who  are  violators, — ^that  the  true  test  of  the 
worth  of  a  man  in  a  given  position  is  what  he  accom- 
plishes, and  that  in  tl^  calUng  especially  he  must  be 
judged  by  his  works.  If  he  cannot  stand  by  this  judg- 
ment, then  he  must  give  place  to  one  who  can. 

Senators  and  RepreserUatives : 

By  faithful  devotion  to  business  and  reasonable  care  of 
legislation,  your  immediate  predecessors  ^Ux}uitted  them- 
selves, at  their  regular  session,  in  a  manner  that  met  the 
general  approval  of  the  public.  But  no  other  act  of  theirs 
gained  for  them  such  universal  commendation  as  the  ter- 
mination of  their  labors  at  a  date  four  or  five  weeks 
earlier  than  the  average  of  several  previous  years.  If 
your  efforts  in  the  official  duties  upon  which  you  are  about 
to  enter,  are  characterized  by  the  energy  and  diligence 
ordinarily  displayed  in  private  affiiirs,  so  that  the  respon- 
sible trusts  committed  to  your  hands  are  properly  dis- 
charged, and  the  session  brought  to  a  close  a  month  sooner 
than  that  of  1872, 1  am  confident  you  will  receive  the 
hearty  and  unanimous  praise  of  your  constituents^

By  chapter  50,  Eesolves  of  1860,  the  GoTemor  ml 
Council  are  requested,  in  the  month  of  January  of  eA 
year,  to  communicate  to  the  General  Court  a  list  of  dtt 
pardons  granted  during  the  year  next  preceding,  withniA 
detailed  statements  as  in  their  judgment  the  public  gool 
may  require.  In  compliance  with  this  Resolve  I  have  At 
honor  herewith  to  lay  before  the  General  Court  a  repoit 
of  the  pardons  issued  by  the  Governor  and  Council  dmiaj 
the  year  1872.

Convicted  of  robbery :  Su- 
perior Court,  Bristol  County,  June  Term,  1869.  Sen- 
tenced to  five  years  in  state  prison.  Pardon  granted 
Sept.  28,  1872,  on  recommendation  of  the  prison  inspec- 
tors, that  he  might  die  at  home,  which  he  soon  afterwaxd 
did,  of  consumption. 

No.  41.  John  Haydock.  Convicted  of  larceny  from 
the  person:  Superior  Court,  Middlesex  County,  July 
Term,  1870.  Sentenced  to  three  years  in  house  of  cor- 
rection. Pardon  granted  Oct.  15,  1872,  on  petition  of 
prisoner  and  his  mother,  endorsed  by  Hon.  C.  H.  Fiske, 
of  Boston.

Sentenced  to  two  years  in  house  of  correction.  He  wm 
kept  in  jail  several  weeks  after  conviction,  and  pardoned 
on  recommendation  of  Sheriff  Ejmball,  for  good  condod^ 
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>ct.  15,  1872,  the  date  at  which  his  term  would  have  ex- 
nred  if  he  had  been  removed  to  house  of  correction  as 
oon  as  sentenced. 

No.  44,  EIeban  Dowling.  Convicted  of  assault: 
Ifunicipal  Court,  Boston,  May  16,  1872.  Sentenced  to 
ix  months  in  house  of  correction.  Pardon  granted  Oct. 
\lj  1872,  on  petition  of  his  mother,  endorsed  by  several 
dtizens  of  South  Boston.  Recommended  by  the  police 
officers  who  arrested  and  prosecuted.  Released  two  weeks 
>efore  end  of  his  sentence,  that  he  might  accept  an  offer 
>f  steady  employment  at  good  wages,  for  the  benefit  of 
lis  mother  and  sisters,  who  were  left  in  a  state  of  great 
lestitution  by  the  sudden  death  of  Dowling's  father. 

No.  45.  Warren  H.  Clemens.  Convicted  of  steal- 
ng :  Superior  Court,  Suffolk  Coimty,  June  Term,  1872. 
Sentenced  to  one  year  in  house  of  correction.  i?ardon 
granted  Oct.  31,  1872,  on  certificate  of  attending  and  ex- 
unining  physicians,  that  he  might  be  put  into  South  Bos- 
^n  lunatic  hospital. 

No.  46.  John  M.  Crosby.  Convicted  of  forgery: 
Feb.  Term,  1869,  Superior  Court,  Suffolk  County.  Sen- 
benced  to  five  years  in  state  prison.  Pardon  granted  Oct. 
31, 1872,  on  petition  of  his  son.  The  prisoner  was  sixty- 
six  years  of  age,  in  feeble  health,  had  been  in  hospil^ 
much  of  time  for  several  months,  was  suffering  from  an 
incurable  disease,  and  his  children  were  prepared  to  give 
bim  a  comfortable  home  and  such  medical  attendance  as 
tie  needed.  Warden  Chamberlain  certified  that  his  con- 
duct in  prison  had  been  excellent,  and  that  he  manifested 
Ein  earnest  purpose  to  lead  a  correct  life. 

No.  47.  Charles  Kelly.  Convicted  of  assault  and 
disturbance :  Municipal  Court,  Southern  District  of  Bos- 
ton. Sentenced  August  24,  1872,  to  fine  and  costs  on 
three  indictments,  and  committed  to  house  of  correction 
for  non-payment.  Pardon  granted  November  15,  1872, 
on  his  own  petition.  The  justice  who  sentenced  him 
certified  to  the  governor  and  council  that,  under  the  inter- 
pretation of  law  accepted  by  the  authorities  in  charge,  the 
prisoner  was  getting  thrice  as  long  a  term  of  confinement 
as  the  court  intended  he  should  have. 

No.  48.  Franklin  Cutting.  Convicted  of  assault  and 
battery:  District  Court,  Pittsfield,  September  6,  1872. 
Sentenced  to  three  months  in  house  of  correction.  Par- 
don granted  November  15,  1872,  on  petition  of  person 
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assaulted.  Recommended  by  state  constable  ifho  made 
the  arrest,  and  justice  who  tried  the  case.  This  waa  Ciil> 
ting's  first  offence,  and  the  officers  believed  he  voold  ad 
again  offend. 

No.  49.  Henby  Phillips.  Convicted  of  arson :  Gosit 
of  Common  Pleas,  Norfolk  County,  April  Term,  1859, 
and  sentenced  to  state  prison  for  life.  Pardoned  for 
Thanksgiving  day,  1872.  The  release  of  this  piisoiHr 
was  advised  by  the  late  warden  of  tbe  prison  two  yen 
ago,  and  such  proceedings  were  had  as  led  him  to  infana 
Phillips  that  he  would  be  pardoned  for  Thanksgiyii^  daj, 
and  the  necessary  preparations  for  his  release  on  thi 
occasion  were  made  accordingly.  Pardon  was  not  gnmUd. 
The  effect  of  what  took  place  at  that  time  was  bad  jspcm 
Phillips,  and  also  upon  otiiier  prisoners,  who  felt  that  he 
had  not  been  quite  fidrly  treated,  and  some  of  wka 
asked  the  present  warden  to  urge  his  pardon.  His  con- 
duct in  prison  was  uniformly  good,  and  he  gave  evidena 
of  a  sincere  disposition  to  lead  a  correct  life. 

No.  50.  John  Hukley.  Convicted  of  buiglaiy  ci 
two  indictments :  Superior  Court,  Suffolk  County,  August 
Term,  1865.  Sentenced  to  ten  years  in  state  prison  as 
each  indictment.  Pardoned  for  Thanksgiving  day,  1871. 
Eecommended  by  the  attorney-general  of  the  Common- 
wealth, Hon.  Thomas  Russell,  who  imposed  the  seDtesces, 
and  Hon.  Geo.  P.  Sanger  and  Hon.  P.  B.  Guiney,  who 
represented  the  State  at  the  time  of  trial.  It  was  cu)- 
ceded  by  all  these  gentlemen  that  the  sentences  ought  not 
to  have  exceeded  five  years  on  each  indictment,  and  cer- 
tain features  of  the  trial  rendered  it,  in  their  judgment, 
advisable  to  release  the  prisoner  by  pardon.  In  Hut 
judgment  the  governor  and  council  concurred. 

No.  51.  Chables  Lynch.  Convicted  of  larceny: 
Police  Court,  Lawrence,  January  20,  1872.  Senteww 
to  one  year  in  housq  of  correction.  Pardon  granted  D^ 
cember  12,  1872,  on  recommendation  of  physician  vi 
master  of  house  of  correction.  Prisoner  was  very  Ip'^ 
with  consumption,  and  had  friends  who  vrished  to  pit>n(k 
what  was  necessary  for  his  comfort. 

No.  52.  Mabtin  Cheesbro.  Convicted  of  anon  « 
two  indictments :  Superior  Court,  Berkshire  County,  Jolf 
Term,  1870,  Sentenced  to  seven  years  in  state  prisj^* 
Pardon  granted  December  13,  1872,  on  recommendttwo 
of  the  inspectors  and  physician  of  the  prison,  becauw  ia 
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Bt  stages  of  consumptioiiy  and  could  probably  live  but  a 
w  weeks.  Parents  took  him  home. 
No.  53.  Adolfus  Beroeb.  Sentenced  from  Police 
ourt,  Lawrence,  November  2,  1872,  to  sixty  days  in 
>u8e  of  correction,  for  peddling  without  license.  Sub- 
Njuehtly  shown  to  satisfaction  of  the  court  and  the  gover- 
or  and  council  that  he  had  been  duly  licensed  by  the 
»cretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  had  lost  his  papers, 
'ardon  recommended  by  the  court. 

No.  54.  James  Manchester.  Convicted  of  breaking 
nd  entering :  Superior  Court,  Bristol  County,  December 
^erm,  1871.  Sentenced  to  eighteen  months  in  house  of 
orrection.  Pardon  granted  for  Christmas  day,  1872,  on 
ecommendation  of  district-attomey.  Prisoner's  first  of- 
snce,  conduct  in  confinement  excellent,  did  not  belong  to 
riminal  class,  and  pardon  was  asked  for  by  large  number 
if  respectable  persons  who  had  known  him  all  his  life,  and 
rere  confident  he  would  not  again  offend. 

No.  55.  Maria  Murphy.  Convicted  of  larceny  from 
lerson:  Municipal  Court,  Boston,  July  27,  1871.  Sen- 
;enced  to  two  years  in  house  of  correction.  Pardon 
panted  for  Christmas  day,  1872,  on  recommendation  of 
luster  of  the  house  of  correction,  for  good  conduct,  and 
18  the  most  deserving  of  the  female  convicts  in  that  insti- 
gation. 

Summary. 

Of  the  55  pardons  issued,  10  went  to  the  state  prison,  43 
to  houses  of  correction,  and  2  to  Suffolk  County  jail. 
Nine  were  issued  solely  because  of  what  was  believed  to 
be  fatal  illness,  and  of  these  persons  it  is  known  that  six 
died  soon  after  being  released ;  nine  were  also  issued  to 
correct  errors  of  courts  or  prosecuting  officers,  and  four 
to  persons  partially  insane,  that  they  might  be  put  under 
proper  treatment  elsewhere.  Every  pardon  of  the  year 
contained  the  condition  that  if  the  person  to  whom  it  was 
issued  should,  before  the  expiration  of  the  sentence,  be 
convicted  of  any  crime  punishable  by  imprisonment,  he 
would  be  held  to  serve  out  the  remainder  thereof.

I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you,  for  the  informa&t 
of  the  General  Court,  a  letter  of  the  eighth  instant,  id- 
dressed  to  me  by  the  Honorable  Qenry  Wilson,  resigniag 
his  seat  in  the  United  States  Senate,  said  resignation  to 
take  effect  on  the  third  day  of  March  next,  at  the  dose  of 
the  forty-second  Congress. 

[To  the  Hoiue  of  BepresentatiTes,  Febmaxj  18.] 

By  the  fifth  section  of  chapter  214,  Acts  of  1863,  tke 
Commissioners  of  the  Troy  and  Greenfield  Eaihoad  ind 
Hoosac  Tunnel  were  given  authority,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  governor  and  councU,  to  use  a  sum  of  monej 
not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  doUars,  **to  extinguish  aof 
liens  or  claims  or  rights  of  redemption,  which  any  penoo 
or  corporation  may  have,  in  order  to  perfect  the  titfe  d 
the  Commonwealth  to  said  railroad  and  tunnel." 

On  the  28th  ultimo,  the  house  of  representatives  adopted 
an  order  requesting  the  governor  and  council  to  commo- 
nicate  any  information  in  their  possession  relative  to  the 
action  of  the  commissioners  in  this  regard ;  and  to  the 
inquiry  of  your  honorable  body  I  have  the  honor  to  repfy 
as  follows : — 

It  appears  that  the  power  conferred  upon  the  c6m]m»- 
sioners  by  the  statutory  provision  to  which  reference  is 
made,  was  given  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  them  to  pcff* 
chase  and  extinguish  the  rights  of  holders  of  bonds  secured 
by  a  mortgage  executed  July  30,  1855,  by  the  Troymd 
Greenfield  Railroad  Company,  to  Jerome  Y •  C.  Smith  md 
others  as  trustees.  (See  Eeport  of  Joint  Special  Le^ 
lative  Committee  of  1864,  p.  25,  Senate  Document  No. 
50,  series  of  1865.)  By  an  order  of  the  governor  and 
council,  made  June  2,  1863,  a  committee  of  the  council 
was  directed  to  inquire  and  report  as  to  the  validity  d 
this  mortgage,  and  to  ascertain  what  other  liens  or  incom- 
brances  existed  on  any  property  claimed  by  the  Conunoa- 
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wealth  under  its  mortgages;  and  the  committee  were 
authorized  and  instructed  to  procure  the  opinions  of  the 
attorney-general,  the  Hon.  Isaac  F.  Bedfield,  and  the 
Hon.  Emory  Washburn,  upon  the  pointe  mentioned. 
After  considering  the  report  of  this  committee » and  the 
opinions  of  the  attorney-general  and  Messrs.  Bedfield 
and  Washburn,  the  governor  and  council  declared  them- 
selves satisfied  (Jane  25,  1863)  that  the  Commonwealth 
had  obtained  complete  possession,  under  its  mortgages,  of 
all  the  property  intend^  to  be  conveyed  to  it  by  the  Troy 
and  Greenfield  Bailroad  Company;  and  in  accordance 
with  suggestions  made  in  the  opinions  referred  to,  the 
attorney-general  was  requested  to  obtain  the  decision  of 
the  supreme  judicial  court  of  the  Commonwealth  concern- 
ing the  effect  and  validity  of  the  mortgage  to  Smith  and 
others,  as  trustees,  and  to  cause  the  same,  if  possible,  *^to 
be  set  aside,  or  declared  by  judicial  decree  postponed  to 
all  the  necessary  and  proper  disbursements  of  tiie  Com- 
monwealth made  in  the  past  and  future  work  of  construct- 
ing both  the  road  and  the  tunnel."  Legal  proceedings 
were  accordingly  instituted  for  this  purpose,  and  it  was 
decided  by  the  court  (March  9,  1865^  that  this  mortgage, 
and  the  bonds  secured  by  it,  were  mvalid,  and  that  the 
holders  of  said  bonds  had  no  title  which  they  could  main- 
tain against  the  mortgages  of  the  Commonwealth.  (Vol. 
10,  AUen's  Reports,  pp.  448-459.)  In  consequence  of 
this  decision  no  action  was  had  and  no  expenditure  made 
by  the  commissioners  under  the  section  to  which  the  order 
of  the  House  refers. 

The  second  branch  of  the  legislative  inquiry  requests 
the  governor  and  council  to  furnish  ^^  any  other  informa- 
tion "  in  their  possession  ^  not  heretofore  communicated, 
concerning  the  right  of  the  Commonwealth  in  the  Hoosac 
Tunnel  and  Troy  and  Greenfield  and  Southern  Vermont 
Railroads."  As  a  response  to  this  point,  I  have  to  say 
that  the  executive  ofiice  has  no  information  on  the  subject 
except  what  is  already  at  the  command  of  the  general 
court.

[To  the  House  of  BepresentatlTes,  May  16.] 

Herewith  I  return  unapproved  to  your  honorable  bodf « 
in  which  it  originated,  the  bill  entitled  "  An  Act  in  rebitioi 
to  the  Lee  and  New  Haven  Bailroad  Company."  Hougb, 
by  indirection  and  under  the  guise  of  giving  a  construc- 
tion to  an  Act  approved  in  March  of  last  year,  the  effect: 
of  this  measure  is  to  grant  state  aid  to  the  extent  of  Aree 
hundred  thousand  dollars  to  the  railway  company  named 
in  the  title  of  the  bill,  I  can  neither  give  my  assent  to 
the  proposition  that  this  corporation  has  an  equitable  ciiim 
on  the  State  for  such  legislation,  nor  to  the  other  propofi- 
tion,  that  the  Commonwealth  ought  to  aid  in  the  consb1I^ 
tion  of  the  Lee  and  New  Haven  Kailroad. 

I  am  aware  that  in  the  early  days  of  railway  bmlding  id 
this  State  the  credit  of  the  Commonwealth  was  sometmies 
loaned  to  what  were  deemed  meritorious  projects,  xai 
thereby  some  most  difficult  and  doubtful  underUkii^ 
were  accomplished  much  earlier  than  they  could  have  be^ 
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if  left  wholly  to  priyate  enterprise.     I  have  never  ques- 
tioned that  this  was  wise  and  far-seeing  policy  for  the  era 
in  which  it  prevailed.     But  when  provision  had  been  made 
for  such  great  thoroughfares  as  were  of  general  advantage 
to  our  people ;  when  the  matter  of  investing  in  and  man- 
aging, railroads  had  become  so  well  understood  that  it 
could  no  longer  be  looked  upon  as  an  experiment  of  un- 
certain results ;  when  private  capital  was  not  only  abun- 
dant for  the  construction  of  all  the  railway  lines  demanded 
by  the  business  interests  of  the  State,  but  was  sufficient  to 
famish  no  small  part  of  the  means  necessary  for  extend- 
ing the  railway  system  into  new  and  distant  States  and 
territories ;  when  this  period  in  our  history  was  reached, 
I  supposed  no  conclusive  reason  could  be  given  why  the 
Commonwealth   should  longer    continue    to    aid  in  the 
furtherance  of  railway  projects.     That  the  public  credit 
should  not  be  pledged  in  this  direction  has  been  accepted 
as  the  general  policy  of  the  State  for  the  last  fifteen  years, 
as  may  readily  be  ascertained  by  an  examination  of  our 
statute  books.     It  is  undeniable  that  the  Commonwealth 
has  been  induced  occasionally  to  swerve  from  this  judi- 
cious policy,  but  it  may  be  doubted  whether  every  in- 
stance of  such  departure  has  not  been  to  her  detriment. 

The  general  court  of  1868  conspicuously  disregarded 
that  policy  in  making  generous  grants  of  state  aid  to  the 
Lee  and  New  Haven,  and  the  Boston,  Hartford  and  Erie 
Railways.  We  are  not  permitted  to  assume  otherwise 
than  that  a  majority  of  its  members  then  thought  their 
action  prudent  and  commendable.  But  since  the  time  of 
that  action  we  have  been  making  history  most  rapidly. 
The  increased  burden  of  taxation  for  which  the  people 
have  received  no  just  equivalent,  the  worry  and  expense 
of  manifold  and  interminable  lawsuits  to  which  the  State 
and  her  citizens  have  been  subjected,  the  anxiety  of  the 
present  hour  to  know  how  much  may  be  saved  of  the 
millions  of  dollars  advanced  in  accordance  with  the  legis- 
lation of  that  session, — a  consideration  of  the  facts  thus 
indicated  may  properly  lead  us  to  question  whether  a 
single  member  of  that  majority  would  to-day  deem  it 
advisable  to  repeat  the  state-aid  votes  then  given. 

However  this  may  be,  it  would  seem  that  the  experience 
«f  the  past  ought  to  warn  us  against  lending  a  friendly 
ear  to  railway  projects  not  recommended  to  promotion  by 
a  clear  and  indisputable  regard  for  the  interest  of  the  great 
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body  of  our  people.  In  my  judgment  no  new  propodtia 
for  state  aid  to  raili*oads  should  now  be  &yorably  consid- 
ered, and  I  am  not  able  to  foresee  that  any  exigency  wir- 
ranting  such  aid  can  arise  in  the  future.  Certainly,  until. 
our  public  debt  is  greatly  reduced  from  ite  present  pro- 
portions, the  utmost  economy  is  demanded  at  the  bands 
of  every  oflScer  of  the  government,  and  all  expenditures 
of  questionable  necessity  should  be  rigidly  withheld. 

Strongly  as  I  entertain  these  views,  I  should  approve 
the  bill  in  relation  to  the  Lee  and  New  Haven  Sailroad 
Company  if  I  believed  that  the  corporation  had  an  equita- 
ble  claim  on  the   Conunonwealth  for  the  aid  it  gnntg. 
But  I  do  not  admit  that  the  company  has  any  such  daim. 
By  chapter  313,  Acts  of  1868,  the  State  made  a  contract 
with  this  company  to  loan  it  three  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars upon  conditions  clearly  specified.     These  conditions 
were  not  complied  with  on  the  part  of  the  beneficiaries, 
and  therefore  the  State  was  never  called  upon  to  famA 
the  promised  aid.     By  chapter  73,  Acts  of  1872,  the  time 
for  the  construction  of  this  company's  road  waa  extended, 
and  it  is  now  intimated  that  this  extension  of  time  vss 
supposed  to  carry  with  it  an  extension  of  the  state  Iffim. 
This  alleged  supposition  appears  to   me   incredible.   It 
certainly  has  no  warrant  in  what  was  done  by  your  prede- 
cessors.    The  bill  introduced  at  the  instance  of  the  officeis 
or  agents  of  the  company  asked  for  nothing  but  an  exten- 
sion of  time  for  the  construction  of  their  line ;  it  is  a  fa^ 
of  ofiScial  record  that  neither  the  legislature  nor  its  appro- 
priate committee  was  ever  informed  that  an  extension  of 
the  aid  granted  by  the  law  of  1868  was  desired ;  and  the 
Act  as  passed  without  debate  and  laid  before  the  execu- 
tive for  his  approval,  related  solely  and  explicitly  to  the 
construction  of  the  road.     The  members  of  your  honon^ 
ble  body  are  as  competent  as  I  am  to  judge  whether  i 
railway  grant  of  this  magnitude  would  have  been  conceded 
by  the  last  general  coui-t  without  opposition  from  anj 
quarter ;  but  I  may  say  that  the  executive  would  have 
declined  to  give  his  signature  to  the  Act  of  March,  1872, 
had  there  been  the  least  cause  for  suspecting  that  any  loan 
was  thereby  extended  or  revived.     On  a  careful  consid- 
eration of  all  the  circumstances  beaiing  upon  the  question, 
I  am  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  this  corporation  has  do 
claim  in  equity  which  it  is  incumbent  on  us  to  recc^izc 
Doubtless  it  will  be  urged  that  steps  have  been  taken

to    build  its  road  in  the  expectation  that  aid  would  be 
received  from  the  State.     For  such  expectations,  if  they 
are  or  have  been  entertained,  neither  the  legislature  nor  the 
executive  of  last  year  is  responsible ;  and  by  the  exercise 
of  reasonable  prudence,  any  one  interested  could  readily 
liSL^e  ascertained  that  they  were  not  well  founded.     One 
such  person  applied  at  the  executive  department  shortly 
after  the  adjournment  of  the  legislature,  to   know  if  it 
-would  be  held  that  the  Act.  of  March,  1872,  carried  with 
it  the  state  aid  of  1868,  and  at  his  request  the  executive 
ol3tained  the  opinion  of  the  attorney-general  of  the  Com- 
monwealth upon  the  question  presented.     That  opinion 
-was  in  the  negative,  and  it  was  communicated  from  this 
department  to  the  person  inquiring,  with  the  statement 
that  the  action  of  the  governor  and  council  would  be  based 
thereon,  if  formal  application  was  made  for  state  aid.     If 
any  one  connected  with  the  *road  was  not  informed  of 
these  facts,  it  must  have  been  because  no  effort  was  made 
to  ascertain  them.     Whether  the  persons  chosen  to  admin- 
ister the  trusts  of  the  corporation  deliberately  sought  to 
make  up  a  case  on  which  to  appeal  to  the  legislature,  or 
ivhether  they  have  been  guilty  of  nothing  worse  than  neg- 
ligence in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  are  questions  I  do 
not  assume  to  answer.     But  in  either  view,  I  fail  to  see 
that  the  public  treasury  should  suffer  from  their  acts. 

I  am  thus  explicit  in  directing  attention  to  the  course 
of  affairs  last  year  with  respect  to  this  railway  company, 
that  the  character  of  the  measure  now  submitted  for  my 
approval  may  be  seen  in  its  true  relations.  I  cannot  re- 
gard it  as  other  than  a  new  proposition  for  the  Common- 
wealth to  loan  its  credit.  If  the  Lee  and  New  Haven 
road  should  receive  aid  from  the  state  funds,  it  is  hard  to 
conceive  of  any  railway  project  that  would  not  have  a 
claim  equally  as  strong.  However  valuable  this  line  may 
be  as  a  means  of  local  development,  it  is  one  in  which  the 
State  at  large  has  a  minimum  of  interest.  K  the  security 
offered  by  its  directors  is  good,  there  can  be  no  serious 
diflSculty  in  raising  the  money  required  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  road  from  private  sources.  K  it  is  not  good, 
then  most  assuredly  the  State  should  not  take  it.  It  may 
be  said  that  individuals  specially  interested  in  the  line 
will  be  grievously  disappointed  if  the  desired  aid  of  the 
Commonwealth  is  not  forthcoming.  No  person  can  more 
deeply  regret  such  disappointment  than  myself,  but  the 
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desires  of  the  few  should  not  blind  our  vision  to  the  is- 
terests  of  the  many.  The  few  always  and  forever  pics 
their  claims  with  ardor  and  tenacity  that  know  no  weui- 
ness.  The  many,  the  great  majority,  are  silent  and  bd- 
obtrusive;  and  for  this  reason  are  entitled  to  our  hi^iiol 
regard.  Their  welfare  we  ought  neither  to  overlook  wr 
forget. 

Perhaps  it  will  be  held  that  the  Lee  and  New  Hstos 
Railroad  Company  is  entitled  to  consideration  on  tke 
ground  that  it  has  already  expended  money  in  the  «»• 
struction  of  its  line.  Such  expenditure,  if  any  has  bea 
made,  is  in  direct  violation  of  law.  Under  chapter  38, 
Acts  of  1871,  no  work  could  legally  be  done  till  the  en- 
tire capital  stock  of  the  corporation,  to  the  extent  of  it 
least  fifteen  thousand  dollars  per  mile,  had  been  oncozMih 
tionally  subscribed  by  responsible  parties,  nor  until  officeis 
of  the  company  had  filed  with  the  secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth a  sworn  certificate  setting  forth  that  twentr 
per  centum  of  the  par  value  of  each  and  every  share  of 
stock  had  been  paid  into  the  company's  treasury.  Sub- 
stantially the  same  provisions  as  those  of  this  Act  hsti 
been  in  our  statute  books  for  more  than  twenty  years,  ari 
there^  can  be  no  valid  excuse  for  a  violation  of  them  at  ths 
late  day.  But  it  appears  to  have  been  stated  before  i 
committee  of  your  honorable  body,  by  agents  or  offic«n 
of  the  company  seeking  the  legislation  now  proposed,  flat 
the  capital  stock  of  the  corporation  is  $375,000,  andtfatt 
about  twenty-five  miles  of  its  projected  road  is  in  this 
Commonwealth,  while  it  is  shown  that  but  about  $340,000 
had  been  subscribed  to  its  capital  stock  at  the  time  wbn 
it  is  alleged  work  began  on  its  road.  And,  moreorer, 
though  it  is  also  stated  that  the  contractors  commenced 
operations  so  long  ago  as  last  October,  the  corporation 
has  not  yet  filed  with  the  secretary  of  the  CommonweaWi 
the  required  certificate  of  a  twenty  per  centum  paymoit 
on  subscriptions,  and  the  exhibit  of  its  affairs  to  toot 
committee  compels  me  to  the  conclusion  tliat  no  sueh 
payment  was  made  before  work  began.  There  does  not 
seem  to  be  any  reason  why  special  favors  should  be 
granted  to  a  company  which  thus  disregards  peremptorr 
provisions  of  general  law,  originally  enacted  in  1852,  ^^ 
tained  in  the  General  Statutes  of  1860,  and  more  strin- 
gently reSnacted  two  years  ago. 
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I  deplore  the  necessity  which  constrains  me  to  differ 
from  the  general  court  in  reference  to  the  measure  under 
consideration.  K  I  looked  upon  it  as  of  minor  conse- 
quence, I  should  not  permit  myself  to  trouble  you  with 
titus  communication.  But  I  have  a  clear  and  decided  con- 
viction that  the  incorporation  of  it  into  our  statute  books 
Tirould  be  detrimental  in  no  small  degree  to  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  State,  and  I  should  be  unfaithftil  to  the 
trusts  imposed  upon  me  by  the  people  if  I  allowed  myself 
to  become  a  party  to  its  enactment.  I  therefore  feel  com- 
pelled to  return  the  bill  without  my  signature.
